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Financial woes 
biggest worry 
facing Acker

Las than one month before entering his 
Anderson HaU office as K-State's nth 
president, Duane Acker said the biggest 
problem he expected to face was money. 

Now, 56 days after assuming that 
position, Acker can confirm that money, or 
the lack thereof, is the root of at least two of 
K -State's current problems : Nichols Gym 
and Inter collegiate Athletics. And the soft- 
spoken, but confident Acker admitted it if 
the $385,000 debt connected with the latter 
that has been his biggest concern since July 

i. 

"I knew we had serious financial 
problems," Acker said, "but I didn't realize 
it was anywhere near that serious and I 
think a large part of our clientele didn't 
realize it was that serious." 

THE $365 ,SM amassed by the men's 
athletic department includes approximately 
$165,000 in unpaid bills and $200,000 
borrowed on this football season's ticket 
sales to pay other bills. 

Acker is extremely pleased that K -State 
had organized the Intercollegiate Athletic 
Council (IAC) in time to deal with the 



The Council, consisting of faculty, 
student, and alumni representatives, 
replaced K State's Athletic Council last 
spring. The new IAC was designed to handle 
both men's and women's athletics on 
campus. 

"It takes a while to establish an 
organization of that type," Acker said "I 
certainly commend President McCain for 
taking the leadership in setting it up " 



WHILE intercollegiate athletics has taken 
top priority thus far, Acker described 
Nichols Gym as "a problem begging a 
solution." He said he has made no decisions 
yet concerning the a even-year -old, fire- 
gutted building and, in a list of alternatives, 



ACKER said even the Council 
prised at the magnitude of debt 

"They've set out to try to get us on a good 
road financially by reducing expenditures 
for this year's men's and women's 
athletics, below what had been proposed 
earlier in the spring," he said. 

To do that, the men's athletic department 
and IAC were forced to discontinue four 
non-revenue producing sports this year: 
wrestling, golf, tennis and gymnastics. 

Acker is optimistic about efforts to raise 
funds from private contributors and said 
long-range plans may include selling the 
men's athletic dorm. 

"I'm sure the Council will be giving quite a 
bit of attention to that dorm in the next three 
to four months," he said. "It's lost money 
each of the last several years." 



"We could tear it down and clear the site; 
reconstruct it in some form; or decide that 
the present shell, or some part of it, should 
be retained as is," he said. 



"It has been established that it, 
mechanically or physically, is feasible to 
reconstruct, limited only by dollars." 

Reconstruction plans call for an art 
gallery -class room structure within the 
shell at an estimated cost of nearly $2 
million.

More than 200 students still searching

A few students canning back to 
school at K-State this faU had a 
surprise waiting for them — no 
place to live. 

University housing filled up in 
June. Organized living groups 
filled up in August, som 
capacity. Apartments 
already in short supply. 

That shortage, coupled with a 
record-high enrollment of ap- 
proximately 17,500, put an 
estimated 200 students without 
permanent shelter. 

But they are getting help. ' 

A Special Temporary Housing 
Committee, headed by Margaret 
Nor din, Dean of Women at K- 
State, has been working to find 
these students temporary 
shelter, food and transportation 
until soi- 
ls found.

A Roommate Matching Sot vice 
has been devised by off -campus 
housing officials to help ac- 
commodate students looking for a 
roommate or a place to stay. 

Those students with apart- 
ments who are looking for a 
roommate are asked to indicate 
their class and major, the rent, 
whether the apartment is fur- 
nished or unfurnished, whether 
laundry facilities are available 
and whether bedrooms are 
private or shared. 

STUDENTS looking for a place 
to stay are asked to indicate what 
they can afford to pay, whether 
they smoke, whether they hsA. 
transportation, whether they 
work and when they do the 
majority of their studying. 

"The idea is to get students 
needing accommodations 
together with students who have 
rooms or apartments and who 
need a roommate or roommates 
to help out with the rent," Paul 
McKenna, former off-campus 
housing director, said. McKenna, 
who recently left K-State, was 
instrumental in introducing the 
Roommate Matching Service.

LIBBY, Mont. — Senate Majority leader Mike 
Mansfield said Sunday he hoped President Ford 
would not veto an extension of oil price controls.

Police identified the victim as Mason Lindsey, 
who was pronounced dead at Wesley Medical 
Center. 

Authorities said the only damage to the home in 
northeast Wichita was from smoke to the 
bedroom. The baby's parents were in another 
room of the house when the accident occurred 

LUANDA, Angela — About 5,000 whites marched 
on the government palace Sunday demanding that 
Portugal help them flee this colony torn by a power 
struggle between three black liberation groups. 

The demonstration was peaceful but at one 
point, as the marchers began to leave, Portuguese 
troops fired warning shots into the air. 

A spokesperson for the demonstrators told 
newspersons "We are not against anybody, we are 
not politcal. We just want to get out of Angela 
before independence on Nov. 11 which is only 80 
days away. We want ships to take our belongings 
with us."

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VIENTIANE, Laos — The Pathet Lao peacefully 
took over local administration in this Laotian 
capital at a weekend celebration, in effect com- 
pleting Communist control of the last Indochina 
state. 

Cambodia and South Vietnam fell to pro- 
Communist movements in April. 

Since then, the Communist— led Pathet Lao has 
steadily assumed a position of dominance 
throughout Laos and forced rightists and 
neutralists out of power in the national coalition 
government. 

Technically, the nation is still run by the 
coalition headed by neutralist Premier Prince 
Souvanna Phouma . But most decisions are 
reportedly made by Pathet Lao officials and by 
Communist chieftains in caves in northeastern 
Laos. 

TQPEKA — A Ft. Riley soldier from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., apparently drowned in a swimming area 
Saturday night in Lake Shawnee southeast of 
Topeka. 

The Shawnee County sheriff's office identified 
the victim as John Valerie, 19, who was assigned 
as a specialist to the Fourth Cavalry at Ft. Riley. 

Valerie's body was recovered about 30 feet from 
the lake's bank in the swimming area after he had 
been missing for a short time.

Ushering in an era 

Another semester begins today and we can't help 
but feel a bit like the new cast of a long-running 
Broadway play. The events chronicled in the Collegian 
each term seem to follow much the same script. 

But while we write updated stories and rewrite old 
editorials about problems everyone seems all too 
familiar with, two former K-Staters have returned to 
try their hand at solutions. 

And their reemergence into the spotlight seems to 
signal a new era, unique and promising, for this 
University. 

We speak first of Duane Acker, associate dean of 
agriculture and director for resident instruction at K- 
State from 1962 to 1966. As successor to President 
James McCain, Acker replaces a man who was in 
office before most students now on this campus were 
even born. 

The transition appears to be smooth, although there 
have been better times to change presidents. 

FOR ACKER, the first few months should be oc- 
cupied with the unfinished business he inherited. 
Foremost in that business is a debt-ridden athletic 
department and the taunting Nichols Gym. 

It will be up to Acker to take a stand on the Nichols 
issue, something he seems hesitant to do. But if he 
should approve of the reconstruction plans calling for 
an art gallery-classroom structure within the shell, it 
will ultimately be up to fund-raisers to complete the 



New head football coach Ellis Rainsberger, a 1957 K- 
State graduate, also acquires unfinished business 
from his predecessor, Vince Gibson. 

His is the unenviable task of "uniting the pride" in 
the months ahead. Which means he must produce 
something to be proud of. That's easier said when one 
knows the humbling experience of competing with 
Nebraska and Oklahoma. 

THERE'S NO escaping the fact, though, that the 
team's success or failure will bear directly on the 
athletic department's efforts to clear their books and 
eventually reinstate four non-revenue-producing 
sports cut from the program (golf, tennis, wrestling 
and gymnastics). 

Hie Gibson era, marred by the back-breaking 
probationary years, was a frustrating period for In- 
state fans. Rainsberger will pick up the pieces now 
and try to fulfill the goals Gibson set. 

News about and from these two men should hold our 
interest for some time. And while many will wonder 
why they are willing to take on the considerable 
pressure, Rainsberger and Acker obviously hear 
opportunity knocking.

Coal-gas plant 
may be built 
in Missouri 

TULSA (AP) — Southwest 
Missouri is being considered as 
the site for at least one $700 
million plant to gasify coal from 
Wyoming and Montana for Cities 
Service Gas Co. customers, die 
Tulsa Sunday World has 



The newspaper said in its 
Sunday edition that a second such 
facility, for Northern Natural 
Gas Co., also may be located in 
the Missouri-Illinois gas- 
cons liming region instead of near 
the mines, as originally planned. 

The two companies are jointly 
developing gasification plans for 
huge volumes of coal from the 
Power River Basin in the nor- 
thern Rockies. The synthetic gas 
is needed to supplement dwin- 
dling natural gas supplies. 

The newspaper' said initial 
plans are being reevaluated to 
determine if the plant would be 
better situated near the "market 
place." Original plans called for

IAC made a $185,740 
reduction July 25 in the men's 
athletic department's budget. 
Golf, tennis and wrestling were 
dropped off the budget com- 
pletely, while track and cross- 
country was cut $5,170, baseball 
was cut $32,990, the Wildcat Club 
was cut $41,000 and $36,700 was cut 
from the general operating ex

JERUSALEM (AP) - Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yigal Alton said 
late Sunday that Israel and Egypt 
have agreed to establish mat-

NEW YORK { AP) - The chairperson of Mobil Oil 
Corp. said Sunday he opposes immediate total 
decontrol of petroleum prices because of the 
potential shock such action might have on the 
nation's fragile economic recovery. 

Mobil thus became the first of the major oil 
companies to oppose President Ford's decision to let 
oil price controls expire Aug. 31. The company urged 
instead a phased decontrol over several years. 

Mobil chairperson Rawleigh Warner Jr. said in a 
letter to Congress that immediate decontrol "could 
cost American oil consumers about $8 billion an- 
nually assuming the present $2 import duty on 
foreign oil is lifted." 

WARNER SAID that beyond the initial impact 
there would be a ripple effect, the total cost of which

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
national epidemic of gonorrhea 
has taken a seasonal change for 
the worse. The number of new 
victims is skyrocketing again. 

And that has brought a sharp 
increase in the toll-free telephone 
calls to Operation Venus from 
people across the country seeking 
advice about gonorrhea or any of 
a dozen other venereal diseases. 

Named after the goddess of 
love, Operation Venus is a 
telephone advisory center in 
Philadelphia manned by young 
tOlunteers. Its $40,000-a-year 
telephone bill is paid by the Center 
for Disease Control of the U.S. 
Public Health Service and con- 
tributions from 
civic, fraternal, 



according to statistics from the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga. The VD rate declines 
in winter and early spring. 

During August and September 
of this year, some 21,000 or more 
new cases of gonorrhea are ex- 
pected each week. And since far 
not all cases are reported to health 
authorities, "actual cases may 
range as high as 60,000 a week

Kaleidoscope alters format 



The Kaleidoscope film series 
has changed its organization and 
scope of films, Mark Wille, 
student coordinator of the series, 
said. 

The international, history and 
sociology film series have merged 
with the Kaleidoscope series, 
although each retains its own 
identity. 

The merger was made to 
preserve the function of the series 
— to give K-State an alternative to 
popular box-office attractions, 
Wille said. 

Wille added that previously the 
Kaleidoscope series had tried to 
compete with Feature Films 
instead of offering an alternative 
to it. 

"WE ARE NOT TRYING to 
compete with Feature Films. The 
reason we have two series is to 
.show two kinds of films," he said. 
A Kaleidoscope films were 
selected by representatives of the. 
Union Program Council's 
Kaleidoscope films committee 
and those associated with the 
three department-related series. 
"We relied on the international, 
and sociology people's 
in the selection of films 
and gave Kaleidoscope the 
responsibility of ordering and 
managing the showing of the 
films," Wille said. 

One of the advantages of the 
merger is that Kaleidoscope films 
has a larger operating budget 
than the other three series. 

Although the entire series will 
be labeled Kaleidoscope films it 
will be divided into three sub- 
topics: historical, international 
and alternatives. 

Five foreign films have been 
selected for the fall and sub- 



scription tickets will be sold at the 
first performance. Single ad- 
missions will be available at the 
other four showings. 

The historical films were 
originally an outgrowth of the 
history department's Western 
Civilization classes and at- 
tendance was required. 

Although film attendance is no 
longer mandatory for most 
history classes, the films will be 
shown in chronological order so 
teachers may assign attendance 
for class-related films.

1971 war with Pakistan.

The shrimpboat Hazel B, still 
containing most of the marijuana, 
was moved later to a mooring at 
Savannah.

Kansas to seek gas priority 



TOPEKA (AP) — Kansas is joining Oklahoma in 
an effort to win Federal Power Commission ap- 
proval of a plan by Cities Service Gas Co. to give 
higher priorities to the use of natural gas for 
irrigating agricultural land. 

Atty. Gen. Curt Schneider said Monday he will go 
to Washington in about two months for an FPC 
hearing on Cities Service Gas' proposal to raise the 
priority for using natural gas to operate irrigation 
pumps uurinc pcrioos 01 curxHtinicni wncn wini&r 
demand is at a peak. 

A STAFF memorandum prepared for Schneider 
and made public Monday says there are about 28,000 
irrigation pumping units in Kansas, with about 60 
per cent of them using natural gas. These units 
consume about 22.8 billion cubic feet of gas annually, 
the report said, and Cities Service supplies over half 
the natural gas burned in Kansas. 

The memorandum also noted that about a fourth of 
Kansas' agricultural crops now are produced on 
irrigated land. 

That is what makes the raising of the priority for 
keeping the irrigation pumps operating when other 
commercial and industrial users are cut back so 
vital to Kansas, Schneider said.

GENEVA, Switzerland — Interpol gave the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission Monday a 69-nation 
survey indicating there is a lively international 
business in procuring women for prostitution. 

The survey tells of waitresses from Trinidad, 
Tobago and Australia being engaged by an English 
agency to work as prostitutes in Africa, French 
women recruited to work in West German "eros" 
centers and a young Danish girl narrowly escaping 
abduction into a bordello. 

The Interpol survey, "International Traffic in 
Women under the Cover of Employment Exposing 
Them to Prostitution," suggests the existence of 
regional markets with concentrations in Europe, 
the Middle East and East Asia.

WASHINGTON — The American Postal 
Workers Union announced Monday that its 
membership has ratified a new three-year con- 
tract with the U.S. Postal Service by a majority of 
better than 3 to 1. 

The vote by the largest of the four postal unions 
virtually rules out the possibility of a strike by the 
nation's 600,000 postal workers.

Paul Young, vice president for University 
development told a Collegian reporter there is no 
convenient time for reconstructing the union parking 
lot. That is fairly evident. 

But, if there could ever be a more inconvenient time, 
this is it. 

Kansas State's enrollment is the highest in its 
history and the sky seems to be the limit concerning 
construction costs. 

The sad part of this $133,167 abortion, is that only 
four more parking spaces will be provided. 

There were four reasons given to justify the revamp. 
None of them hold much water. 

Who cares if a parking lot is beautiful? 

IF PEDESTRIANS can't swivel their hips enough to 
zigzag through the pattern of parked cars, they should 
diet or take a detour. This sort of inconvenience 
shouldn't warrant spending money for a prettier 
parking lot. 

Besides, the cars parked at an angle are on the 
upper level of the parking lot and construction on that 
isn't going to start until the lower lot is completed. Will 
wonders never cease? 

Well, at least the view from Anderson Avenue will be 
more attractive. Whatever that means. 

Construction began July 28, and the contract 
provides that completion should be within 120 days of 
that time. That seems like a long time, Young says, 
but the contractors have to allow for the weather. 

KANSAS WEATHER doesn't improve between 
November and March. How long will it take, allowing 
for weather, to finish remodeling the upper level of the 
lot? 

Face it, there won't be adequate parking at the 
union no matter how attractive the parking lot is. 

It has taken five years of long range planning to 
decide how and when to renovate the lot. For 
$133, 167 a small scale shuttle bus system could have 
been put into operation. And, while saving fuel and 
time, traffic confusion would virtually be eliminated 
on 17th street. 

But, maybe that would be too easy for the complex 
minds of University development. Skip a rope.

Suicide increase 
lacks explanation

Three K -State students committed suicide last 
been helped the director of Mental Health at

Dr. E. Robert Sinnett said approximately 35 students visit the Mental 
Health Center each month. Many have problems relating to school — 
loss of concentration or motivation, for example. Some have problems 
with personal relationships with family members, friends or members of 
the opposite sex. 

Sinnett said there was no great increase in the number of students who 
went to the Mental Health Center for help last year, although there were 

»r, during finals and at graduation. 



SINNETT couldn't explain last year's increase in suicides. The 
average has been about one suicide every other year. Although he had no 
statistics, Sinnett said the overall suicide rate at K -State seems to be 
lower than at most universities in the nation. 

"We're able to help about 95 per cent of the problems," he said. 

The other five per cent are referred to outside mental health agencies 
for further treatment. 

Beginning this fall the Mental Health Center will charge a small fee for 
mental health consultation, Sinnett said. The fee will help defray out- 
standing operation costs. The first five consultations will be free, but 
each additional consultation will be one dollar. In the past all costs were 
included in the student health fee collected during registration. 

Treatment at the Mental Health Center includes individual and group 
therapy, medication and hospital stays, Sinnett said. 

Sinnett has treated several students with drug and alcohol-related 
problems. 

"WE'RE SEEING a shift to more alcoholism," he said. 
He said the increase in alcoholism is following the national trend from 
drugs to alcohol. 

There have been fewer problems related to psychedelic drugs, but 
there have been some heroin use reports, Sinnett said. There have been 
few cases related to marijuana use, but Sinnett has treated students who 
were daily users. These students often had concentration and problem- 
solving difficulties. 

Sinnett said many students are not sure they have problems or don't 
think problems are big enough to warrant professional help. 
' "We encourage people to come in when they're in doubt," he said. 

ALTHOUGH the Mental Health Center's normal hours are 8 a.m. 
through 5 p.m., Monday through Friday, Sinnett said a student can call 
for help anytime.

'Operation Identification' 
prevents theft, burglary

Rip-off is a common word these 
days. Too common. Students often 
are the victims of thieves. Many 
times the owners never see their 
stereo, television, calculator or 
bicycle again because it wasn't 



"Operation Identification," a 
project of the Manhattan 
Chamber of Commerce Crime 
Prevention Committee, is 
designed to help people protect 
themselves from burglary and 



In cooperation with the Riley 
County Police Department, 
"Operation Identification" has 
seen limited success in Riley 
County since its 1973 beginning, 
Roy Watterman, assistant 
Chamber of Commerce manager, 
said. 

"I doubt if 10 per cent of Riley 
Countians have used the 
program," Waterman said. 

IN "OPERATION Iden- 
tification," valuable items are 
engraved with the owner's 
driver's license number. Since a 
driver's license number is unique, 
Watterman said, chances of 
recovery are increased. 

"A thief usually won't steal an 
engraved item because the 
t number is evidence it's stolen. 
He'll have trouble pawning or 
selling it," Watterman said. 

If the property is found, the 
number is evidence of theft and 
the burglar is more likely to be 
arrested, tried and convicted, he 
continued. Police can trace any 
driver's license in minutes, he 



on doors and windows which may 
discourage thieves by letting them 
know valuable items are marked, 
Watterman said. 

TWO ENGRAVERS are 
available at no cost in the SGA 
office on the ground floor of the 
Union. Engravers also are 
available at all Riley County 
banks, savings and loan com- 
panies and police sub-stations at 
Ogden and Randolph. 

"Our engravers have been 
continuously checked out since 
last week," a spokesperson from 
the SGA office said. "Operation 
Identification" had a table in the 
Union last Thursday and Friday 
during registration. 

Students fill out a loan form to 
borrow the engraver for a 
maximum three days, keeping a 
list of everything engraved. A 
police identification card is filled 
out for police files 

"USING THE program makes it 
much easier for the police to 
identify and return stolen items," 
Mark Foerster, police department 
clerk, said. He thinks the program 
is effective and beneficial to Riley 
County, if citizens will use it.

CLACK'S SECOND attempt at state office was for the seat vacated by 
Senate President Richard Rogers, who recently resigned to accept a 
presidential appointment as a Federal District Judge. 

"I really thought I had it made all along," he said of last week's 
election. "I suppose I just got overconfident and didn't work hard enough 
at winning committee votes." 

Only three votes separated winner from loser in the balloting of the 81 
Geary and Riley County Republican precinct committee persons who 
voted last Wednesday night 

"FOR SOME time now," Clack said, "I have been looking for a 
political platform from which f can bring to bear upon the state govern- 
ment my background in the field of energy and fuel. I don't think anyone 
denies that this country is facing an energy crisis, a crisis that could 
very easily get worse. 

"Thus far our government, by attempting to regulate the price of 
domestic oil, is only serving to compound the problem." 

Clack said he supports a free market system for domestic fuel: one 
free of government < 
of price stability.

K-State s proposed $15 million 
veterinary medicine hospital 
clinic may move a step nearer to 
construction this week. 

The University opened bids for 
construction contracts last week, 
according to Paul Young, vice 
president for University 
development 

The hospital is one of three 
major projects of the University 
development office this year, 
V oung said. 
'r$ "We are this week in the process 
of negotiations with the proper 
state offices in Topeka," Young 
said. "And if all parties can agree 
on the price, we will be able to go 
to work, possibly as soon as 
September." 

Young said he estimated the 
cost of the new building at about 
the $15 million level. And, to his 
knowledge "that will make it the 
second largest project in the 
state's history to be financed by 
state funds." 

THE COMPLEX will cover four 
and one-half acres east of the 
teaching facility and veterinary 
medicine complex which opened 
last year at the north end of 
campus. According to Young it 
will house the veterinary surgery 
and veterinary pathology 
departments and will also include 
a veterinary hospital. 
i a the meantime, Durland Hall, 
* \he new chemical and industrial 
engineering building, should be 
ready for occupation in January. 

The $2.B million structure, 
which will house faculty and staff 
offices, and classrooms as well as 
instructional and research 

in April

White House

ANNOUNCEMENT of the 
meeting came amid published 
reports that Ford may ask 
Congress soon for temporary 
authority to continue federal 
controls on propane gas through 
next winter. 

When asked specifically about 
the propane proposal, Nessen said 
Ford is considering a number of 
steps to cushion possible economic 
impact of his plans to veto ex- 
tension of oil price controls.

HOUSTON — Surgeons removed a small, benign 
nodule from the left lung of astronaut Donald 
Slayton on Tuesday and said the spaceman should 
recover fully. 

Dr. Charles Berry, Slay ton's long-time 
physician, said a three-to four-centimeter wedge 
was removed from Slayton 's lung and that studies 
showed that a nodule within the specimen was not 
malignant. 

Slayton, 51, one of the nation's original seven 
Mercury astronauts, was discovered to have the 
lesion — about the size of a pencil eraser — during 
detailed X-ray examinations following the Apollo- 
Soyuz spaceflight. 

WASHINGTON — The cost of education in the 
nation will rise about $11 billion this year while the 
number attending schools drops to its smallest 
figure in recent years. 

U.S. Commissioner of Education Terrell Bell, in 
an annual "back to school" forecast, said Tuesday 
that public and private education costs will be 
about $119 billion in the 1975-76 school year 
although enrollment will drop to 58.9 million 
students. 

Elementary grades will experience the biggest 
drop as a result of the declining birth rate, Bell 
said, while the 1976 high school graduating class

CLEVELAND, Ohio — Jurors deliberating 
damage claims in the 1970 Kent State University 
shootings raised questions Tuesday indicating 
they had turned their attention to Ohio National 
Guardsmen. 

In action similar to that of Monday Jury foreman 
Stanley Davis Jr. sent a note asking U.S. District 
Court Judge Don Young to clarify the instructions 
he gave them last week. 

Young called the jury and attorneys into court 
and rephrased his instructions, and the jurors 
returned to their study. 

A short time later they broke off for the fourth 
day, again without a verdict. 

LIMA, Peru — The United States came under 
strong attack, direct and implied, Tuesday in the 
second day of a conference of Third World nations 
whose delegates represent the bulk of the world's 
poor people. , 

Foregn Minister Milos Minic of Yugoslovia 
spearheaded the oratorical assault in a prepared 
address which deplored, among other things, the 
U.S. role in Latin America and its record on the 
Panama Canal question, 

Panama has just become a member of the 
nonaligned bloc. Three other new members, 
whose election underscored the anti-U.S. thrust of 
this conference, are North Korea, North Vietnam 
and the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). 
This brings the total membership to 82. 

WASHINGTON — The government reported 
Tuesday that increased oil imports gnawed into 
the nation's foreign trade surplus in July, but the 
account remained in surplus by nearly $1 billion 
for the month. 

The unexpected surplus so far this year has 
cushioned the impact of the slowdown in the 
domestic economy, since U.S. industry has 
managed to sell an increased value of goods 
abroad. 

And the latest statistics from the Commerce 
Department showed no strong signal yet of the 
eventual deterioration expected in the trade ac- 
counts as industry steps up production while 
newly-employed workers again begin buying 
imported cars and appliances.

At faculty housing 

Compensation due 

The Collegian has learned of a reported $27,000 
expense absorbed by K-State's Endowment 
Association during the summer for renovation of a 
faculty housing unit on College Avenue. 

The three-year-old building, unit E of the University 
Terrace complex, was insulated outside and in to 
alleviate problems experienced in trying to heat or 
cool the building. 

THE REPAIRS, which also involved duct-work, 
were prom pi ea Dy several complaints received trom 
residents concerning unreasonably high electric bills. 
It seems they were able to maintain comfortable 
temperatures inside, but only at exorbitant cost. 

An investigation of the structure revealed improper 
insulation and the repairs were ordered. 

The Endowment Association apparently had to 
absorb the cost because of time limitations on the 
original contract. 

That is unfortunate, of course, considering the ob- 
vious oversight in either construction or plans. But 
there's a third party to this peculiar affair that is 
crying for compensation. The tenants. 

BILLS FOR each apartment in the all-electric 
building averaged from $40 to $50 per month in the 
winter. And some bills received for certain months 
ranged from $70 to $90. 

This compares with $25 to $30 bills for tenants in 
apartments in other units of the complex. It's not hard 
to understand why some residents elected to move 
rather than pay the price. 

The units were built as low-cost, non-profit housing 
for faculty personnel. But as one resident said, the 
utilities plus rent nearly equalled what monthly 
payments on a house would be. 

So now that the problem has been identified and 
corrected, the tenants are in the process of seeking 
compensation for unnecessary energy expenses in the 
past. 

The Endowment Association is reportedly con- 
sidering the requests. 
As far as we can tell, they only ask for what is due.

Just politics as usual 



Major General ktt Amin, the bizarre and often 
irrational military dictator of Uganda is considered 
at beat to be a severe embarrassment to the leaders 
of African nations. After taking power in a bloodless 
coup four years ago, "Big Daddy" Amin startled the 
world with his erratic and incomprehensible 
policies, moat notably the expulsion of 60,000 
Ugandan citizens of Asian descent on 90-days notice. 
The loss of this large part of the nation's business 
and professional class reeked havoc on an economy 
that bad already been weakened by the 
nationalization of banks and industry, and over- 
burdened by the diversion of the budget to support 
the tripling of the size of the Army to 20,000. 

Since 1971 Uganda has endured a reign of terror in 
which perhaps 90,000 of Amin's potential o p pone n ts 
had been massacred, but Amin still retains support 
— partially through the backing of the armed forces 
who recently promoted Amin to (he rank of field 
marshal by means of a popular vote by the troops, 
and partially through Amin's chronic use of threats 
of foreign

However, two years after independence, in 
1964, Amin had become the Commander of the 
Ugandan Army, and he used this power to finally 
overthrow the government In 1971. 

SEVERAL MONTHS ago, Amin had British author 
Denis Hills sentenced to death by firing squad for 
treason, after it had been learned that Hills 
described Amin's rule ( in an unpublished 
manuscript) as that of a "village tyrant." Amin theMfk 
held Hill's life hostage for British concessions, in-** 
eluding spare parts for his armed forces' weapons 
that the British envoys kneel at his 



Although ldi Amin is paranoid about foreign in- 
tervention, it is unlikely that he will be overthrown 
by outside forces, despite the fact that his actions, 
erratic and unstable as they are, would make this a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. Dissatisfaction in his own 
ranks, in the form of subordinate but ambitious 
Ugandan military officers, will probably be the 
means that he will be removed from power. It will be

THE TWO firms filed for 
bankruptcy several months ago in 
U.S. District Court in Wichita.

Postal 
Inspector W.R. Willige of Topeka, 
said he spent several days in 
Charlotte earlier this month to 
determine if there had been 
federal violations.

IAC cuts six 



Because of debts amounting 
to $365,000, the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Council (IAC) this 
summer stopped all financial 
support to men's tennis, 
wrestling and golf, and 
women's tennis, swimming 
and gymnastics. 

Most of the deficit was run up 
by the men's department of the 
IAC. Former President James 
McCain instructed that 
department to cut $100,000 
from its budget before he 
retired. This summer, 
President Duane Acker gave 
the council ten days to come up 
with a revised budget. 

It is hoped the elimination of 
tennis, westling and golf will 
save the men's 
over $30,000. 

Women's tennis, 
and gymnastics were cut 
because the IAC believed they 
didn't have enough money to 
adequately participate. The 
money originally intended for 
these sports will go to improve 
women's basketball, 
volleyball, track and softball. 

Crew coach Don Rose's 
salary was also eliminated to 



trim the council's budget. 
Student Body President 
Bernard Franklin and Student 
Senate Chairperson Chris 
Badger submitted a letter to 
the council, appealing for 
funding for these non-revenue 



was taken. 

The possibility of selling the 
Athletic Dorm is still being 
discussed. If sold, the council 
would net over $500,000. This 
however, does not account for 
the money that would have to 
be spent to house athletes 
elsewhere. 

Most of the financial 
problems the IAC is having 
occured through money 
mismanagement on the part of 
the old Athletic Council, ac- 
cording to student IAC 
members Kerry Patrick and 
John Lewis. 

"No one person knew where 
the money was going — no one 
was answering to anybody," 
Patrick said. 

"Last year's tickets sales 
was the straw that broke the 
camel's back. You have to 
guess what sales will be, then 



borrow against them," he said. 
"Last year, that guess was 
$200,000 off." 

The IAC is now on a debt 
service plan which will pay off 
major debts in three years. 

Both Patrick and Lewis 
believe the council is slowly 
getting in stronger financial 
shape. Patrick said he couldn't 
see how this type of financial 
trouble could ever happen 
again under the structure of

TEL AVIV (AP) — While the 
rest of the world tries to conserve 
oil against an energy crisis, Israel 
reluctantly is preparing to 
sacrifice almost Us entire oil 
production and depend on U.S. 
guarantees for its fuel needs. 

Under the latest Israeli- 
Egyptian pact being negotiated by 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, Israel is to surrender 
the Abu Rudeis oilfields on the 
Gulf of Suez, captured from Egypt 
in the 1967 Middle East war.

American assurances of future oil 
supplies will be included in a 
separate accord 
Jerusalem and Washi 

Although Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin calls Abu Rudeis the 
most important industry in 
Israel, " he has several times said

In exchange, Kissinger has of- 
fered American guarantees that 
Israel will get all the oil it

For the Israeli military, with its

Jury to probe Hoffa disappearance 



DETROIT (AP) — Some 70 
witnesses will be called before a 
federal grand jury investigating 
the disappearance of former 
Teamsters President Jimmy 
Hoffa, the government said 
Tuesday. 

The jury will begin hearing 
witnesses next Tuesday and is to 
continue for several weeks, said 
Robert Ozer, who heads the U.S. 
Attorney's Organized Crime 
Strike Force here. 

Among the early witnesses, 
Ozer said, is to be Hoffa 's foster 
son, 41-year-old Charles 
"Chuckie" O'Brien, who was 
described by sources as a key 
figure to unraveling the

Ozer declined to say who else 
was being called to testify, but he 
said no immediate members of 
the Hoffa family had been sub- 
poenaed. 

The scope of the grand jury 
probe came to light Tuesday 
during a hearing before U.S.

Defendants exonerated 
in Kent State shootings 

CLEVELAND ( AP) - A federal Jury refused Wednesday to hold Ohio 
Gov. James Rhodes, former Kent State University President Robert I. 
White and current or former National Guardsmen and officers per- 
sonally or financially liable in the 1970 Kent State shootings. 

U.S. District Court Judge Donald Young announced that only two 
jurors dissented in the $46-milliori civil damages suit verdict, but when 
the jury was polled three members of the six-man, six-woman panel 
were heard to whisper "no." Jury verdicts in civil cases do not require 
unanimous votes, as in criminal trials. 

Attorneys for those who brought the suit said the verdict would be 
appealed. 

FOLK STUDENTS were killed and nine were wounded on May 4, 1970, 
when Guardsmen opened fire as they swept across the Kent State 
campus to disperse a rally protesting U.S. military intervention in 
Cambodia. The suit was filed by the wounded students and by the 
parents of the dead. There were muffled sobs from the mothers of the 
slain students as the verdict was read. 

Outside the courthouse, Burt Fulton, head defense attorney, said the 
Guardsmen "stood up there and told their story, and that jury just 
believed them." Rhodes refused to comment on the verdict at a news 
/^Werence later at the state capitol in Columbus. 

Defendants in the suit included Rhodes; White; former Ohio National 
Guard Adj. Gen. Sylvester Del Corso and Brig. Gen. Robert Canterbury, 
the Guard commanders at Kent State, and 2S current and former

which deprived the students of their rights to life and liberty. 

The defendants argued that they were carrying out their lawful duties 
nn f hp Mmi«in and fired to nrotect themselves from a mob. 



A summer meeting between 
members of the Aggieville 
Merchants Association and Riley 
County police and fire officials has 
resulted in plans to alleviate fire 
and crowd dangers in Aggieville.

this problem. 

The preventive plans were 
agreed upon before the 
devastating July 29 fire in 
downtown Manhattan which 
destroyed eight businesses and a 
. fraternal lodge. But the 
destruction underlines the 
Aggieville merchants fear of 
similiar dangers in their area. 

"As a matter of fact," Jacoby 
said, "we had our meeting on the 
day before the (July 29) fire." 

"We want to reduce fire 
hazards, property damage and 
injury," Penhollow said. "At the 
same time we want students to go 
to Aggieville and have a good 
time." 

KEEPING persons off the roofs 
of buildings is also a problem 
discussed by officials. Merchants 
will be asked to remove ladders 
leaning against all buildings and 
fences may be installed on the top 
of low-level roofs. 

To maintain crowd control, 
Penhollow said care will be taken 
in selecting which officers work in 
Aggieville when it is especially

'King of Kings' dead at 83 



ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia — Former Em- 
peror Haile Selassie, the "Conquering Lion of 
Judah and King of Kings" who held absolute 
power over 27 million subjects for nearly half a 
century, died Wednesday. 

He was 83 and alone at the end, confined to a 
former palace. 

The country's military rulers who overthrew 
Selassie last September played down the 
death, announcing in a normally scheduled 
newscast that he had been found dead in his 
bed by a servant early in the morning. 

The broadcast said Selassie died of the af- 
fects of a prostate operation two months ago. 

BUT IN London, Crown Prince Asfa Wossen 
Haile Selassie, the former emperor's son, said 
his father had been ^"excellent health" and 

"The crown prince demands that in- 
dependent doctors and the International Red 
Cross be allowed to carry out an autopsy to 
ascertain the cause of death of Ethiopia's and 
Africa's father," the prince said in a written 



THE BROADCAST said, however, Selassie's 
only surviving daughter, Princess Tenagne- 
Work, visited him Tuesday, following a 
deterioration in his health. 

Funeral arrangements were not disclosed. 

Selassie was not in direct line for the throne 
when he was born as Prince Tafari Makonnen 
on July 23, 1892. He was chosen as regent and 
heir to share rule with his cousin, Queen 
Zauditu, after Emperor Lij Yasu was over- 
thrown in 1916. 

The 36-year-old prince had himself 
proclaimed king in 1928. He ruled for 41 of the 
next 46 years, 



He intervened diplomatically in African 
disputes, defied Mussolini in 193S and helped 
create the Organization of African Unity in 



Aid poured in from other nations, but the 
country proudly boasted that it had never been 
colonized. Gradually, Ethiopia 
newly independent Africa began 
itself in the 1960s. 

TOO LATE, Selassie ordered changes that 
indirectly led to his downfall — the military 
training programs that exposed Ethiopian 
officers to U.S. democracy and Haile Selassie 
University, where students learned to think in 



He quoted Addis Ababa radio as saying no 
could be found when the former em- 
alleged ly taken ill yesterday," and 



SELASSIE was forced into exile in 1936 by 
Mussolini's invading army. With British help, 
he returned to the throne in 1941 and stayed 
there until his arrest during the Sept. 12 coup. 
The leftist government abolished the 3,000- 
year-old monarchy in March. 

The small, bearded former ruler occupied 
an apartment at the Grand Palace, his former 
stronghold overlooking Addis Ababa and now 
the headquarters of the military regime. 

The emperor began his long reign as a 
reformer, building schools, roads and 
hospitals in a land where public hangings and 
slavery had been common and where lan- 
dlords kept private armies.

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MIAMI BEACH, Fla . — Famed diet book author 
Dr. Irwin Maxwell Stillman has died at a hospital 
here after suffering a heart attack at his home, 
authorities said Wednesday. He was 79. 

A doctor in New York for many years, Stillman 
published his first book, "Dr. Stillman's Quick 
Weight Loss Diet" in 1987 and foUowed it with the 
publication of three other bestseUing books on the 
subject of weight loss. 

Stillman, who boasted of successfully treating 
tens of thousands of patients with weight problems 
in his Brooklyn practice, advocated weight loss 
through avoiding all carbohydrates and eating 
instead high-protein food and drinking large 
amounts of water. 

His theories came under attack from other 
physicians who said that such a lopsided diet could 
cause harmful effects. 

EMPORIA. Kan. — Robert Christie, a 27-year- 
old house painter, was sentenced today to serve up 
to life in prison for breaking into a house and 
sexually attacking a young married woman after 
he knew her husband had left for work. 

Judge R.E. Miller specified that the four sen- 
tences he impoosed be served one after another. 
Besides 15 years to life for rape, he imposed 
sentences of 5 to 20 years for burglary and sodomy. 

The county attorney dismissed similar charges 
connected with two other incidents for which 
Christie was arrested in June. They were in 
December of 1974 and February of this year. 

Christie had been a truck driver for a wholesale 
coffee company and was contracting house 
painting jobs on the side. The attacks were at 
houses he was painting. 

PORTLAND, Ore. — An epidemic alert was 
issued and mass inoculations continued Wed- 
nesday to try to stem a hepatitis outbreak that 
could affect up to 5,000 patrons of two Portland 
restaurants.

LONDON — A bomb exploded Wednesday night 
in a bar packed with off-duty British soldiers in 
Caterham, a garrison town near London, woun- 
ding at least 23 persons, police said.

Rotate athletics are back on the right track - 
finally. 

The past ten years or so the financial situation in the 
athletic department has been on the decline. A 
disastrous 1974 football season brought the situation to 
a climax; a $365,000 debt in the department was an- 



Thus the Intercollegiate Athletic Council made a 
move for which it has come under fire. Golf, tennis and 
wrestling were dropped from the budget, and were 
thus eliminated as Big Eight and National Collegia U> 
Athletic Association sports at Rotate. 

A DAMN good decision it was, too. 
K -State athletics can be strong on the field only if 
they are strong in the front office. Some suggested 



$100 or so. But if the athletic department is not 
financially able to support these programs so they can 
compete with other Big Eight schools, they may as 
well be dropped and the money used to better support 
the programs which bring in the money. 

Now golf, tennis and wrestling athletes who were 
receiving little or no aid from K-State can go 
elsewhere without losing a year of eligibility, and can 
go where they can travel to the best meets and be 
adequately supported by the school. 

THE IAC debated whether or not to cut the football 
budget. But let's not forget that the K-State athletic 
department will either make it or be forced to call it 
quits depending on how much money the football 
brings in. 



K-State already spends far less on football than any 
other Big Eight school; to cut it back further would 
make the odds of beating other Big Eight schools 
ridiculously poor. 

In fact, a case could be made for permanently 
eliminating golf, tennis and wrestling and beefing up 
the football budget to a point where K-State could 
better compete in the rugged Big Eight Conference.

Last year veterans received a 
meager increase in their benefits. 
This increase included a 13 per 
cent raise in school benefits, a $800 
low interest loan per year, and a

At face value these seem to be 
fairly liberal, but if viewed closely 
they still fall far short of what the 
World War H vets received. 

The 13 per cent increase raised 
the veteran monthly payments up 
level with the cost of living. As for 
the $800 loan, a veteran must be 
able to prove that he has been 
turned down by two loan agencies 
before applying for the loan, and 
this does not guarantee that the 
vet will get the loan. The month 
extension is the one benefit that is 
the most bewildering. 

ANY VETERAN who wants to 
use this extra time must use it on 
an undergraduate degree and it 
cannot be used for a second 
degree. 

Now the Ford Administration 
wants to terminate veterans 
benefits for all those who now 
enter the service.

JC public official 
drills water well

JUNCTION CITY, Kan. (AP) - 
Last May, the city commission of 
Junction City, facing a water 
crisis, passed an ordinance 
raising water rates by 160 per cent 
in order to finance improvements. 

City Commissioner Tom Fegan 
seconded the ordinance that more 
than doubled the rates. Recently 
Fegan, who owns a motel on the 
eastern outskirts of the city, had a 
X water well drilled on his property 
1 to provide water for the trees and 
shrubs around the motel and to 
wash down the driveway. 

THE REASON he had the well 
drilled, Fegan said, was his city 
water bill had jumped from an 
average $200 a month to 1450. He 
said city water would still be used 
to provide the motel's needs for 
drinking water, interior water 
service and to fill the 75,000 gallon 
motel swimming pool. 

The drilling of the well, which 
went down 58 feet to hit water, 
cost about 1700, according to the 
commissioner.

Legislator wants utilities 
to issue customer stock 

TOPEKA (AP) — A Kansas legislator said Wednesday he plans to 
introduce legislation to require electric utilities to issue stock to 
customers equal to the dollar amount of rate increase granted for the 
construction of power plants. 

Rep. David Miller, Parsons Democrat, said passage of such a bill 
would give Kansans "the true benefits of capitalism which the com- 
panies continuously espouse but never practice, as they are private 
enterprise governmentally-protected monopolies rather than a free 



competitive 

THE PARSONS representative said utilities are the only corporations 
which raise funds for capital expansion by monopolistic price increases 
granted by the state, rather than selling shares of stock to the public for 



"Since regulatory agencies have a tendency to protect the companies 
they are supposed to regulate rather than the public, it is time that 
legislators at both the state and national levels step in and protect the 
people lest they be forced into bankruptcy by outrageous and often un- 
necessary rate increases," Miller said. 

Miller said he also is drafting legislation to eliminate what he termed 
other abuses. 

He said his proposed legislation would prohibit the inclusion of ad- 
vertising expenditures and country club dues in the base upon which 
rates are computed. 

Miller said his proposed legislation would eliminate the "much abused 
fuel cost adjustment clause."

Hidden in a residential section 
at 811 Colorado is a stone building 
known as the People's 
Cooperative Grocery Exchange 
Inc., or the People's Grocery. 

Prom the bread advertisement 
on the front screen door to the old 
fashioned meat case at the back of 
the store, the atmosphere is in- 
formal. The floor is wood and the 
shelves few. 

In the center of the store stand 
recycled oil cans holding dry 
beans, with gourds used to scoop 
them out. Sugar, macaroni and 
other staples are sacked in plastic 
bags and marked with magic 
markers. 

To the right of the door is a 
bulletin board with 



and miscellaneous messages, 
such as "roommate wanted." On 
the left is the low, wooden check 
out stand. A scale and homemade 
banana bread sit on the counter.

BEHIND the counter is Betsy 
Baldwin, manager of the People's 
Grocery. Baldwin describes the 
store as a "good friendly store," 
and, like the store, she is friendly 
and informal. Dressed in baggy 
Levis and a shirt, Baldwin knows 
every member and supplier by 
name. Everyone has time to stop

MEMBERS pay a $10 refun- 
dable lifetime membership fee, 
allowing them to buy groceries 
and produce at a 15 per cent 
markup. Non-members can also 
purchase items at the grocery, but 
at a 30 per cent markup. 

Although the stock is regular, 
the hours at the store are unusual. 
The store is open from U a.m. to 6 
p.m. Monday through Friday. On 
Thursday the grocery stays open 
until 8 p.m., and on Saturday the 
hours are 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

As profits are realized members 
will benefit. The store is a 
cooperative, so at the end of the 
year half the profits will be 
returned in proportion to the 
amount each

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Malpractice premiums 

Lawyer suspects fraud 



TOPEKA (AP) - The president 
of the Kansas Trial Lawyers 
Association said Wednesday he 
suspects fraud on the part of in- 
surance companies who are 
raising doctors' malpractice 
insurance premiums when those 
firms apparently are collecting 
far more than they are paying out 
in settlements. 

Jerry Michaud of Wichita, a 
member of one of the state's 
largest law firms specializing in 
malpractice cases, said figures on 
file in the state Insurance 
Department show two major 
malpractice insurance carriers in 

in premiums in the three-year 
period 197173 and paid out only 
about $372,000. 

"I beg. I plead with this body to 
come out with legislation that 
would bring out what we suspect is 
fraud on doctors and the people," 
Michaud told a special legislative 
committee studying the problem 
of soaring malpractice insurance 
premiums. 

THE COMMITTEE, which 
Wednesday heard testimony from 
the legal profession and several 
health care associations, will 
listen to representatives of the 
insurance industry today, when 
Michaud's accusation may be 
answered. 

The interim committee on 
malpractice insurance also heard 



from Joe Mackey, representing a 
delegation from Hutchinson 
concerned about that city's 
possible loss of three of its four 
anethesiologists because of rising 
malpractice rates. 

MICHAUD said he feels the 
committee may uncover evidence 
of fraud being perpetrated on 
doctors and the public by the 
insurance industry when 
premium receipts are compared 
with settlement costs. 

He said records on file in In- 
surance Commissioner Fletcher 
Bell's office show one large 
carrier collected $1.98 million in 
premiums in 1971, 1972 and 1973, 
yet paid out only $295,000, while 
another took in $1.83 million 



paid out just $76,000. 

"And these companies are 
asking for doubling and tripling 
the premiums," Michaud said. 
"There's a crisis all right created 
in the newspapers. But who's the 
cause of this crisis? That's what 



"I want facts, I want proof. I 
have the feeling the medical 
profession and the insurance 
industry have presented their 
cases very well ... I don't hear 
very much on behalf of the victim. 
The members of the public have a 
deep interest in this situation. If 
you don't protect their rights, 
nobody else will."

State officials hear 
concerned citizens 

TOPEKA (AP) — A group of about 175 Hutchinson residents, ex- 
pressing concern that their city's new hospital may have its capacity to 
have surgery performed severely crippled by a loss of three out of four 
anethesiologists, got assurance from state officials Wednesday that 
government is working on the problem of high medical malpractice 
insurance. 

The delegation, led by Joe Mackey, administrator of Hutchinson's new 
hospital, appeared before Insurance Commissioner Fletcher Bell, Gov. 
Robert Bennett and a legislative committee studying malpractice at the 
statehouse. 

The large group crowded legislative hallways, but remained orderly 
and quiet while it went from one place to another carrying its fear that 
three of Hutchinson's four anethesiologists may be forced out of town or 
to retire, 

BELL told them he would find insurance carriers for their 
anethesiologists, although the rates could be more than they want to pay, 
while Bennett said he would have recommendations for the 1976 
legislature which hopefully would help alleviate the problem, and the 
special legislative committee on malpractice insurance said it was 
aware of the problem and trying to find solutions.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex. (AP) - A federal judge granted a 
preliminary injunction Wednesday ordering longshoremen between 
Lake Charles, La., and Brownsville, Tex., to continue to load shipments 
of grain bound for the Soviet Union. 

U.S. District Court Judge Owen Cox, who issued the ruling, set a 
hearing for Sept. 30 on a permanent injunction. The injunction was 
sought by the Gulf Maritime Association which says the International 
Longshoremen Association, Texas District, covering Texas and Lake 
Charles, La., violated its labor contract when it refused to load grain 
aboard ships bound for the Soviet Union. 

Cox said he "was not concerned with the pros and cons of shipping 
grain to the Soviet Union. Whether to do so is good or bad is for someone 
to decide. They (the longshoremen) can picket the White House,

The program, which deter- 
mined the composition of street 
drugs in the Manhattan area, was 
terminated in 1972 by then At- 
torney General Vera Miller. 

Because of narcotic and 
dangerous drug laws, the per- 
sonnel involved in the program 
could not legally possess drug 
samples. It was also considered to 
be a means of quality control for 
the drug seller, Paul Hart, 
director of the Drug Education 
Center, said. 

Hart and Don Low, student 
attorney, are trying to revive the 



A pre-trial hearing has been 
scheduled for Sept. 29 in Riley 
County District Court to appeal 
the decision. 

WE HAVE to show that the 
decision to terminate the program 
was made with insufficient 
evidence or was made arbitrarily 
or capriciously," Don Low said. 

"Basically the new proposal will 
allow the collection of street drugs 
through hospitals, doctors, 
Student Health and other 
professionals.

Added force 
handles rush 
for telephones 

Manhattan phone company 
employes have been working 
overtime and extra installers 
have been brought in from neigh- 
boring communities to handle the 
increase in telephone orders 
accompanying the return of 
students to Manhattan. 

According to John Bentz, 
manager of Manhattan's South- 
western Bell business office, 
nearly three times the normal 
number of installers have been 
working 10- and 12-hour days to 
try to handle the load. 

THE USUAL one day wait from 
the time an order is filled until the 
phone is installed has jumped to 
about three days during the 
"college rush," Bentz said 

Bentz said there are normally 
five telephone installers working 
for the Manhattan office. For the 
past two weeks, however, 14 in- 
stallers have kept busy working 
six days a week, 10 to 12 hours a 
day. 

The extra workers were brought 
in from Bell offices in towns north 
and west of Manhattan, such as 
Concordia and Salina. 

BENTZ explained that normal 
business operations produce an 
average of 20 to 30 new phone 
installations per day. In the last 
few weeks as many as 200 to 300 
phones have been installed in a 
day. 

Bentz said this "college rush" 
occurs every year. He does not 
expect any great fluctuations in 
the size of this change from year 
to year until student housing is 
increased or

Ford, governors confer 



WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
governors meeting with 
President Ford urged on Thur- 
sday that natural gas price 
regulation be suspended for five 
years to test the theory that higher 



Iowa Gov Robert Ray, chair- 
person of the National Governors 
Conference, told reporters that 
President Ford listened but made 
no commitment on the five-year 
provision. Ford has been urging 
permanent deregulation of 
natural gas. 
Ray also said most of the 16 



The FEA warned that com- 
panies whose gas supplies are 
curtailed may face shutdowns 
unless they can buy other fuels, 
such as petroleum. 

THE i-'K.\ said industries and 
electric utilities burning gas 
under boilers probably would bear 
the brunt of the shortages because 
of FPC regulations assigning 
priority gas service to residential 
and commercial customers. 

As some users switch from 
natural gas to higher— priced 
petroleum fuels, the FEA said, 



consumers would feel the impact 
through higher prices for goods 
and services from these users. 

Pennsylvania's Gov, Milton 
Shapp, opposing deregulation of 
the natural gas, told reporters 
that even Ford agreed 
deregulation would have no im- 
mediate effect on the expected gas 
shortages and Shapp thought it 
would only increase the inflation 
of fuel prices and add to unem- 
ployment. 

He said Ford also indicated he 
would welcome policy 
the governors. 



Sadat ready 
to sign pact 

ALEXANDRIA Egypt (AP) — Egyptian President Anwar Sadat said 
Thursday he is ready to initial a Sinai disengagement agreement with 
Israel. "On our part there is no hesitation at all," Sadat said as 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger paid a fourth shuttle visit to Egypt, 
bringing the latest revision of a draft agreement calling for Israeli 
withdrawal 12 to 30 miles eastward in the Sinai Desert 

Sadat said there is "a great possibility" the accord will be initialed 
Sunday or Monday. 

Sadat's optimism was matched in Israel where reporters were told the 
pact could be effectively wrapped up by the

FPC chairperson John Nassikas 
also has favored removing the 
commission's authority to 
regulate new gas prices. 

Only Congress, however, can 
make that change in the mandate 
of the FPC, an independent 
regulatory agency which is not 
subject to presidential control. 



BEFORE KISSINGER left Israel for Egypt on Thursday, Israeli 
planes raided suspected Arab guerrilla targets in southern Lebanon. 
Witnesses said a woman and a girl were wounded, and unofficial 
Palestinian sources said three persons were killed. 

In Beirut, the Palestine Liberation Oganization farmed a commission 
to plan ways to sabotage any Egyptian-Israeli disengagement pact, 
which it called a "dangerous American plot" 

The PLO regards Sadat's willingness to recover Egyptian territory 
from Israel bit-by-bit as a sellout of the Pan-Arab goal of restoring rights 
of Palestinians and regaining all occupied territory, including that in 
Syria and Jordan. 

Kisssinger has cautioned that Congress holds a "veto" power over any 
pact because it would have to approve stationing American technicians 
at surveillance posts between Egyptian and Israeli forces. 

THE U.S. government will submit both appropriation and 
authorization bills to Congress early next month and Kissinger is 
prepared to testify in public in support of the agreement, reporters with 
the Secretary of State were told.

WASHINGTON — Sales of U.S. wheat to the 
Eastern Europe countries at mid-August were life 
times greater than they were a year ago, 
Agriculture Department figures showed Thur- 
sday. 

The department, in its weekly report on grain 
exports under weekly and daily reporting systems, 
noted that during the week ending Aug. 17 the total 
commitments for wheat shipments rose sharply by 
1.43 million metric tons.

Market, virtually all the rest were in new sales to

LONDON - A bomb exploded in the heart of 
London's shopping district Thursday night, in- 
juring seven persons, police reported. 

It was the second bomb to explode in the London 
area in 24 hours. A blast Wednesday in a crowded 
bar in Cater ham, 22 miles south of London, injured 
33 persons — four seriously. 

Thursday's bomb exploded outside the offices of 
the Prudential Insurance Company in Oxford 
Street. The. building was bombed in 
1973 during an Irish Republican Army blitz. 

Thursday's explosion was the first time 
terrorists have struck in the British capital since 
the IRA's Provisional wing declared a cease-fire 
Feb. 10 in its bloody campaign to end British rule 
in Northern Ireland. 

W ASHINGTON — The Postal Rate Commission, 
overruling the recommendation of its ad- 
ministrative law judge, opened the way Thursday 
for an increase in the cost of mailing a letter from 
10 cents to 13 cents. 

The Postal Service is expected to raise the rate 
at a meeting of its board of governors Sept. 4. 

The higher rate could take effect 90 days after 
the Postal Service acts, making possible a 13-cent 
rate for the Christmas mailing season. 

WASHINGTON — The Federal Trade Com- 
mission accused the funeral industry Thursday of 
exploiting consumers through such tactics as 
overcharges and body-snatching and proposed 
rules to end those practices and cut funeral costs. 

The regulations would outlaw restrictions on 
price advertising and require mortuaries to 
provide consumers with an itemized list of prices 
and services. 

Funeral homes would be prohibited from picking 
up corpses without the family's permission — 
known as body -snatching — and would be required 
to obtain family permission before embalming a

Backing the tenants 

Contractors and Endowment Association officials 
were not appreciative, and less than cooperative, 
when we began asking questions about renovation 
work done this summer at a faculty-housing unit on 
College Avenue. 

At an expense estimated to be nearly five times 
higher than if it had been done originally, the En- 
dowment Association was forced to order insulation 
and duct-work repairs for the structure. All because of 
apparent oversight in construction or planning. 

The improper insulation brought several com- 
plaints, most within the past year, from tenants ex- 
periencing unreasonably high monthly electric bills. 
Until an investigation revealed the structural 
deficiency, they had been told they were simply over- 
consuming energy, 

AFTER WATCHING repairmen renovate the 
building this summer, the residents know why they 
have been especially affected by the energy crisis the 
last three years. 

And we can't say we're surprised at their recent 
attempts to gain reimbursement from the Endowment 
Association for excess energy costs. Paying an 
average of twice as much as necessary for bills each 
month is not the sort of thing consumers laugh about. 



Deaths not in vain 

A deep abiding confidence in the American judicial 
system dictates respect for the verdict handed down 
Wednesday exonerating those charged in a $46 million 
civil damages suit concerning the 1970 Kent State 
shootings. 

However, family and friends of the four students 
killed and nine wounded, along with all Americans, 
are left wondering if this ugly affair will simply go 
down in history without anyone declared answerable. 



IN FACT, it is a dangerous precedent to establish. 

The students, practicing their right to protest 
Nixon's controversial move into Cambodia, reportedly 
taunted and threw rocks at the Guardsmen. 

The Guardsmen, claiming they were protecting 
themselves (with rifles and pistols) from a "mob," 
carried out their lawful duties, as the jury decided, by 
firing at the students. 

The four dead and those still crippled after the battle 
are apparently just an unfortunate conclusion. 

YVtftlT CAN be gained, though, by continuing the 
vengeance? For the Guardsmen responsible, their 
verdict came in as soon as they shot to kill. The deaths 
and trial will undoubtedly haunt their lives. 

The four deaths in Ohio were not in vain. The real 
impact was felt immediately, and has continued 
through today, as the American conscience awakened 
to an Orwellian world.

Heart attacks likely 

'Pill' proven risky 

NEW YORK (AP)-The American College of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology and Planned Parenthood 
agreed Thursday that more extensive, long-term 
research is needed on a reported link between oral 
contraceptives and heart attacks. 

A major manufacturer of "the pill," Ortho 
Pharmaceuticals of Ran tan, N.J., said the new 
studies "merit consideration," adding that it 
already has prepared drafts to update patient in- 
formation materials to reflect the new information. 

These were among reactions to the action of the 
Food and Drug Administration this week, warning 
doctors that women who take birth contol pills run a 
higher risk of heart attack, and that the danger is 
greater to 



THE WARNING was given in the FDA's July- 
August drug bulletin mailed to 650,000 doctors, 
pharmacists, hospital administrators and other 
health professionals. It said two recent British 



users are at a greater risk of 
thrombosis than nonusers." 

It has long been established that pill users have an 
increased risk of stroke, blood clots lodging in the 
lung and inflammation of the veins, called throm- 
bophlebitis. A link to heart attacks had not been 
established. 

Planned Parenthood, a voluntary health 
organization long involved in birth control work, and 
the American College of Obstetrics and Gynecology 
agreed in a statement that said in part: 

"THESE TWO reports are at variance with prior 
studies that failed to substantiate a ca use- and-ef feet 
relationship between the use of oral contraceptives 
and this type of heart attack. Therefore, more ex- 
tensive long-term research is necessary to resolve 
this issue." 

The FDA said that it intends to revise the label for 
oral contraceptives to include a warning to women 
over 40, suggesting that they use other forms of

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Smoking declines 
despite advertising 

WASHINGTON (AP) — For the first time in five years and despite 
heavy spending for advertising, Americans smoked fewer cigarettes on 
the average in 1974, the government said Thursday. 

In a report to Congress, the Federal Trade Commission said that per 
capita consumption among U.S. residents and military personnel 
overseas was 4,110 cigarettes in 1074, compared with 4,112 in 1973 and 
4,286 in 1963. 



TOTAL domestic sales were up, however, the FTC said, 
about 1.7 per cent to 594.5 billion cigarettes last year 
previous high of 584.7 billion in 1973, a slowdown from i 
agency said.

"1 think we will 
probably see a little higher prices on the retail level before they go down, 
because live hog prices have been a little higher." 
McCOY SAID the market is now entering a seasonal period in which 



Though the seasonal increase will be less than normal, it will be 
to stop the rising pork prices, he said 

Hog numbers are down nearly 20 per cent because the cost of feed is 
relatively high, McCoy said. 

"It's quite a job to raise hogs," he said, "and if farmers can get a 
pretty good price for grain, they just let it go at that and sell the feed." 

There are also other reasons for the current low in hog production, 
McCoy said. 

"HART OF the predicament that we are in is due to some of the things 
that happened in 1972 and '73, including the meat boycott, the price 
ceilings and the truck strikes," he said. 

We would have been back into hog production in 1974, had it not been 
for the disruption of the market which the conditions brought about," 
McCoy said. 

McCoy expressed surprise that consumers have not reacted to 
"relatively high prices" of beef and pork. 

"There is a limit to what consumers will pay for pork, but I don't think 
we've reached that limit yet," he said. 

Wildcat strike spreads

estimated 10,000 black Angolans, 
mostly civilians, have been killed 
over the past year in fighting 
among three political groups for 
control of the oil-rich Portuguese 
colony. 

While most international at- 
tention has focused on the plight of 
white refugees, western 
diplomats say the brunt of the 
suffering has been borne by 
blacks caught in the cross-fire of 
the warring factions. 

Informants say that between 
7,000 and 8,000 black non- 
combatants have died in the 
fighting. There have been reports 
of atrocities, including can- 



<\T STAKE is control of the West 
African country after it becomes 
independent three months from 
now.

Coal industry paralyzed 



CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
Much of the nation's soft coal 
industry was shut down Thursday 
as wildcat strikes spread in a 
miners' rebellion against the 
companies, federal courts and 
their own union. 

About two-thirds of the nation's 
125,000 bituminous coal miners 
who are members of the United 
Mine Workers union were idled by 
picketing in the South, the Mid- 
west and the Appalachians. 

UMW officials continued their 
rounds of meetings in the 
coalfields, seeking a solution to 
the various disputes. 

At the same time the union, 
unable to control its scattered and 
individualistic members, 
reminded miners that fines im- 
posed on the union by federal 
judges would eventually come out 
of their own pockets, "out of the 
dues of the miners." 

A FEDERAL JUDGE 
threatened the union Wednesday 
with a $500,000 fine and harshly 
criticized the union for failure to 
control its members. 

Federal court hearings on 
restraining orders continued here 
and more were scheduled in Ohio. 
Other judges have acted in In- 
diana and Illinois. A judge in 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., scheduled a 
hearing for next Tuesday. 

And in Pittsburgh, three major 
steel firms, which use soft coal to 
make coke that is essential in the 
production of steel, threatened 
legal action Thursday to halt the 
strike which has idled an 
estimated 8,000 men in western 
Pennsylvania. 

U.S. STEEL board chairman 
E.B. Speer called the per- 
formance of the United Mine 
Workers union in the nearly three- 
week-old strike "a national 
disgrace."

K-State's Veterans Service 
Office and the Veteran Ad- 
ministration representative on 
campus admit to duplication in 
the services they provide. 

But Dirk Minson, coordinator of 
the Veteran Cost of Instruction 
Program (V1CP), said, "What's 
the difference, for example, in one 
man serving 300 or 15 men serving 

300?" 

The priorities of the service 
office are counseling and 
recruiting, seeking jobs and 
making vets aware of educational 
opportunities, Minson said. 

"We have a sort of checks and 
balances system with the VA 
representative," Minson said. 
•Gary (Gary Thull, VA 
representative) is more 
specialized, whereas 1 cover a 
broader area.

Police investigate robbery 



KANSAS CITY (AP) - A 
lengthy police siege of a house 
where three bank robbers were 
believed to be hiding ended 
abruptly when police stormed the 
building behind a screen of tear 
gas and found the building vacant 

One suspect identified as the son 
of a police detective, surrendered 
earlier Thursday afternoon, about 
10 minutes after he released two 
young children who had been held 
hostage for nearly three hours. 

But police were mystified and 
said they were resuming the 
search for a second man and a 
woman involved in the holdup of 
the Central " 



radiator of his squad car and 
disabled it.

Police said they figured the 
robbers were inside the house and 
more than 100 heavily armed 
officers surrounded the building.

police said, the door of the house 
opened and the children were 
freed unharmed. 

Ten minutes later, a man 
walked out of the house with his 
hands over his head and 
surrendered to police. 

An hour after the hostages were 
released, police set off tear gas 
bombs. Tactical units moved in 
behind the smoke 



MONEY taken in the 
was not recovered. Estimates of 
the amount taken in the robbery 
varied, but the FBI said it was a 
substantial amount. The Kansas 
City Star said the loot was 
believed to be about $100,000 but a 
bank official said he could neither 
confirm nor deny the report. 

Authorities said two men and a 
woman accosted an employe 
outside the bank about 8 a.m., 
before the bank opened, and 
forced their way into the building. 

The robbers ripped out a bank 
camera before they left, but 
witnesses quickly gave police a 
description of the getaway car. 

Sgt. William Hudson spotted the 
car and pulled it over to the side of 
the street. Police said there were 
only two people in the car at the 
time, Hudson said be approached 
the car with his shotgun and 

HUDSON said he returned the 
fire, blasting out the rear window 
of the getaway car, but another 
shot from the robbers pierced the

*Grad student killed 
in van-bike mishap 

A K-State graduate student was killed Friday night when the bicycle 
he was riding was struck from behind five miles west of Manhattan on 
U.S. Highway 24. 

Kenneth Shewell, Jr., graduate in geology, was returning to his home 
in St. George from Manhattan when he was hit at 10:45 p.m. by a 1965 
Ford van and dragged 500 feet down the road, Harold Etienne, deputy 
sheriff of Pottawatomie County, said. 

Both vehicles were east-bound and nearing the end of the four-lane 
section when the accident occurred, he added. Shewell was pronounced 
dead on the scene by Pottawatomie County Coroner Thomas Dechairo as 
a result of multiple injuries. 

IIIK DRIVER of the van, Spec. 5 Melvin Powley, 606 Vi Spruce Street, 
Wamego, was arrested at 11 p.m., when his van was found in a ditch 
more than two miles east of the accident on U.S. 24. The 23-year-old Ft. 
Riley soldier was charged with driving while intoxicated, leaving the 
scene of an injury accident, and vehicular homicide, and has been 
released on $10,000 bond. 

Although Shewell's bicycle was not equipped with a light, Etienne said 
the bicycle did have safety reflectors on the back. 
- The 25-year-old Shewell, whose parents live in Coffey ville, had been a 
graduate leaching assistant in the geology department at K -State in the 
13*74-75 school year, and was near the completion of his Masters of 
Science degree. Shewell had completed the laboratory work, said Page 
Twiss, head of the geology department, and was in the process of 
completing his thesis. Shewell was not officially enrolled at K-State for 
the fall term, but he was to enroll in one hour of research credit this 
week, Twiss said. 

"He was going to finish up in a month," Twiss said Shewell was 
planning to start work in October for the Amoco Petroleum Company in 
Denver where he had been employed as a geologist this summer, she 
added. 

Mil VUXL had received his Bachelor of Science in geology from K- 
Slate in 1972, after graduating from Coffey ville Junior College in 1969 
with an Associate Arts degree. He was a member of the Williston 
Geological Society, the Sigma Gamma Epsilon Honorary Society, the 
Paleonlological Association, and the American Association of Petroleum 
Geologists. He had also received tuition scholarships to conduct 
graduate research at the University of Indiana and the University of 
Texas Marine Institute in the summer of 1973. 

Shewell was a member of the graduate student counsel, and had been 
active in student evaluation of faculty members nearing tenure.

Cycle acrobat injured 



SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - "Tell 
the kids this isn't Hollywood," 
says motorcycle daredevil Wicked 
Ward from his hospital bed. "It's 
pain, agony, suffering. These 
aren't stunts. It's life and death." 

Ward, 27, a onetime protege of 
Evel Knievel, broke his neck 
Friday when his motorcycle-hang 
glider was caught in a crosswind 
at 15 feet and dropped him head- 
first at 70 miles an hour into a 
patch of ground near Lake Tahoe. 

ACCIDENTS are nothing new to 
Ward. He's broken his feet, 
ankles, legs, shoulders, arms, 
wrists, rib cage and back in 
previous accidents. Now he's had 



whose real name is Robert Brent 
Ward. He said Knievel gave him 
his nickname when the two 
worked together in Atlanta. 

"He told me, With Evel Knievel 
and Wicked Ward, we can't miss. 
You can be my protege, my un- 
derstudy,' " Ward recalled. The 
two men later had a falling out, he 
said. 



"I've jumped motorcycles for 
eight years, minus a year and a 
half spent in hospitals," Ward said 
in an interview. "But I never 
thought of death per se until this 
last time. That did it I'm through 
with this life." 

Over his bed in the Veteran's 
Administration Hospital at Ft 
Mi ley hangs a pulley with a 15- 
pound weight attached to his skull. 
Doctors hope the traction will 
straighten his shattered neck 
bones and keep them from 
damaging the spinal cord. Ward 
said he'll be in the hospital a 
month and then need additional 
surgery or have to wear an upper 
body-head cast. 

"I DON'T want other kids to end 
like this," said the father of three,

Government and industry 
spokespersons say it is unlikely 
that major oil companies will jack 
up prices, raid markets or 
abandon customers with the end 
of federal controls. 

The law authorizing the federal 
government to limit oil prices and 
to allocate available petroleum 
supplies expired as of Monday. 

PRESIDENT Ford has said he 
will refuse to sign a six-month 
extension passed by Congress, 
and efforts are scheduled in 
Congress this week to work out a 
plan for gradual removal of the 
controls. 

If the compromise works out, 
the controls could quickly be 
restored with little or no impact 
from the lapse into decontrol. 

BUT IF the effort fails, the 
nation would be left without oil 
price controls or petroleum 
allocations, just as foreign oil 
producers meet to discuss new 
price hikes of their own and just as 
winter approaches with a promise 
of natural gas shortages.

HOUSTON, Tex. — The FBI and Dallas police 
officials suppressed for at least five months a 
statement quoting an FBI agent as saying the FBI 
knew that Lee Harvey Oswald was capable of 
killing President John Kennedy, the Houston 
Chronicle reported Monday. 

Dallas Police Chief Jesse Curry finally told of his 
role in the cover-up in a registered, confidential 
letter to Chief Justice Earl Warren on May 28, 
1964, but the Warren Commission dropped the 
matter without further investigation, the 
newspaper said. The Chronicle, in a copyright 
story, said the written statement was made by 
Dallas Police U. Jack Rev ill. In the statement, 
Rev ill said FBI agent James Hotsty told him a few 
hours after Kennedy was killed in Dallas on Nov. 
22, 1963 that the FBI had advance information that 
Oswald was capable of committing the crime. 
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SACRAMENTO, Calif. — The Chrysler Corp. 
said Monday it paid a $328, 200 emissions control 
fine for selling "high polluting" cars "under 
protest" and plans to settle the dispute in court. 

The payment was announced earlier Monday by 
Tom Quinn, chairperson of the California Air 
Resources Board. 

In Detroit, Chrysler issued a statement saying, 
"In our judgment, the ARB has taken Chrysler's 
emission test results and blown them way out of 
proportion. The accusation that our engines are 
high pollutors is a vast exaggeration." 

Chrysler said it delivered the check "only after 
the ARB agreed beforehand not to endorse the 
check but to set it aside in a joint escrow account 
until the legal issues are settled in court.'* 

The Chrysler spokesperson said less than 200 
engines have failed to meet California's standards. 

uks MOINES, Iowa — A Rock Island Lines 
freight train hauling propane gas derailed beneath 
a busy highway overapass on the city's northeast 
edge Monday, triggering a spectacular series of 
explosions. 

At least three persons were injured, including a 
motorcyclist whose cycle was blown fron the In- 
terstate 80 overpass. 

Buildings within a one-mile radius were ordered 
evacuated because of what State Fire Marshal 
Wilbur Johnson said was the danger of more ex- 
plosions from four cars menaced by the flames. 

Nine railroad tank cars filled with propane gas 
left the tracks about 4 p.m. and four of them ex- 
ploded, sending geysers of flames 1,000 feet into 
the air. Dense black smoke coiled up from the 
scene, in a predominantly industrial area, hours 
after the derailment. 

DETROIT — The government is counting on 
the muscle of a federal grand jury to pry loose 
clues of the fate of former Teamsters President 
James Hoffa, who has been missing since July 30. 

The panel convenes Tuesday. More than 70 
witnesses are scheduled to appear in sessions 
expected to take more than two weeks. 

Government attorneys counted heavily on three 
of the jury's powers to uncover leads in the 
disappearance of the former Teamster's boss. 

These were its power to subpoena witnesses and 
documents; its ability to grant immunity to coax 
testimony out of witnesses and authority to cite 
reluctant witnesses for contempt of court. 

MIAMI — National Airlines shut down its 
operations in 45 American cities Monday as. 1,200 
flight attendants went on strike, but contract 
negotiations reopened to try to break the deadlock. 

All the Miami-based carrier's 6,460 nonstriking 
employes were furlong hed until further notice 
after the Association of Flight Attendants set up 
picket lines in Miami, New York, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, forcing Labor Day travelers to 
find other means of transportation.

A reexamination 

Editorial power 

The editorial power of this publication has 
been accurately measured, only assumed. 

It is practically impossible to gauge the influence of 
a Collegian editorial on opinions when we hardly know 
how extensively it is read. One must rely on reader- 
ship surveys to discern the audience, and then suppose 
a certain percentage of that audience peruse the 
editorial of the day. 

BUT IT IS highly possible that editorials have, at 
best, limited effect as far as guiding a reader's 
opinion. It probably is merely reinforcement for those 
who share the same viewpoint and isn't even con- 
sidered by those in opposition. Perhaps we un- 
deservedly assume power. 

This reexamination is not concerned with some 
obvious pressure that can be applied through an 
editorial. Calls for action or exposes are clearly ef- 
fective and constructive for the public welfare. The 
press as a watchdog will never die. 

What we are noticing is a growing sophistication 
among readers who view opinions as a strictly in- 
dividual statement. 



COLLEGIAN editorials are regularly read by a 
large number of students, according to a pilot study 
completed last spring. But the editorial has little, if 
any effect as far as swaying others, especially con- 
cerning political, national and international topics. 

The practice of signing each editorial with the 
writer's name has evidently lowered the impact of the 
message. It is now read as one person's opinion in- 
stead of the reflections of a broader source, such as the 
newspaper's policy or conviction. 

The signed editorial, adopted by many newspapers 
in the past few years, has removed the cloak of 
anonymity and forced the author to stand behind his or 
her view. The effect of personalized editorials has also 
removed the mysterious impression of it being the 
"right" opinion, or one that merits respect. 

MANY HAVE spoken of the power of the editorial. 
And some power is indisputable. But readership in- 
dicators tend to temper the power theory. 

The opinions printed in this column are effective in 
influencing readers only when they concern topics of 
an obvious nature or call for action already demanded 
by the majority. 

Other ideas or verdicts, not in common agreement, 
are treated more as the views of a single writer who 
happens to be in a position to display his point more 
dramatically than his opponent. 

The power of the press is undoubtedly alive. But the 
time is past when editorial opinion instantly influences 
and guides the masses.

Last week the tragedy of the Kent State shootings 
again returned to the national consciousness after a 
federal jury acquitted the Ohio governor, former 
Kent State president, and national guardsmen in a 
$46 million civil damage suit. This was the latest 
attempt in a long series to fix responsibility for the 



LOOKING BACK at the event that occurred 
than five years ago is frightening, not because this 
was an isolated incident in which thirteen students 
were shot, but because it was a direct result of the 
social polarization occurring in the United States 
during the late sixties. 

Opposition to the Vietnam War prevented Lyndon 
Johnson from running for a second term, and in 1968 
Richard Nixon was elected, amid promises that he 
had a "secret plan" to end the war and that he would 
"bring the country together again," a reference to 
the increasing polarization between the young and 
the old, rich and poor, black and white. 

By 1970 it was becoming apparent that the Nixon 
administration had no serious intention of ending the 
war through the reduction of American involvement, 
and it had become painfully evident that Nixon's 
game plan was precisely to split the country apart, 
expecting that with the "silent majority" on his side, 
Nixon would end up with the larger chunk. Student 
antiwar protest increased in early 1970 and when, on 
April 30, Nixon announced the U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia, the campuses erupted in demon- 
strations. 

IN KENT, Ohio, on the evening following Nixon's 
announcement, a small riot occurred after 
protesting students lit a bonfire on a downtown street 
at about 10 p.m. Two hours later the police arrived in 
force, closed down the bars, and thus involved over a 

i as a protest by 



a radical few. This quickly became a mob that 
started some small fires and broke windows in the 
area of the city that served the function that 
Aggieville does for this University. 

The following afternoon, on Saturday, the mayor - 
of Kent, fearing increased violence, requested units 
from the Ohio National Guard, and they arrived 
later that evening. At the same time, a small group 
of determined radicals attempted to set fire to the 
ROTC building, and by late evening a crowd of 2,000 
had gathered, most supporting the continued effort 
to destroy the building. When firemen arrived, their 
hoses were slashed. Unlike the riot of the previous 
night, this one was confined to the Kent Stale 
University campus. 

AT a: oo A.M., Sunday, Ohio Governor James 
Rhodes flew into Kent and met with its mayor, a 
general of the Ohio National Guard, a federal district 
attorney, the county prosecutor, and the head of the 
Ohio State Highway Patrol. At this meeting, which 
decided the fate of a major university, there were no"» 
Kent State administrators, faculty members, or ~ 
students present. 

Governor Rhodes, immediately before beginning 
the meeting pointed his finger at the three vice 
presidents and the assistant vice president for 
student affairs and ordered, "You university people 
stay out of this. We're taking over now." A state of 
emergency was proclaimed and the National Guard 
moved onto the campus. 

By Sunday, the majority of the students who had 
experienced the preceding days' violence were 
realizing that things had gotten out of hand. Sunday 
afternoon marked a kind of return to normalcy, and 
students talked with Guardsmen without hostility. 
But the presence of the National Guard on the 
campus was a new issue that radicals were quick to

An Associated Press survey showed prices of distilled spirits 
generally have risen less than 5 per cent in the past 12 months 
while the Consumer Price Index for July showed that overall 
prices in the past year had risen 9.7 per cent. In some ca 
only increase in liquor costs has been in state or local taxes 
At the same time, however, manufacturer: 



turers of some types of 

whisky have lowered the proof or alcoholic content of their 
products without any corresponding decline in prices. 
"We still sell a very good product at a reasonable price," said a

HE SAID lowering the proof enabled manufacturers to hold the 
price line in the face of increases in the cost of things like labor, 
transportation and packaging. 

Eighteen of the SO states regulate the sale of liquor through state 
stores. The remaining states impose varying degrees of control on 
the sale of alcoholic beverage through licensing of dealers and 
requirements for minimum markups. 

Regardless of price or proof, Americans are drinking more. The 
Distilled Spirits Institute said apparent consumption — based on 
the amount sold to wholesalers by distillers — increased by about 6 
per cent from 1972 to 1973, the latest years for which statistics are 
available. 



Energy debate, Panama negotiations 
key issues as Congress returns 



WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Congress returns Wednesday 
from a month-long recess faced 
with another effort to develop a 
national energy policy acceptable 
to President Ford 

But a new element has been 
added since the Senate and House 
interrupted the energy debate on 
Aug. 1. All controls on oil prices 
expired at midnight Sunday, 
meaning that of the first time 
since Aug. 15, 1971, the oil industry 
has complete freedom to raise fuel 
prices. Major oil companies are

CONGRESS has passed a bill 
extending the controls for six 
months, and Ford apparently is 
willing to delay his promised veto 
of that measure until

to raise $100,000 for 
a proposed new Riley County 
Historical Museum by the end of 
September was launched last 
week by the Riley County 
Historical Society. 

The present museum is located 
in the basement of the Manhattan 
City Budding, 11th and Poyntz.

House Museum, 2301 Claflin Road 
The Riley County Commission 
has reserved $100,000 for the 
project from its revenue sharing 
funds.

The balance of the estimated 
$200,000 building cost must come 
from residents of Riley county and 
others who are interested in the 
project. 

The museum may be available 
for some public use during 1976, 
according to the society's plans.

HE SAID nearly $25,000 in 
pledges or actual donations have 
already been received. 

"I'm convinced we are going to 
carry this program," he said. 

Society members have been 
urged to make house-to-house 
contacts to distribute information 
about the project and take 
pledges. 

The new building will enable the 
museum to accept gifts and ar- 
tifacts the present site cannot 
handle. The structure will relate 
f ~Uy the Goodnow House by its 
\ location, as well as by its land- 
scape plan. 

Additional expansion will be 
designed into the structure 
providing 6,000 square feet for 
exhibit areas, additional storage 
areas and three classrooms.

W QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Two generals led about 
100 soldiers and several tanks in an unsuccessful 
revolt against President Guillermo Rodriguez Lara 
and his anti-inflation measures, then surrendered 
Monday afternoon, radio reports said. 

The broadcasts by Radio Quito and Radio Colo 
reported that the rebel generals were being held in a 
theater near the presidential palace. 

Witnesses to the morning fighting in downtown 
plazas near the palace said at least a dozen persons 
were killed and another SO were wounded. 

WITH THE AID of civilian snipers who traded 
shots with loyalists from rooftops of nearby 
buildings, soldiers seized the palace about 10 hours 
after giving the presidential guard and president's 
family an ultimatum to leave within 30 minutes or be 
killed, and the defenders surrendered. 

Several rebel tanks spearheaded the attack on the 
palace, with one penetrating the facade of the badly- 



The revolt began crumbling when at least 10 tanks 
and troops loyal to Rodriguez in f 
palace and threatened to bomb it. 

Air force commanders issued a 
backing the president and warplanes strafed the 
suburban headquarters of the rebel army unit.

The metal identification tags 
can be purchased at the fire 
department, 11th and Poyntz.

Stolen 
bikes can be recovered with the 
identification numbers, Sylvis 
said.

K-State's winter fuel supply is 
uncertain, according to Case 
Bonebrake, physical plant 
director. 

"There is no way to predict 
what this year's situation will be. 
We go from optimistic to 
pessimistic to optimistic," 
Bonebrake stated. 



Bonebrake said now it looks like 
the fuel, though at a higher price 
than last year, will probably be 
available in the necessary 
quantities. 

The K -State power plant burns 
natural gas, with fuel oil used as a 
back-up source to heat water to 
create steam. As long as the fuel is 
available K-State will be able to 
supply all the steam necessary to 
heat campus buildings.

K -State's athletic financial troubles are halfway 
home to a solution, President Duane Acker told a 
group of about ISO students in Goodnow Hall Tuesday 
night. 

"Getting started is half the battle," he said. "A 
year or so ago when we began searching for solutions 
we were in deep financial trouble. But we'll 
definitely be back where we should be three or four 
years from now." 

Acker, Student Body President Bernard Franklin, 
and head baseball Coach Phil Wilson spoke to the 
informal group and answered questions about some

question concerning the safety of some of the older 
buildings on campus. He said it was much easier to 
get money to build new buildings than to repair old 



"If we wanted to build a new veterinary building, 
for instance," he said, "we could get money from 
livestock and agricultural people, and so on. But to 
get money to fix up an old building in need of repair 
is not quite so easy." 

Acker complimented the residents of Goodnow on 
their co-ed dormitory arrangement, and on the 
changed attitudes of this day. 

"I can remember a time, when I was in college," 
he said with a grin, "mat campus activities were 
scheduled to end at 8:30, because all I 
be in bed with the lights out at 8:45."

A NEW federal regulation 
prohibits the use of natural gas in 
major power generators.

WASHINGTON — Lawyers for H.R. Haldeman 
appealed his Watergate cover-up conviction 
Tuesday saying be was tried in an atmosphere 
"supersaturated with the utter assumption of 
guilt." 

The appeal also accused the trial judge, John 
Sirica, of pre-trial maneuvering calculated to help 
the prosecution. 

Haldeman, the White House chief of staff under 
former President Richard Nixon was convicted 
along with three other men of conspiring to cover 
up the Watergate affair. Haldeman was sentenced 
to serve two and one-half to eight years in prison. 

SOUTH LAKE TAHOE, Calif. — One hostage 
was killed and a police detective was wounded 
Tuesday by two armed men who barricaded 
themselves in an apartment here. 

Police said four other hostages escaped by 
leaping out a second story window, but two men 
were still being held by the gunmen, who were 
believed to be armed with three pistols including 
one taken from the wounded officer. 

The dead hostage, who was not immediately 
identified, was shot while trying to flee from the 
balcony of the Kelmont Arms Apartments where 
he was being held. It was not clear whether the 
fatal shots were fired by police or the armed men.

JOPLIN, Mo. — Authorities in southwest 
Missouri were looking Tuesday night for an In- 
dependence, Mo., woman, one of six inmates from 
the Jasper County Jail who escaped from a county 
van here after a guard was overpowered. 

Four others who scattered across the north edge 
of Joplin were arrested shortly after the incident 
and the other two were picked up by the Oklahoma 
Highway Patrol near Miami, Ok la., a sheriffs 
spokesperson said. 

Irene Trivitt, 20, who officers said was in jail on 
a charge of felonious stealing, reportedly was seen 
hitchhiking in the Webb City area north of here. 
Authorities said she left the other inmates, all 
men, shortly after the guard was overpowered, 
losing his sidearm. 

DETROIT, Mich. — A prosecutor said Tuesday 
that hair found in a car seized by the FBI is similar 
in color to that of missing ex-Teamsters boss 
Jimmy Hoffa, but cautioned against drawing any 
conclusions from that evidence. 

Attorneys for the U.S. government told a federal 
court the FBI believes the car was used by Hoffa's 
foster son, Charles "Chuckie" O'Brien, to 
"facilitate an abduction of Hoffa." 

A statement by U.S. Atty. Ralph Guy verified 
earlier reports that trained dogs have detected 
Hoffa 's scent in the back seat and trunk of the car. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — A federal judge issued an 
order Tuesday banning massive demonstrations 
against forced school busing which begins in 
Jefferson County Thursday. 

U.S. District Court Judge James Gordon said 
that for the next 10 days, any such demonstrations 
in excess of 100 persons shall be restricted to the 
Kentucky State Fair grounds and be limited to a 
period between the hours of 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

Persons violating his order will be jailed im- 
mediately, and will not be released until they 
make a public apology, Gordon said.

The gifts, a Kansas City Royals baseball game 
ticket for each employe, were allegedly not intended 
by the company to initiate favors from the recipients. 
The gift-bearing company has stated it 



Presentations frequently to its own employes and 
business acquaintances. 

But the acceptance of gifts by city employes who are 
involved in awarding bids for city projects does not 




THE ACCEPTANCE of gratuities presented with no 
obligation is not against city policy — only because 
there is no established policy on accepting gratuities. 

And the subject is getting adequate interest from 
city commissioners. 

A special meeting of the commission last Friday 
paired the four attending commissioners into two 
opposing forces. 

One of the groups favored an executive decision to 
solve the question, while the other group favored 
turning the whole matter over to the public for their 
inspection and decision. 

ALTHOUGH THE commissioners were unable to 
agree among themselves, they did authorize the 
drafting of a policy for the future acceptance of gifts 
by city employes to be presented to the commission by 
September 16. 

But they appeared willing to forget the entire matter 
Tuesday night at the regular commission meeting. 
The issue which had caused so much discussion bet- 
commissioners last Friday night was not even 



Now comes the important question: Why hasn't a 
policy for accepting gifts been established before 
now? Are the citizens of Manhattan naive enough to 
assume that such propositions have never been made 
to city officials before? 

Does it take two weeks to draft a policy on the ac- 
ceptance of gifts by city employes? Or is it an excuse 
to let the issue fade from the public eye !

On Monday, May 4, 1970 the Kent State University 
campus continued under the occupation of the Ohio 
National Guard. All outdoor gatherings and 
demonstrations had been banned by Governor 
Rhodes, but other University functions were slated 
to procede as if the situation was normal. 
Throughout the weekend, communication among 
administrators, faculty, students, city and state 
officials was in many cases nonexistent while in 



A group of students gathered in the "commons," a 
grassy area surrounded by classroom buildings — 
some to test the ban, others to merely observe. At 
11:50 a.m. General Canterbury, the commander of 
the Guard units on the campus and unaware that 
classes normally dismissed at this time and that 
another set was to convene at 12:05, was angered to 
suddenly see over a thousand students on the 



"THESE STUDENTS are going to have to find out 
what law and order is all about," Canterbury 
remarked as at 12:00 noon he ordered the 113 
guardsmen to disperse the students. Tear gas 
canisters were fired from grenade launchers, and 
the troops moved forward. The students resisted, 
hurling rocks and epithets at the soldiers. 

During the next twenty minutes, the "commons" 
was cleared, but the troops pushed on to clear 
another large field used for football practice. The 
harassment from the taunting and rock-throwing 



return to the staging area, and as they retreated, the 
students followed at a distance of about a hundred 
yards. At 12:24, at the top of Blanket Hill, 28 Guard- 
smen stopped, turned, and in thirteen second fired 55 
rifle bullets, 5 pistol shots, and a shotgun blast. Most 
fired into the air, but several, fed up with the 
students, fired directly into the crowd. 

THE PRESIDENT'S Commission on Campus 
Unrest, led by former Pennsylvania Governor 
William Scran ton, concluded that, at Kent State, 
"the indiscriminate firing of rifles into a crowd of 
students and the deaths that followed were un- 
necessary, unwarranted, and inexcusable." 
Scran ton recommended "that the President exercise 
his reconciling moral leadership as the first step to 
prevent violence and create understanding." The 
findings were rejected by the Nixon Administration, 
and Spiro Agnew attacked the report as "paMum for 
permissiveness, 

IN JULY, 1971, a U.S. District Court in Cleveland 
a $4 million damage suit brought by 
of dead students against the State of Ohio, 
and a month later U.S. Attorney General John 
Mitchell announced there would be no federal grand 
jury investigation of the Kent State deaths. 

It was not until 1974, after the exposure of several 
Nixon Administration cover-ups, that Attorney 
General Elliot Richardson ordered the Justice 
Department to reopen the investigation. 

As a result, eight guardsmen were indicted and 
tried, but were acquitted by the judge who ruled that 
the government had failed to prove that the guard- 
smen had intentionally set out to violate the civil 
rights of the

Associated Students of Kansas 
were a major factor in the lob- 
bying for passage of the bill. 
Before final approval though, a 
self-help provision which ASK 
supported had to be stripped from 
the bill because it was rebuffed by 
the state 



SELF-HELP would have 
enabled tenants or landlords to 
make necessary repairs and 
assess charges to the other party. 
State lawmakers figured this 
stipulation was too broad. 

Other sections of the Bill contain 
a lot of bureaucratic mum bo- 
jumbo, but its worst aspect has to 



be the vague jargon. Un definable 
terms like substantial 
modification, reasonably related 
to unconscionable are used 
throughout the document. 

Once beyond these blurs, 
however, there are definite assets. 

THE DUTIES of both landlord 
and tenant are spelled out and the 
magistrate court or small claims 
courts (for cases under $300) are 
given jurisdiction over both. 
Under the new law if either lan- 
dlord or tenant ruthlessly 
breaches the contract, tbe 
agreement can be terminated by 
either side with a written 30 day 
notice stating the reasons for 
doing so. However, if the problem 
is remedied in a reasonable time 
period the agreement can't be 
terminated. 

Landlords are given the right to 
use eviction powers through 
Forcible Entry and Detainer. 
Under FED the landlord is 
required to give the tenant three 
days written notice before legal 
dispossession. FED could be used 
by a landlord to evict a tenant for 
not paying the rent. If this was 
utilized the tenant would also lose 
the security deposit. 

Included in the right of entry 
part of the bill are mutual 



agreement provisions. Landlords 
are given the right to enter 
dwellings at reasonable hours, 
after giving tenants reasonable 
notice. Entrance may be made for 
inspection, repairs, decorating or 
to supply necessary and agreed 



ON THE other side of the 
, landlords cai 
rights to harass tenants. 
Provisions of the landlord- 
tenant act do not apply to any 
valid rental agree m 
before July 1.

WRITTEN contracts for rentals 
aren't mandatory in Kansas, but 
an oral agreement isn't as con- 
crete as something marked down 
in black and white.

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Blue Cross insurance

WASHINGTON (AP) - A preliminary draft of a government 
report indicates Blue Cross-Blue Shield has not taken advantage of 
its size to keep health insurance costs low, a Social Security Ad- 
ministration official said Tuesday. 

Dorothy Rice, who heads the Social Security Administration's 
Research and Statistics office, said the report concludes that 
management of the giant nonprofit health insurer is leu efficient 
than that of prom-seeking competitors. 

The government report is consistent with an Associated Press 
study which showed Blue Croat and Blue Shield rates were in- 
creasing faster than the cost of living, in part because the Blues 
had faded to impose strict cost-cutting measures on doctors and 
hospitals. 

The AP study revealed that the failure to enforce standards had 
cost ratepayers millions of dollars.

U.S. tells world leaders " 
to pull their own weight 



WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford and Treasury Secretary 
William Simon told other world leaders Tuesday the United States 
cannot single-handedly end the world's recession. 

Ford and Simon spoke to delegates attending the annual meeting here 
of the 127 member International Monetary Fund (IMF) and the World 



SOME NATIONS and IMF director Johannes Witteveen have urged 
the United States, Germany and Japan to take additional steps to boost 
their own economies and help end the recession in the rest of the world. 

"We respectfully disagree," Simon told the delegates. "Too many of 
our current domestic troubles are rooted in such excesses in the past." 

Simon told newspersons earlier Tuesday he is satisfied with the pace of 
the U.S. recovery from recession. "My concern is not that we have done 
enough ; my concern is that we have done too much," he said. 

FORD SAID in his brief remarks that "a sound, healthy and growing 
U.S. economy is the best lasting contribution this nation can make to 
other nations." 

While the United States will assist expansion and trade and do its part 
to promote prosperity in other countries, Ford said he remains con- 
cerned that a resurgence of inflation could retard the nation's i 
recovery.

Tuesday over the lowest toll of traffic deaths during the Labor Day 
weekend in 14 years. 

The Associated Press counted 407 deaths on the nation's roads during 
the 78-hour period, substantially below the 460-560 pre holiday estimate 
of the council. 

"This is a whopping difference. There's no question about that," Jack 
Recht, head of the council's statistics section, said. 

Last year, 515 persons were killed in traffic accidents during the Labor 
Day period. 

Records of The AP, which has been counting holiday traffic deaths 
since 1946, show this year's Labor Day traffic toll is the lowest since 1961 
when 386 persons were killed.

Despite the fact Junction City 
let its water faculties become

official, Manhattan is in no danger 
of having the same problem. 

"We just outgrew our unit," 
Frank Galliger, city clerk of 
Junction City, said. "If we hadn't 
started building new facilities 
water rationing might have 
become a reality." 

Galliger said that Junction 
City's water facilities were out- 
dated, but stressed that there was 
no problem in supplying water to 
customers at the present. 

Alan Shineman, Manhattan's 
water superintendent, said 
Manhattan does not have the 
problem of outgrowing water 
facilities. 

"We're pumping 4.S million 
gallons a day, but our capacity is 
18 million," Shineman said. 
"We've also got a new plant in the 
planning." 

GALLIGER said that 
renovating Junction City's water 
facilities would cost over $i

Maybe one shouldn't take anything for granted, but 
somehow we had assumed the Nichols Gym Art 
Gallery was headed down the homestretch. 

Last spring President McCain had very positive 
words for the building's future. Plans had been drawn 
up, an engineering firm outlined what would be 
necessary to place a structure within the shell, and the 
art department began to hold its collective breath. 

They've long since passed out. 

SOMEWHERE IN the transition between then and 
now everything has stalled. And here we are writing 
the traditional twice-a-semester Nichols Gym 
editorial.

President Acker, on whom the go-ahead decision 
rests, is obviously hesitant to take a stand. He has 
elected not to immediately order a feasibility study to 
test the success of fund-raising for the plans, as 
President McCain had suggested before he retired. 

Instead, Acker is still soliciting opinion and has not 
ruled out any of three options for the future: tear it 
down, reconstruct, or leave it as a ruin. 

Now one thing is clear: a distinct minority of those 
interested in Nichols' fate would favor leaving the hulk 
as a ruin. 

QUOTING McCAIN : "There is enormous interest in 
the rebuilding of Nichols Gym. All over the United 
States alumni are interested in what will happen to 
Nichols. It has become sort of a symbol."

With the increased number of bicycles on 
surfacing with few foreseeable solutions. 

Several proposals have been made, but sufficient funds aren't 
available, Paul Nelson, director of Traffic and Security, said He added 
that K -State may have to decide whether to have a pedestrian campus or 
a vehicular campus. 

A pedestrian campus would result in using campus streets for 
bikeways. Other student vehicles would be restricted to designated 
parking areas off campus, with a shuttle bus service providing tran- 
sportation. 

Other proposals for bicycle control include, keeping bicycles off 
campus sidewalks during main hours of 7 a.m. and 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday or requiring all bicycles to follow vehicular rules and 
nde in the same areas as car*. That would be followed by legal en- 
forcement if riders do not comply, according to a resolution drawn up by 
the K -State Traffic and Parking committee last year. 

PERHAPS THE most widely backed proposal is the bikeway system. 
That would not only include the campus but the city of Manhattan 

There are three phases of the bikeway system, Kent Foerster, director 
of Environmental Awareness Center, said 

The first step which is the most common and inexpensive is called 
bicycle routes. They consist of signs stating bicycles will be passing 
through. The signs are to alert drivers of a bike route. However, the 
signs would not limit bicycles to only designated streets. 



Another level would be bicycle lanes. They would consist of painted 
lines or curbs along streets, reserved for bicycles only, 
parking prohibited. The lanes would primarily be < 



ENTIRE BICYCLE paths, separate from vehicular traffic 
sidewalks is the designated goal of the city's bikeway committee. Such 
paths would be the safest, most effective and most costly type of 
bikeway. They would extend over all of Manhattan and not only benefit 
college students but residents of Manhattan as well.

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Collegian survey of six Manhattan grocery 
stores indicates many popular items in stores closest 
to campus are more expensive than those farther 
away. 

Prices at three close-to-campus stores; Doebele's 
IGA, 1223 Moro in AggieviUe; DkO Thriftway, 1407 
Denison across from Goodnow Hall and Shop Quik, 
1127 Bluemont — were usually higher than the same 
items at three stores farther away; Safeway, 222 N. 
6th; Arensberg's IGA, North 3rd and Dutch Maid, 
1522 PoynU. 

Snack foods are the most varied items on the 
survey. Some products are 10 cents more at a store 
closer to campus than the identical item at an 
outlying store. Jif peanut butter costs 68 cents at 
Safeway and Dutch Maid, but sells for 79 cents at the 
three stores close to campus. 
A two-carton package of Pringle's potato chips 
from 95 cents at Safeway to $1.09 at Shop

Charles "Chuckie" O'Brien, a Teamsters or gamier raised by the 
Hoffa family, refused to say whether he took the Fifth Amendment 
during his brief appearance. 

O'Brien's attorney, James Bur dick, charged the Government with 
using the Hoffa case to develop unrelated cases against Teamsters of- 
ficials "at the cost of a significant investigation into the disappearance 
of James Hoffa." 

O'Brien, 41, is considered a key figure in the Hoffa disappearance. He 
was driving a car belonging to the son of a reputed Mafia chieftain near

NEW YORK — A State Supreme Court Justice 
has signed an order requiring billionaire Howard 
Hughes to appear personally in court or face the 
prospect of being declared legally dead. 

The show-cause order was signed by Justice 
Bernard Nadel. It directs Hughes to appear in 
court in Manhattan on Sept. 17 at 9 : 30 a. m 

The order is an outgrowth of a suit in which two 
Manhattan shareholders contend that Hughes has 



MCPHERSON — The city's firemen have 
threatened a mass resignation if they are not given 
substantial salary increases by the middle of next 
month. 

The 11 full-time firemen sent their demands in a 
letter Tuesday to Mayor Fred Diehl and gave the 
city until Sept. 9 to implement the raises. After a 
series of emergency meetings, the firemen said 
Thursday they were extending the deadline to Oct. 
13. 

The firemen are demanding a $1 an hour salary 
increase effective Sept. 25, a seven per cent raise 
Jan. 1, time-and-a-half pay for overtime work and 
a two per cent clothing allowance. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — After a dating service 
rejected his application because of a criminal 
record, Donald Edwards told police he broke into 
the firm in retaliation. 

Edwards, 39, pleaded guilty to breaking and 
entering Wednesday and was sentenced to one 
year in jail. 

"You won't have to worry about dates for a 
while," Circuit Judge Hudson Olliff told Edwards 
as he sentenced him. 

WICHITA — Fire destroyed a private stable in 
northeast Wichita Thursday and killed 16 horses, 
authorities said. 

The blaze at the Wichita Round Up Club resulted 
in damages estimated at $10,000 for the building, 
which could house 40 horses, fire officers said. 

No official estimate of the value of the show 
horses lost in the fire had been made but a club 
member said the animals were worth at least 
$40,000. 

WASHINGTON — The Postal Service's board of 
governors took action Thursday that will allow the 
Postal Service to increase the cost of mailing a 
letter from 10 to 13 cents by December. 

The governors gave final approval to the present 
"temporary" 10-cent rate, effective Sept. 14. That 
will leave the Postal Service free to file for new 
rates, which could take effect 90 days after the 
filing date. 

If the new rates were filed Sept. 14, the new 13- 
cent rates could possibly go into effect as early as 
Dec. 13, at the height of the Christmas season. 

LAWRENCE — A law student has filed an action 
within the University of Kansas judicial system, 
charging he was the victim of reverse 
discrimination. 

Wendell Barker, a third-year law student from 
Hutchinson filed the suit Wednesday against the 
University of Kansas Athletic Corporation, the 
university's director of athletics, its student senate 
and the president of its student body. 

WASHINGTON — The House Ways and Means 
Committee voted 24 to 10 Thursday to wipe out 
most real estate tax shelter devices some higher- 
income Americans use in paying little or no taxes. 

Congressional staff experts estimated this plan 
ultimately could boost the federal government's 
revenue by roughly $1 billion a year in the early 
1980s with an initial increase of about $250 million 
starting next year. 

It was the first major decision by the committee 
which is putting together a package of proposed 
tax revisions.

ONE HAS TO wonder if the concept of big-time 
college football hasn't gotten out of hand. If college 
football is to revert to an amateur "sport," more 
drastic changes than those recently made by the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association must be 
made. 

That is, of course, if the public wants changes. The 
70,000 or so people who fill the University of Nebraska 
stadium every other Saturday may well be completely 
satisfied with the situation as it now exists. 

We aren't.

Vandals free animals;

Two leopards were dead Sunday 
night less than 24 hours after they 
escaped from their cage in 




locks were cut. 

Officials speculated Sunday that 
vandals were responsible for 
cutting the locks and setting the 
animals free. 

THE ANIMALS' escape was 
reported about 4 a.m. by Beulah 
Witt, wife of the zoo caretaker. 
She sighted one of the cats passing 
through her yard after she was 
awakened by her dogs. 

Two coyotes also escaped, one 



A massive search by Riley 
County police, aided by dogs, was 
launched. 

The first cat, Mandi, was 
captured Sunday morning near 
17th and Poyntz Avenue after she 
was shot with a tranquilizer from 
a capture gun. The leopard died as 
a result of a combination of 
trauma and the drug, said Don 
Wixon, president of the 
Manhattan Zoo Board. 

The second leopard, Baghera, 
was captured late last night in the 
southwest area of the zoo. It was 
shot twice with tranquilizers after 
the first shot failed to bring the

Dr. Olmstead said.

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Fifteen persons were 
killed and 36 were wounded in machine gun and 
grenade lighting between Moslems and Christians 
in the northern city of Tripoli, police reported 
Sunday. 

They said an armed group ambushed a civilian 
bus at dusk and machine-gunned its occupants, 
killing 12 and wounding at least 25. 

Earlier in the day, authorities announced three 
persons were slain and 11 were wounded as armed 
bands surged through the streets of Lebanon's 
second largest as army units rushed in to try and 
curb the escalating violence. 

One group blew up water pipes, reducing the 
city's water supply, witnesses said. 

DETROIT — Reputed Mafia figure Anthony 
Giacalone will be one of the first subpoenaed 
witnesses to appear Monday before the federal 
grand jury probing the disappearance of James 
Hoffa. 

Meanwhile, federal attorneys say they will keep 
trying to retain possession of a car belonging to 
Giacalone's son. They say the car is a link to the 
July 30 disappearance of the ex-Teamsters boss. 

The grand jury is not likely to learn much from 
the elder Giacalone. His lawyer says he has ad- 
vised Giacalone to plead the Fifth Amendment to 
all questions because he may be asked about other 
matters. 

Giacalone, who has been identified in U.S. 
Senate testimony as a "big man" in the Detroit 
Mafia, is under indictment for mail fraud and 
income tax evasion, matters not related to the 
Hoffa inquiry. 

PENSACOLA Fla. — The mother of an infant 
girl who died after receiving a blood transfusion 
which the parents opposed on religious grounds 
said Sunday, "We feel our baby was murdered." 

"Our baby was taken away from us by the 
Welfare Department and given this blood which 
literally killed her," said Eenita Ivey a few hours 
after the death of 6-day-old Julia Ivey in Sacred 
Heart Hospital in Pensacola. 

Julia and her twin Carol were born three months 
prematurely and the parents had refused to give 
their approval for transfusions doctors said were 
vital to improve the twins' chances of survival. 
Carol also received a transfusion after doctors 
received legal permission from a court-appointed 
attorney named as guardian. Carol was in critical 
but stable condition Sunday. 

WASHINGTON — Sen. Charles Percy has urged 
the Federal Trade Commission to strike down laws 
in 36 states which prohibit advertising prices for 
eyeglass lenses and frames. 

"These arbitrary state laws have resulted in 
consumers paying from 25 per cent to 100 per cent 
more for eyeglasses," the Illinois Republican said 
in a statement Sunday. 

Because of artificially high prices, he said, 
many poor and middle-income Americans are 
forced to wear glasses with scratched and broken 
lenes and the elderly in Miami have been asked to 
will their glasses to other senior citizens who can't 
afford to replace outdated prescription lenses.

At Sunset Zoo 

Endangering species 

Last week brought sad news for animal lovers when 
Manhattan Sunset Zoo Director E.J. Frick announced 
the acquisition of several animals. 

A male ocelot, two rare sloth bears, five long-tailed 
monkeys and a pair of mountain lion cubs joined the 
other 4 'endangered" species currently serving time at 
Sunset Zoo. They became "endangered/' whether 
they are officially or not, because of the deplorable 
conditions existing now at the zoo. 

The incident this weekend in which two leopards and 
two coyotes were set free, underscores the need for 




THE URGENCY for improvements became ap- 
parent as the issue came to a head this summer. A 
group of K State veterinarians and Manhattan 
Humane Society representatives brought a list of 
complaints about the zoo to public attention. 

As a result, city commissioners were told in mid- 
August by Park Superintendent Jim Ellis that a 
written set of policies and procedures for operation 
would be completed by January. It couldn't come too 
soon. 

Sunset Zoo is currently managed by Frick, who is 
considered an "ex-officio director." Although he 
works on a volunteer basis, Frick is responsible for the 
acquisition of animals which are maintained with tax 

money. 

As one critic of present conditions said, Frick has 
adopted the zoo as a hobby and collects animals like a 
stamp collector collects stamps. 

The quality of his salaried help has been described 
as incompetent and unprofessional. But the attitude of 
personnel, if indeed lacking, only reflects the general 
state of the zoo. 

THE APPARENT tranquilizer -overdose deaths of 
two leopards, each valued at $1,500, can be directly 
attributed to the fact that the zoo has no perimeter 
fencing and no set, controlled visitation hours. 
Visitors, and vandals, are provided access to animals 
at all hours of day and night. 

The zoo is also wanting in winter housing to shelter 
animals not native to this part of the world from the 



Diets are being challenged too. In the case of the 
timber wolf Solo, the Manhattan family that raised 
him in a domestic environment have taken on the 
responsibility of feeding Solo instead of subjecting him 
to an insufficient diet. 

VETERINARIANS have also questioned the 
practice of feeding carnivores flesh from animals 
brought to Dykstra Veterinary Hospital. The meat is 
saturated with barbituates used to kill the animals. 

Until conditions improve and a written policy for 
procedures is established, purchase of additional zoo 
animals must cease. A renewed program for the 
common good of the animals should be initiated and 
strictly followed. 

It is time for Frick, with help from all friends of the 
zoo, to put this house in order. Otherwise, it is time to 
reconsider whether Manhattan deserves to even have 
a zoo.

(AP) - 
Miners idled for the past month by 
a wildcat strike met informally 
throughout the coalfields Sunday 
to decide whether to return to 
work on the midnight shift 

The graveyard shift this mor- 
ning is the start of the coal miner's 
work week and it also marks the 
day a progressive fine against the 



unless a majority of the more than 
50,000 idle workers return to work. 

ALSO TODAY , six leaders of the 
right-to-strike group which has led 
the rebellion are to appear before 
U.S. District Judge K. K, Hall 
here to show cause why they 
should not be held in contempt for 
violating court orders against 
picketing. 

So far the United Mine Workers 
union and federal courts have had 
no success in efforts to coax or 
order the wildcatters back to 
work. In Washington, the UMW's 
Internationa] Executive Board is 
to meet today to discuss the strike. 

THE WALKOUT began Aug 11 
in Logan County as a local dispute 
over a coal company's firing of a 
local union official. It grew into a 
general protest of the slowness of 
arbitrating local grievances and 
pickets spread the strike into 
surrounding counties.

GABLE, a businessman, also 
has said Carroll could have 
prevented busing in Jefferson 
County, which includes Louisville. 

"Your remarks are not only 
inflammatory, they are 
irresponsible and untrue," Carroll 
said in a telegram to Gable. "The 
situation there is already serious 
enough and reason and respon- 
sibility dictate that nothing be 
done to further inflame it." 

The gubernatorial election is in 
November. Carroll, who was 
lieutenant governor before filling 
the vacancy created by Gov.

But it isn't perfect. At least it wasn't ' 
he played here. 

Butler played football at K -State from 1968 
to 1972, and was second-team All-Big Eight 
fullback his senior year. He went on to play 
three years of professional football with the 



"The alumni at the big schools like 
Oklahoma, Texas and Nebraska pay their 
athletes wen," Butler said. "I personally 
know Oklahoma athletes who are being paid 
quite well for their efforts on the football 



"A teammate of mine with the Saints said 
he made more money in his career at 
Southern Methodist University than in his 
first year with the Saints." 



K -State football players received money 
from alumni while Butler played here. 
Players had grades changed. Players were 
injected with painkillers so they could play. 

HOWEVER, Butler is quick to point out 
that if there were an award given to the most 
honest school with the number one amateur 
athletic program, K-State would be it. He 
said the improprieties he noticed happened 
on a much smaller scale than at most other 



BUTLER said some of his teammates at it- 
State were receiving money from alumni, 
although he noted the amount could not 
compare with most of the 



"At many of the major institutions, an 
alum will come into the locker room before 
or after a game and leave an envelope with 
money in the guy's locker, or give it to him 
when they shake hands. Really, it's not 
Butler said. "Either the player just 
a plain white envelope with nothing 
written on it in his locker or an alum says 
'happy birthday' and gives him the money. 
"I've heard about schools where, at a 



party after a game, an alum will draw an 
imaginary line and say to a player, TU bet 

you $50 you can't jump over this line'." 

K-STATE offered Butler nothing but an 
athletic scholarship to play football here. But 
Florida State was a different story, he said. 

"When I was recruited by Florida State," 
Butler said, "they told me to go to a 
dealership and pick out a car.

1,800 in Lynn and New Bedford, Mass.; 1,200 in 
Berkeley and San Jose, Calif.; 385 in Michigan; 460 
in New York State; 850 in Great Falls, Mont.; 600 in 
Tacoma, Wash., and 66 in Milan, Ohio. 

Some 200 teachers went back to classes in West 
Carroll ton, Ohio, near Dayton on Monday, following 
agreement on a contract Sunday night Walkouts 
also ended in Elgin, 111.; Warren and Bristol, R.I., 
and Seaucus, N.J. 

Strikes continued in 29 of Pennsylvania's 505 
school districts, involving some 135,000 pupils. A

CHAMPAIGN, 111. —The trial of a man accused 
of being the "enema bandit" in Manhattan and 
other cities was ordered transferred from 
Champaign County to Cook County Monday by 
Circuit Court Judge Birch Morgan. 

Morgan ordered the change of venue at the 
request of Raymond Massucci, an Arlington 
Heights attorney representing Michael Kenyon of 
Palatine. 

Kenyon was charged with the May 3 armed 
robbery of several University of Illinois coeds. 
Police said a gunman wearing a ski mask ad- 
ministered enemas to the women before taking 
their money. 

The incidents were similar to about a dozen 
others which have taken place near the Cham- 
paign-Urbana campus at intervals since 1967, 
police said. The same man is believed responsible 
for attacks on coeds in Los Angeles, and Norman, 
Okla. 

PARIS — Two gunmen escaped with $1.35 
million Monday night after releasing unharmed 
seven hostages seized during a bank holdup and 
eluding police in a high-speed chase. 

The robbers had held the hostages for more than 
10 hours in a bank in central Paris while 
negotiating for the money and a getaway car. 

The police delivered the money and a white 
limousine and the gunmen fled, taking three 
women hostages with them but freeing four men. 

Police cars pursued the getaway vehicle across 
the city — sometimes at speeds nearing 90 miles 
per hour —but the robbers managed to switch cars 
twice and vanish. 

BOSTON — Fire erupted at the birthplace of the 
late President John Kennedy in a Boston suburb 
Monday night. Printed in black paint on the 
sidewalk in front of the house were the words, 
"Bus Teddy," an apparent reference to the late 
president's brother, Sen. Edward Kennedy. 

The Fire Department said the one-alarm fire 
was quickly extinguished. Officials declined to say 
whether the fire was deliberately set. 

Kennedy, Massachusetts Democrat, is one of the 
few Boston politicians who has publicly supported 
the city-wide school desegregation plan ordered 
implemented in Boston this year by a federal court 
judge.

Irresponsible talks 

United States diplomatic representatives headed by 
Ellsworth Bunker, 81, supported by Henry Kissinger, 
are presently engaged in the unbelievable act of 
negotiating with representatives of the de facto 
revolutionary government of Panama. 

Panama is governed by self-proclaimed Brig. Gen. 
Omar Torrijos who is maintained in power soley by 
the support of secret police head, Manuel Noriega. 

The negotiations are a result of the 1964 riots started 
by Panamanian "maliantes" (hoodlums), against 
U.S. forces in the Canal Zone. 

ALLEGED PURPOSE of riots — upholding the 
dignity of the Panamanian flag. 

Actual purpose — unknown, except possibly to 
embarrass the U.S. 

Therefore, if is difficult to understand why the U.S. 
State Department feels obligated to "give away" our 
canal to the revolutionary government of Torrijos. 

A 1903 treaty with Panama granted the U.S. 
sovereign rights to the Canal Zone "in perpituity." 

Panama in its 72-year existence has had 59 changes 
in government, mostly by violence and assassination. 

RECENTLY, IN editorials, there has been 
reference concerning guerrilla warfare in the isth- 
mian jungles. A careful examination of these 
irresponsible statements will disclose that a problem 
of logistics in supplying a guerrilla force would be 
insurmountable. 

There are no inhabitants in the Darien jungle with 
the exception of a few indians. There are no highways, 
air fields, helicopter platforms or harbors. Most of all 
there is no mental desire or physical stamina present 
to conduct such a strenuous and hazardous effort. 

Also, one must deal with innuendoes concerning 
sabotage of the canal. This is a distinct possibility. 

But, the U.S. can surely protect a strip of land 10 
miles wide and 50 miles long from a nation whose 
armed forces number 6,000. 

Regardless of threats of war and sabotage, it must 
be recognized that the Panamanian government 
cannot provide the technical capability and financial 
responsibility so vitally needed to maintain the in- 
tricate operational structure of the canal system. 

ONE EXAMPLE might be to refer to demands by 
the Panamanian government to take over the main 
tai nance of the U.S. built trans isthmian 
between Panama City and Colon. 

This concession was made. And shortly thereafter, 
the highway deteriorated to the point at which the U.S. 
stepped in upon request of the Panamanian govern- 
ment to provide assistance in rebuilding the highway. 

The commercial value of the canal to the U.S. is well 
established by the fact that 70 per cent of the tonnage 
shipped through it has originated in or has been 
destined for the U.S. 

Rates have been kept minimal for shipping by the 
U.S. The rate increase put into effect by the Suez 
Canal authority should be evident of what will happen 
in Panama. 

It is essential to oppose the arrogant psuedo-poutical 
scientists 1 philosophical points of view and realize the 
actual situation.

Such a worldy blend would 
provide an aesthetic mixture to delight zoo visitors. I 
can think of nothing more boring than cage after 
cage of Caucasians. 

1 HAVE seen the present zoo facility, and I know 
money must be a problem, but zoo officials needn't 
travel to the ends of the earth in search of an in- 
teresting selection of children. They are available 
right here in Manhattan. 

Herds of racially-mixed children have been 
reported running wild in the Jardine Terrace area 
and I imagine Jardine residents are tired of this and 
would appreciate someone thinning out the 
marauding youngsters. 

Capturing the children might be a problem, so zoo 
officials should hire professional animal hunters who 
would be prepared to handle all situations.

Rieger forbids freebies

A recent guideline given to 
Manhattan city employes bans the 
acceptance of any gratuity. 

A memorandum dated Sept, 2 
was sent from Les Rieger, 
Manhattan City Manager, to all 
city department heads. It forbids 
city employes from accepting or 
soliciting "any fee, gift or other 
items from any person or com- 
pany who has done, is doing or 
may do business with the City of 



THE MEMORANDUM is the 
city's temporary policy statement 
on gratuities while a written 
policy is being prepared for 
submission to the City Com- 
mission. The gratuities question 
first came up at the Aug. 5 City 
Commission meeting. It was 
disclosed that an engineering 
consulting firm had offered 
City Royals baseball 
to City Engineer Bruce 
McCallum and Director of Service 

ac- 



would deal with a variety of 
gratuities facing city employes. 

"For example, what about 
offers of food and drinks we get at 
League meetings? Construction 
firms and other businesses set up 
hospitality rooms. The question is 
what do we accept from them, if 
anything," Rieger said. 

A PRELIMINARY draft for the 
gratuities guidelines will be 
submitted to the City Commission 
at their next regular session, 
September 16. Then it would go to 
the next commission work 
session, Rieger said. 

The Riley County Police 
Department (RCPD), autonomou 
of city departments, officially 
forbade gratuities in February, 
1974. Yet even before, the police 
department's position was to 
refuse all gratuities. The policy 



was started before the Riley 
County Sheriff Department 
merged with the city police force.

"AS FAR as I'm concerned he's a candidate," Laxalt told a group of 
reporters at the National Press Club.

"Because national political 
conventions bring out the kooks, 
we ha ve to take all the precautions 
necessary," he said, adding that 
the aborted assassination attempt 
against President Ford last week 
would probably result in tighter 
security for the convention. 

JERRY FOG EL, the Jackson 
County Republican chairperson, 
said the convention would give 
Missouri and Kansas GOP can- 
didates a boost if it is a united 
convention. 

There have been reports that 
President Ford favored Kansas 
City for the convention, and Fogel 
said that was probably because 
"he feels comfortable in this, the 
type of atmosphere that the

The increased enrollment at K -State does not

Bosco explained the amount of money available 
for allocations depends upon the "mix of full and 
part-time students." 

He is unsure of what that ratio is. 

"I hope to have an update on the enrollment 
estimate by Sept. 25, the night of final allocations,'' 
Bosco said. 

Full-time students pay $19.% in activities fees per 
semester while part-time students pay only $5.50. A 
higher part-time student enrollment would result in 
less activity fees available for allocation 

ACCORDING TO Bosco, senate allocated about 
$556,000 during tentative allocations last spring. 
That is $6,000 more than the $550,000 estimated to be 
available, based on a 16,400 enrollment figure. 

"We are in cooperation with the comptrollers 
office in coming up with an estimate of full and part- 
activity fee 



which sets the amount available for 
Bosco said. 

Organizations with tentatively allocated funds < 
use up to 25 per cent of the funds between July 1 and 
final allocations. 

"This gives groups an opportunity to program 
over the summer. If we didn't have this, they would 
be lying dormant over the summer," Bosco stated.

Veterans win 
war to switch 
Armistice Day 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House voted Tuesday, 410 to 0, to 
shift the Veterans Day federal 
holiday back to the traditional 
Nov. 11 date. The legislation was 
sent to President Ford 

Restoration of the observance to 
the anniversary of the armistice 
ending World War I had been an 
objective of veterans' 
organizations for years. The 
change was made in 1968, when 
Congress moved several holidays 
to Mondays to provide long 
weekends. 

THE SENATE had already 
passed the bill restoring the Nov. 
11 date. 

The Post Office and Civil Ser- 
vice Committee, which sent the 
measure to the House, reported 
that 46 states continue to 
recognize the traditional date or 
have returned to it.

WASHINGTON — Twenty-four millionaries 
escaped paying any federal taxes in 1973 and 15 
major oil companies paid foreign governments 
about eight times as much tax as they did to the 
United States in 1974, Rep. Charles Vanik said 
Tuesday. 

The Ohio Democrat said the data on millionaires 
came from the Internal Revenue Service and the 
data on oil companies from the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

Seven of the millionaires who escaped taxes had 
a total adjusted gross income of $17,783,000 — or an 
average of $2.54 million apiece, Vanik said in a 
House speech. 



SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Lynette "Squeaky" 
Fromme told a Manson trial attorney during a 
jailhouse visit that she never intended to shoot 
President Ford, the lawyer said Tuesday. 

Attorney Daye Shinn said he visited Miss 
Fromme on Monday and "she said, I wasn't going 
to shoot him. I just wanted to get some attention 
for a new trial for Charlie and the girls.'" 

An FBI source said Harold Eugene Boro gave 
Miss Fromme, 26, the .45-caliber automatic pistol 
that was seized by a Secret Service agent. The 
source described Boro as a 66-year-old grand- 
father who was "Sugar Daddy" to the Manson 
girls. 

LOS ANGELES — Universal Studios said 
Tuesday that in just 78 days "Jaws" has become 
the most successful motion picture in American 
film history. 

The movie, about an island resort terrorized by a 
great white shark, passed the previous record 
holder, "The Godfather," in U.S. and Canadian 
box-office receipts on Friday, Sept. 5, according to 
Variety's top films chart. 

The box-office gross at the end of 80 days was 
$124.3 million, Universal said. 

WICHITA — Bond for two Oklahoma City men 
was set at $25,000 each Tuesday after they were 
charged by federal authorities with distributing 
amphetamines at Wichita. 

George Ae Disc her, 38, and Wallace Truax, 45, 
appeared before a federal judge for setting of bond 
and reading of the charges. 

The two allegedly had brought 117,000 tablets of 
"speed" to Wichita Monday for a pre-arranged 
purchase by undercover agents of the federal lrug 
Enforcement Administration. Street value of the 
drugs was estimated at $25,000 by a police official, 
who said it was the biggest seizure of am- 
phetamines ever made in the area. 

NEW YORK - A strike by New York's 65,000 
teachers virtually shut down public schools for the 
city's 1.1 million students Tuesday, while in 
Chicago schools remained closed as a week-long 
teachers' strike continued. 

Dozens of other, smaller school systems also 
remained in the grip of teachers' strikes affecting 
hundreds of thousands of students, and the 
National Education Association released new 
figures Tuesday showing here have been more 
such strikes this year than last. 

The NEA, the largest organization representing 
teachers in contract negotiations, said it had ex- 
pected that because of the economy, there would 
be fewer strikes this year as local education 
associations realized hard-pressed schools did not 
have money for wage increases.

It was indeed encouraging to hear Sunday that Sen. 
Richard Schweiker, Pennsylvania Republican, is 
seeking to have the Senate Intelligence Committee 
take a new look at the assassination of President John 
Kennedy. 

What they'll discover will, without a doubt, be un- 
settling news for the American public. For if time 
hasn't already erased the evidence, it is likely they 
will find a cover-up so massive in scale as to dwarf the 
Watergate affair. After Watergate, maybe the public 
is ready for such news. 



WARREN COMMISSION critics received sub- 
stantial support this summer when one of the Com- 
mission's members, Judge Burt Griffin, admitted the 
case ought to be reopened. He said that though the 
Commission did not receive adequate answers to a 
number of questions, challenging the integrity of the 
FBI and CIA was not proper in 1964. 

The Senate Intelligence Committee, headed by Sen. 
Frank Church, is currently questioning the integrity of 
the CIA. While they are devoting time to a parade of 
improprieties conducted by the agency, it seems it is 
now "Drooer" to also turn attention to the Dallas af- 
fair. 

If the CIA maintained powers that could be directed 
toward murder for political purposes abroad, why is it 
inconceivable for them to direct that power toward 
for political purposes at home? 



A MOTIVE is at hand too. Theorists have cited a 
known CIA assassination training group, stationed in 
the Carribean, preparing for a second Bay of Pigs or 
the demise of Fidel Castro. 

Blaming Kennedy for the first Bay of Pigs fiasco and 
bitter about his order to halt their training, the group 
could have been redirected to a target date in Dallas. 

The FBI enters the theories in several ways, most 
notably that Oswald and his murderer, Jack Ruby, 
may have been FBI informants. The truth to that is 
contained in material locked in the National Archives 
since the assassination, not to be opened until 2038. 

But the paramount reason to reinvestigate is that 
the Warren Report will not stand the test of time as the 
answer to what happened. The lone-assassin theory is 
a joke. 

OSWALD, one man, is credited with an act that 
could have included up to four other gunmen. He was 
obviously framed, and the Commission was left in the 
embarrassing position of either pinning it all on 
Oswald or coming up with the real killers. 

American history has been dramatically 
manipulated by assassination in the last 12 years. 
During that period key leaders in pivotal positions 
were disposed of, altering the natural course of this 
country. 

With JFK, Robert Kennedy, Martin Luther King, 
and George Wallace we are expected to believe the 
lone-assassin explanation. 

Watergate, though, has shown us dark corners of 
political and intelligence circles. The American public 
is no longer satisfied with explanations presented 
during a more naive time.

DETROIT (AP) — A federal grand jury investigating the disap- 
pearance of Jimmy Hoffa was looking Tuesday into the recent activities 
of Frank Fitzsimmons, Hoffa s successor and later his rival as top man 
in the Teamsters union. 

Meanwhile Hoffa's son said publicly for the first time that he believes 
his father is dead. James Hoffa said he thinks his father was 



Young Hoffa, a lawyer, said his belief is based on the fact that the 
former union boss has been missing for nearly six weeks, but in- 
vestigators still have no solid leads as to his whereabouts. 

"Whoever assassinated my father did it in such a way that we won't 
find him," young Hoffa said. 

IN THE GRAND jury investigation, a motel employe said Tuesday he 
told the panel "a man named Frank Fitzsimmons" checked in at the 
Fairlane Inn in Dearborn four days before Hoffa disappeared. A co- 



owner of a Detroit restaurant, Larco's Inn, also testified Tuesday but 
would not reveal what he said. 

The other co-owner of Larco's Inn has said the FBI several weeks ago 
interviewed him about reports — which he denied — that Fitzsimmons 
met at Larco's with two reputed Mafia figures less than five days before 
Hoffa dropped from sight July 30. 

The motel employe, night auditor Edmund Lalonde, 67, of the 
Fairlane, said he told the grand jury "a man named Frank Fitz- 
simmons" checked in alone between midnight and 1 a.m. July 26. 



Ford vetoes extension 
of oil price limitations 



WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford finally issued his 
long-expected veto of extending 
oil price controls Tuesday, sen- 
ding the dispute back to Congress 
for a showdown vote that Ford is 
expected to win. 

The collision between Ford and 
Congress over oil prices is 
scheduled for 3 p.m. today as the 
Senate attempts to override his 
veto. 

Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb said he thinks 
Congress will sustain the 
President's action by a close vote. 
Key Democrats have also said 
they expect to fail in the override 
attempt. 

If the veto is not overridden, 
then Congress faces the choice of 
approving a gradual removal of 
controls, as proposed by the 
President, or accepting the 
sudden, complete decontrol which 
took effect Sept. 1, and which 
would allow swift price hikes. 



THE VETO had been 
for more than a month, and Ford 
said he was acting in order to 
nudge Congress into action rather 
than allow matters to slide into the 
1976 election year. 

Kleppe named 

nominee for 
Interior post 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Thomas 
Kleppe, head of the Small 
Business Administration, an 
agency shaken last year by a loan 
scandal, was nominated Tuesday 
by President Ford to be secretary 
of Interior. 

Kleppe was not held responsible 
for the problems in the SBA, but 
some members of Congress called 
for his resignation because of 
alleged deficencies in his 
management of the agency. 

KLEPPE, 56, is a former 
Republican congressman from 
North Dakota. If confirmed, he 
would succeed Stanley Hathaway, 
who submitted his resignation 
July 25. Hathaway, who served 
only six weeks in the Interior job, 
resigned for health reasons. 

Kleppe was named ad- 

1971 by former President Richard 
Nixon and was asked by President 
Ford to continue in that job.

York State began trying to borrow 
hundreds of millions of dollars for 
New York City on Tuesday only 
hours after state legislators ap- 
proved a $2.3 billion plan to keep 
the city from fiscal default. 

"We're looking for takers," 
Gov. Hugh Carey. 

The state comptroller's office 
sought an offer from a syndicate 
of banks to buy $755 million in 



a continuing fiscal crisis 
which has plagued the city for the 
past year and which has almost 
forced it into default on its

In Washington, Treasury 
Secretary William Simon briefed 
President Ford on the latest 
developments in the city's 
financial crisis. Mayor Abraham 
Beame and Carey had had earlier 
asked for federal aid but were 
rejected by the President. 

PRESIDENTIAL Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 
has not changed his mind and 
"there is no plan to provide 
federal financial assistance to 
New York City." 

There were no bids from banks 
by the end of business Tuesday. 
The interest rate offered by the 
banks would be viewed as the first 
test of the plan's ability to restore 
investor confidence in the city. 

The package was designed to

WASHINGTON (AP) — A cache 
of deadly poisons capable of 
killing "many thousands of 
people" was secretly maintained 
by the CIA in violation of a 
presidential order, the chair- 
person of the Senate intelligence 
committee confirmed Tuesday. 

The poisons, consisting of cobra 
venom and a shellfish toxin, were 
discovered by agency in- 
vestigators at a CIA laboratory 
earlier this year, said Frank 
Church, Idaho Democrat. 

Tilt: DISCOVERY came five 
years after former President 
Richard Nixon ordered the 



destruction of stockpiles of 
biological and chemical warfare 
agents, Church said. 

"There was enough to kill many 
thousands of people," Church 
said, adding that "a very small 
amount" of the shellfish toxin 
"brings on instantaneous death." 

Former director Richard 
Helms, who headed the agency at 
the time the order to destroy such 
substances was issued, will be 
questioned about the matter in

"There is also the possibility of 
polluting the ground water supply, 
or of bringing algae down from the 
top," he added. 

There has been some talk of 
making more reservoirs in 
eastern Kansas, and pumping the 
water west, Bagely said, but the 
idea is not economically feasible 
yet. 

"Kansas is flat, but it has quite 
an uphill tilt," he explained. "If a 
reservoir was made in the Flint 
Hills near here and pumped west, 
it would mean transporting it 250 
to 300 miles, and lifting it nearly 
3,000 feet." 

IF PUMPING from wells was 
regulated, the supply would last 
longer, Bagely said, but irrigation 
could not be restricted to the rate 
of recharge. The cut-back would 
be too severe, he said, 

"Even if the water supply for 
irrigation was depleted, most 
domestic wells could still get 
water," Bagely said. 

In the past, farmers in western 
Kansas believed their wells would 
never run dry because they were 
tapping a huge underground river 
from the Rocky Mountains,

Much irrigation is now made 
possible by rivers in that area, but 
there is no room for additional 
development there, Bagely said. 
It is possible to pump a river dry, 
he added. 

There is little individual effort 
to conserve ground water for 
future generations, Bagely said. 

"The question of whether to 
mine the water is the same as the 
question of whether to mine coal," 
he said. "Who's to say we should 
leave it in the ground?" 

BY THE water rights laws of 
Kansas, the land owners has no 
choice of whether to save his 
water supply, because his neigh- 
bor will tap the same supply, and 
lower the entire water level, 
Bagely explained. 

"Unlike coal, water flows and is 
evenly distributed," he said. 
"This promotes premature 
depletion — there's no incentive to 
save it for your grandchildren. ' ' 

Last spring, a ground water 
district was formed through an 
election by the citizens of several 
west-central counties of Kansas. 

"The ground water district has 
the power to restrict people in that 
area," Bagely said. "There may 
be rules to prevent waste of water, 
or to specify well spacing. Another 
thing they could do is to stop 
further development of 
irrigation," he said.

Travel costs 
rise despite 
voucher cuts 

TOPEKA (AP) - Despite Gov. 
Robert Bennett's announced 
crackdown on out-of-state travel 
by Kansas officials, the cost to the 
state for that purpose increased 
6.7 per cent during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30. 

A report prepared by the state 
Department of Administration for 
the governor and made public 
Tuesday shows Kansas spent $2.3 
million on out-of-state travel 
during fiscal year 1975. 

A spokesperson for the governor 
said there were 39.2 per cent fewer 
travel vouchers approved by 
Bennett since he became governor 
than for the comparable period of 
1974. However, travel by officials 
under someone else's jurisdiction 
increased to more than was offset 
by Bennett's cutback.

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Sihanouk returns 
after 5-year exile 

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
onetime playboy who led Cambodia for nearly three decades as 
king, premier and chief of state, returned to his royal palace from 
five years' exile on Tuesday as the nominal head of the Com- 
munist-led government. 

There was no indication what role the popular and mercurial 
leader would play in the new government. 

Phnom Penh radio said the 52-year-old prince flew from Peking 
in a special Boeing 707 jetliner with his wife Monique and his

Sihanouk — who gained the reputation of a master tight-rope 
walker during the years he maneuvered Cambodia politically 
between East and West, left and right — reviewed the troops, 
saluted the Khmer ! 
welcome, the radio reported. 



THEN THE prince and his family were driven to the Royal 
Palace in downtown Phnom Penh. 

It seemed unlikely the prince would consent to a purely 
ceremonial role. He has said he will act aa the Cambodian 
government's spokesperson abroad, and his first appearance in 
this role is expected to be at the U.N. General Assembly session in 
New York later this month. 

Earlier reports from the official Chinese news agency Hsinhua , 
monitored in Tokyo, said Sihanouk had been cheered by tern of 
thousands as he left Peking for his "glorious return." 

The Chinese, who hosted Sihanouk in relatively regal style 
during most of his five-year exile, apparently arranged his return 
to Phnom Penh in hopes of increasing their influence in Cambodia, 
Soon after Sihanouk left, Hsinhua reported that Sun Hao, Peking's 
ambassador to Cambodia, had left to assume his post in Phnom 
Penh. 



Teamsters, UFW seek votes 



Salinas farm workers select union 



Salinas, Calif. (AP) — Farm 
workers on the two biggest lettuce 
farms in the nation went to the 
polls Tuesday to decide whether 
they want the Teamsters or the 
United Farm Workers (UFW) 
union to represent them. A crucial 
vote is set Wednesday at the 
world's largest winery. 

At Inter harvest, the nation's 
largest lettuce grower, and Bud 
Antle, the second largest, 
balloting began early in the 
morning in this rich agricultural 
valley well known as a backdrop 
for John Steinbeck novels. No vote 
results were expected Tuesday. 

Two bitter union rivals, the 
powerful Teamsters and Cesar 
Chavez' underdog UFW were 
pitted head-on in the battle to 
represent the state's field 



ALSO WEDNESDAY, what 
promises to be the most dramatic 
head- to-head battle between the 
two unions was scheduled at the 
E&J GaHo Winery at Modesto in 
the San Joaquin Valley, 70 mile* 
northeast of the Salinas Valley. 

Chavez has pushed a nationwide 
boycott against Gallo wines since 
1973 when his union lost the 
contract it had held at the winery

Under a new state law that went 
into effect Aug. 28, California's 
farm workers may vote to choose 
which union, if any, they want to 
represent them at the bargaining 
table.

High sum paid kidney M.D.'s 
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■V- WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government ii paying some 
doctors more than $100,000 a year 
to provide mostly routine care for 
artificial kidney machine 
patients. 

For fees that run from $90 to 
$192 per patient per month, the 
doctors are on retainer to provide 
all non hospital care a kidney 
patient requires, although some 
patients may need only a monthly 
checkup. 

Under the program a doctor in 
an urban area with responsibility 
for 45 patients could receive 
$103,680 a year In retainer fees 
from the government. In addition, 
he could bill bis patients for an 
additional 20 per cent or $20,736 
because the government 
payments represent only 80 per 
cent of what a doctor is allowed to 



PHYSICIANS involved in the 
program don't dispute the high 
salaries. Some defend them, 
citing the long hours and the 
necessity of being on call nights, 
weekends and holidays. 

The payments are made under a 
Medicare program established in 
1873 to shoulder the high costs of 
artificial kidney mac h i n e treat- 



When Congress created the 
program two years ago, 
lawmakers estimated its cost this 
fiscal year at $198 million. 
Projections now call for ex- 
penditures of $300 million. 

Costs are expected to exceed $1 
billion a year by the mid-1980s, a 
Social Security official estimated. 

" I COULD be making a lot more 
money outside of an artificial 
kidney center," said a doctor who 
disclosed his income from the 
federal program is in the "low six 
figures." 

"You ask if that isn't a lot of 
money? And I say yes," he said 

"Could it be cut back? Yes, it 
could. Many of us could live with 
smaller fees."

WASHINGTON (AP) - First it was a shortage of canning lids, and 
now it appears that some of the lids are not up to snuff, according to 
Rep. Tom Harkin, Iowa Democrat. 

Harkin said he is getting complaints about the lids from his con- 
stituents. 

"We've heard from quite a few people who say the canning lids just 
aren't sealing," Harkin said Tuesday, "Evidently the rubber that is on 
the lids is being put on in a thinner and lesser amount than used to be. As 
a result, much of the food that was being stored in these jars is spoiled."

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Energy veto upheld 



WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate failed to override 
President Ford's veto Monday of a 
bill extending oil price controls for 
six months. The vote was con- 
sidered a major victory for Ford 
in the struggle to determine the 
future course of the nation's 
energy policy. 

The 61-39 tally fell six votes 
short of the two-thirds majority 
necessary to override a veto. 
Democratic leaders virtually 
conceded defeat two days before 
the vote. 

UNLESS CONGRESS and the 
administration can reach 
agreement on a temporary ex- 
tension and gradual phase-out of 
controls, the failure to override 
the veto is expected to force 
Americans soon to pay more for 
fuel, food and most consumer 
goods. 

Various studies give varying 
reports on the impact of decontrol. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office has estimated that sudden 
decontrol of oil prices might in- 
crease consumer prices by almost 
2 per cent by the end of 1977 and 
increase unemployment by about 
0.6 per cent - some 600,000 jobs.

A new zoo procedures policy and 
recommendations for im- 
provements will be submitted to 
the Manhattan City Commission 
by Jan. 1, according to Jim Ellis, 
city parks director.

"Athletes who take these kinds of drugs regularly 
develop a need to take more to get the same effect," 
Sinclair said. "They create a physical dependence. 

"I presume many of these athletes still have a 
need for these pills even after they're through 
playing. Once you get used to facing life through 
taking pills, it s difficult to stop." 

Sinclair said stimulants apparently play an im- 
portant mental role for the athletes who take them. 

"Athletes taking stimulants think they're ac- 
complishing their task better, when in reality they're 
doing much worse," be said. "They think they're 
doing a hell of a job, even though they're not. 

"I presume another reason athletes take these 
drugs is that football may not be quite as much fun 
as it seems to be. 
"Drug taking also involves a snowballing type of

Keyes said Fromme would be 
arraigned this morning. He said 
he was barred by a publicity gag 
order from making any other 
comments on the case but did 
reveal that extraordinary security 
measures surrounding the grand 
jury session were instituted at the 
request of witnesses. 

"THERE WAS CONCERN 
expressed by potential witnesses 
that they didn't want to be iden- 
tified," he said. However, he 
declined to say whether they 
feared for their safety.

NEW ORLEANS — The Army court-martial 
conviction of William Calley Jr. for the murder of 
22 Vietnamese civilians at My Lai was re-instated 
by a federal appeals court Wednesday. 

The 8-5 decision by the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals rejected the defense contention, upheld in 
lower courts, that publicity had made Calley 
immune to trial. The ruling dealt with legal issues 
remaining in the case. 

However, the 32-year-old former lieutenant 
remains free on bail livng as a civilian in 
Columbus, Ga. t since his conviction was over- 
turned Sept. 25, 1974. The Army has said that even 
if Calley lost the appeal he would be immediately 
paroled. 

BOSTON — The visible presence of police and 
troops is keeping the peace at desegregated 
schools in Boston and Louisville, Ky., and a non- 
violent atmosphere apparently is helping pupils to 
return to classrooms. 

National Guardsmen were still on hand in 
Louisville Wednesday as attendance at Jefferson 
County schools there increased for the second 
straight day. 

Officials in the Louisville- Jefferson County 
school system, the nation's 12th largest, reported 
that attendance headed for the highest level since 
the semester began. It- was the city's fifth day of 
school desegregation. 

Motorcycle police again protected buses in 
Boston as they rolled into the city's Charleston and 
South Boston sections with black pupils. 

NEW YORK - The state paid a record-high 
interest rate for $755 million in securities it sold 
Wednesday to start raising cash for crisis-ridden 
New York City and for the state's own needs. 

For $250 million worth of revenue anticipation 
notes maturing Sept. 14, 1976, the state had to pay 
an 8.7 per cent interest rate, according to a 
spokesman for State Comptroller Arthur Levitt. 

The previous record for state securities was 6.75 
per cent in 1970. 

The notes are the state's first effort to im- 
plement a $2.3-billion plan approved by the 
legislature Tuesday to save the city from financial 
collapse through a default on its massive 
obligations. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan. — The threat of a weekend 
strike for more pay by Kansas City, Kan., police 
was eased with a joint statement Wednesday by 
Mayor Jack Reardon and Richard Sullivan, police 
spokesman. 

Their statement, issued following a meeting 
between Sullivan, president of the local chapter of 
the Fraternal Order of Police, and the city com- 
mission, called for an immediate halt to a current 
work slowdown by officers. 

The joint statement also stated there would be no 
Friday deadline for a strike by police, and that 
negotiations on a settlement would continue. The 
next meeting between police and city negotiators 
was scheduled for Friday. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — The Lebanese government 
switched army commanders Wednesday and 
ordered troops to intervene between Moslems and 
Christians fighting each other with mortars, 
bombs and grenades in northern Lebanon. 

The decision to name Brig. Gen. Hanna Said as 
the new commander and send in the army came 
after a week of deadly clashes between sectarian 
militiamen. 

The week's fighting — mostly involving 
Moslems from Tripoli and Christians from the 
nearby village of Zagharta — has killed at least 100 
persons and wounded about 250 by official count.

Bicentennialism 

The Bicentennial has gushed in on a wave of 
marketing glitter. 

With each message congratulating the Bicentennial, 
business ex tolls getting in the spirit and spending. 

Some denounce the commercialism and urge us to 
focus on the ideals on which this country was founded. 

But it appears what America has preserved over the 
last 200 years has not been the global ringing of 
democracy. Instead, it is an economic way of life — 
capitalism. 

PERHAPS Bicentennial commercialism is fitting. It 
symbolizes the Big Business spirit of America, 
capitalizing on political ideology for the sake of the 
dollar. 

It's grand to think the American Revolution was a 
product of calls for liberty and justice. In fact, it was 
the economic oppression of Britian that rebels sought 
to escape. 

Primarily the well-to-do merchants and land-owners 
supported the revolution. As for democratic rule, 
skepticism and fear of granting real control to the 
masses spurred the Constitutional Convention of 1787. 
The electoral college was a token gesture that left real 
control with the elite. 

Some claim America has evolved into a symbol of 
political ideals. They point to the post-WWII Marshall 
Plan as the true stuff of American generosity and 
spirit. 

But freedom-ringers forget that it provided a 
desperately needed economic outlet for an American 
economy which had gorged itself on the war. It proved 
a convenient and powerful tool of an ensuing Cold War 
that provided viable justification for political, military 
and, most important, economic intervention. 



SINCE THEN, capitalistic ent 
and political freedoms, its pawn. 

Recent revelations of plots to overthrow govern- 
ments in Iran, Sudan, Syria and Ecuador, to name a 
few, are ample evidence. 

The most spectacular political sabotage was the 
toppling of Salvador Allende's Marxist regime in Chile 
when American Big Business was threatened by 
na t i ona 1 i za tion . 

The gains in civil liberties and personal freedoms 
are not to be denied. But these gains have been 
tolerated by an economic elite steadfast in its 



Appallingly so, Big Business has programmed 
Americans into consumer ogres, smug and satisfied so 
long as appetites are fed. 

When the Freedom Train, commemorating the 
Bicentennial, displays K a re em Abdul Jabbar's 
basketball shoes but pays no tribute to Woodrow 
Wilson, it merely affirms America's priorities. 

So America, spend that buck, invest shrewdly and 
let the spirit grow.

Three injured

Chile's junta survives 



SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 
Chile's military junta observes its 
second year in power today, beset 
by economic problems and in- 
ternational criticism regarding 
alleged violations of human 
rights. 

<, The junta, nevertheless, seems 
determined to carry out its 
programs and close its ears to 
protests. 

"People should understand that 
we aren't politicians and that we 
are trying to run a government to 
help the nation and none of us is 
what you would call a nice guy, 
especially me," Gen. Augusto 
Pinochet said in a magazine in- 
terview. "The country is more 
important than being a nice guy." 

The four-man junta, of which 
Pinochet is the president, has 
expressed a determination to 
"extract the cancer of Marxism" 
from Chile for good, no matter 
how long the surgery takes. 

"I WILL DIE and so will my 
successor," said the 60-year-old 
Pinochet recently, "I 
*" won't be elections." 



When the junta — army chief 
Pinochet, as well as the com- 
manders of the navy, air force and 
national police — seized power 
Sept. 11, 1973, the country was in a 
state of near political anarchy. 

President Salvador Allende, the 
Marxist elected in 1970 as stan- 
dard-bearer of a coalition of half a 
dozen leftist parties, was 
challenged daily by nationwide 
strikes and bloody street battles 
waged by antileft groups. Allende 
died in the 1973 coup. The 
government claims he killed 
himself. 

The junta has dissolved all left- 
wing parties, placed all others on 
"indefinite recess" and closed 
Congress. 

Agents of the junta's growing 
Direccion de Inteligencia 
Nacional, better known as DINA, 
rigidly enforce the ban on political 
activity by arresting anyone 
suspected of engaging in any 
meetings or other actions deemed 
to be of a political nature. 

THOUSANDS WERE picked up 
in the months after the coup and 



some 9,000 Chileans and foreign 
residents left the country. Several 
thousand political prisoners 
remain in detention centers. 

The average Chilean, however, 
has other things to worry about on 
the second anniversary of what is 
now known as "the day of national 
liberation." 

The junta inherited an economy 
near shambles. The cost of living 
has averaged 400 per cent a year 
in the last three years as a partial 
result of Allende 's policy of 
freezing prices while raising 
workers' salaries by nearly 100 
per cent.

DISCOUNTING any evidence of "panic-buying or hoarding on the part 
of consumers," Robert E. Liedquist told the subcommittee that the 
nationwide shortage resulted from "unprecedented demand which the 
industry was unprepared to supply, despite substantial increases in jar- 
lid production." 

Liedquist, acting director of the FTC's Bureau of Competition, said the 
industry expected a 30 per cent increase in demand but the real jump 
"has been astronomical." 

"Manufacturers did not try to take advantage of it, price-wise," he 
said, noting the last price increase was a relatively small one of 4.5 per 
cent, or a penny per dozen lids, at the manufacturing level, last 
February. 

He said the commission has ordered its staff to monitor the home- 
canning equipment industry's preparations for the upcoming season and 
will report back to Congress. 

THE KTC said it found no evidence of collusion between lid 
manufacturers and commercial food processors to withhold lids from 
the market. 

Allocation programs by manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers 
"have not diminished the available supply of lids, but have contributed 
to the confusion," Liedquist said.

SURVEYS AND investigations 
conducted in various areas of 
consumerism are another CRB 
duty.

"But if it gets to the point where even one animal lacks treatment 
because of an over-sized zoo, then that is one animal too many." 

Commissioner Robert Linder said the city's mandate to Jim Ellis was 
"pretty clear." 

"We want that study done to determine whether we should get in or out 
of the zoo business all the way," he said. "We're tired of this half-in, half-

council last night in a report to the 
Student Senate. 

"The athletic department is 
running over its budget," said 
Kerry Patrick, student IAC 
member. "They have overspent in 
the thousands of dollars, and 
unless the attitude of the faculty 
and alumni members of the IAC 
change, we are going to be faced 
with the same problems the old 
athletic council faced" 

Patrick said that the IAC had 
been equipped with the power to 
"slap the hands" of athletic 
department overspending. He 
said indications were that faculty 
and alumni members of the 
council would be reluctant to do 
so. 

"I DON'T expect them to be 
anywhere close to the black in the 
financial deficit if that is the at- 
titude they take." John Lewis, 
LAC member, said 

The students also said that they 
felt slighted by the faculty and 
alumni members in IAC meetings. 

"They seem to think that 
because student ticket sales are 
down we have little voice in IAC 
decisions," Patrick said 

The LAC members said they will 
discuss the matter with President 
Acker Wednesday. 

One IAC effort to raise athletic 
fund money was reported by the 
students. Athletic Director Ernie 
Barrett wanted to initiate a 
student referendum, they said 
soliciting $10 from each student. 
With 17,000 students on campus, 
Barret thought this would bring in 
$170,000, the IAC members said 

THE IDEA, they said, was to 
put all this money into funds for 
the non-revenue sports, and 



putting football revenue saved in 
this way back into the football 
program. 

"I think this is realistic." Ruth 
Barr, IAC member, said, "With 
inflation the way it is, there won't 
be any money left for the non- 
revenue sports." Barr added that 
it was no longer realistic to think 
that football revenue can carry all 
the other sports. 

"The non-revenue sports simply 
don't draw the crowds." she said 

In other legislative action the 
senate tabled for the third week a 
resolution to approve campus and 
entertainment policy. The policy 
would provide for bringing 
professional entertainers to the 
campus, and outline specific 
conditions under which the en- 
tertainment would be handled.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department revised 
slightly downward on Thursday 
its forecast of a record U.S. grain 
harvest. But toe prediction in- 
dicated ample grain would be 
produced to permit further sales 
to the Soviet Union. 

The corn crop is expected to 
total nearly 5.69 billion bushels, 
USDA said. Wheat production was 
estimated at 2.14 billion bushels. 
Both are records. 

If the wheat harvest comes in at 
the predicted level, it would mean 
the United States would have 
nearly 769 million bushels of 
wheat available for foreign sale 
without jeopardizing domestic 
supplies.

Although the forecasts indicate 
ample grain will be available for 
foreign sale, uncertainty over the 
actual harvest has prompted 
some speculation in the com- 
modity market and caused some 
price increases. 

Agriculture Department 
economists say the grain pur- 
chased thus far by the Soviet 
Union will add about 1.5 per cent 
to consumer food prices through 
1976. 

PRESIDENT FORD, cam- 
paigning in New Hampshire, did 
not rule out the possibility that the 
United States might attempt to 
swap American wheat for Soviet 
oil. In an interview, Ford said, "I 
wouldn't rule out the possibility 
that that might materialize, " 

In a round of orders two months ^ 
ago, the Soviets purchased 177 I :r 
million bushels of corn, 154 million 
of wheat and 51 million bushels of 
barley. 



Fromme removed from court 



SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme, at 
her arraignment for attempted 
murder of President Ford, was 
ousted from federal court 
Thursday when she demanded 
justice for redwood trees and told 
the judge: "The gun is pointed, 
your honor." 

The red-robed Fromme, 26, a 
disciple of mass murderer 
Charles Manson, demanded to 
speak despite the judge's warning 
that she might prejudice her 
chance for a fair trial. 

"This is more important to me 
at this time," Miss Fromme 
declared in a clear, calm voice 
over a courtroom microphone. 
"I'm the one that has to sit in the 
cell and worry about It" 

After a second warning from 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
MacBride, she launched her 
rambling ■

"THERE IS an army of young 
people and children who want to 
clean up this earth, the redwood 
trees," she began. 

The judge interrupted, but she 
went on: "I want you to order the 
corps of government engineers to 



"The gun is pointed, your 
honor," she said firmly as the 
judge tried to silence her. "The 
gun is pointed. Whether it goes off 

is up to you." 

The judge then ordered her 
removed from court. 

Leaving quietly in the escort of 
a marshal who grasped her arm, 
Fromme said cheerfully : "I hope 
I wasn't rude." The judge assured 
her she wasn't, and he said he 
would do everything he could to 
have her tried in 60 to 90 days. 

FROMME IS the first person to 
be tried on the charge of at- 
tempted murder of the President, 
a charge enacted after the 
assassination of President John 
Kennedy in 1973. Conviction 
carries a maximum life sentence. 

Miss Fromme was clad in the 
red "nun's robe" she has worn in 
honor of her jailed leader Manson. 
She waived reading of the in- 
dictment at her arraignment 
moments before her outburst. 



Her federal public defender 
Richard Walker, asked for more 
time before entering a plea, and a 
hearing was set for Sept. 19. 

Another hearing was set for 
next Tuesday on Walker's request 
for reduction of Fromme's bail, 
now set at one million. He also 
asked that a publicity "gag" order 
on Fromme be lifted so she can 
speak freely to the news media.

WASHINGTON — The Central Intelligence 
Agency explored ways in 1960 to poison Congolese 
leader Patrice Lumumba, a former head of the 
agency's clandestine operations said Thursday. 

In an interview, Richard Bissell, said, "There 
was an occasion when the feasibility of an action of 
that kind was investigated," but Bissell added that 
he personally decided not to implement plans "for 
various operational reasons." 

Then-CIA director Allen Dulles was aware of the 
planning effort, Bissell stated, but he said be did 
not know whether anyone outside the agency was 
informed. 

WASHINGTON — Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
systematically paid kickbacks to high officials of 
the Indonesian Air Force and took steps to conceal 
the payments from U.S. tax authorities, according 
to documents released Thursday. 

The documents also show Lockheed paid hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in "under the table" 
money to sell airplanes to the Saudi Arabian 
government but worried whether Lockheed's 
middleman siphoned off the money for himself. 

The 205 pages of Lockheed memoranda, cables 
and other internal correspondence was released 
by the Senate subcommittee on multinational 
corporations, which is scheduled to question 
Lockheed officials in public Friday. 

DETROIT — A grand jury investigating the 
disappearance of former Teamster boss James 
Hoffa questioned associates of a Mafia family 
Thursday, but the head of the probe refused to say 
whether union President Frank Fitzsimmons 
would be subpoenaed. 

"I cannot comment on that," said U.S. Atty. 
Ralph Guy. However, he confirmed the claim of 
Fitzsimmons' attorney that no subpoena has yet 
been issued for the Teamsters president. 

Last Tuesday the grand jury questioned several 
witnesses about the presence of Fitzsimmons in 
Detroit shortly before Hoffa disappeared July 30. 

KANSAS CITY — Specialists put the blood of the 
Rev. Danny Valdez through a separator Thursday 
in the hope some of its white cells can save the life 
of his desperately ill cousin in Denver. 

Valdez flew in from Denver and about 1 p. m. 
was needled into the machine at the Community 
Blood Center of Kansas City. 

It hoped to have 400 milliliters of white cells 
ready between 5 and 6 p.m. for a flight back to 
Denver. 

TEL AVIV — Israeli warplanes strafed and 
rocketed a Palestinian refugee camp in southern 
Lebanon Thursday, killing two persons afld 
wounding five, Lebanese officials said. 

They said the attack was on the Borgholieh 
camp eight miles north of the port city of Tyre, and 
that it was the third Israeli air raid on the teeming 
settlement in the last two weeks. 

The Tel Aviv command gave no details of the 
raid except to say it was directed against 
suspected guerrilla targets and that all planes 
returned safely to their bases in Israel. 

ST. LOUIS — Consumer and industry groups 
charged in federal court Thursday that the 
government's proposed meat grading standards 
would result in higher beef prices. 

The groups asked three judges of the 8th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals to invalidate the stan- 
dards, which they said would mean that "the 
consumers won't be able to buy the grade of beef 
they want." 

But the Department of Justice contends that the 
courts cannot interfere with the way the govern- 
ment decides to label the quality of beef that ends 
up on grocery shelves unless there was a major 
irregularity in drawing up the plans.

Maybe it's about time somebody said it but nobody 
at K -State seems to give a damn about the non- 
revenue sports other than the athletes themselves. 

There's been a lot of griping about the In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Council cutting men's wrestling, 
golf and tennis and women's swimming, gymnastics 
and tennis off the budget — from the athletes them- 
selves.

For some reason, 1 have thought college students 
of today were becoming more international in 
outlook and less imperialistic in attitude. If the 
Collegian editorial of Sept. 9 is representative, 1 
certainly was wrong. 

That editorial is the epitome of the "might makes 
right" mentality that has been the cornerstone of our 
Latin American policy for too many years. It is high 
time we North Americans realize that over the long 
run our interests are closely linked with those of 
Latin America and we cannot .therefore, continue to 
think of Latin Americans as a lower class of people 



IT MUST BE realized that pride and dignity are 
very important to people, no less to Latin Americans 
than to us, and to a large degree that is what the 
nationalistic uprisings in Latin America are all 
about. It is closely related to the current treaty 
negotiations with Panama. 

Let us consider : 
the Canal Zone, 

Panama became an independent nation by 
secession from Colombia on November 3, 1903, with 
a U.S. ship in the harbor of Colon to make sure 
Colombia did not fight back. 

Three days later, the U.S. officially recognized 
Panama as a sovereign nation and on Nov. 18, 1903, 
signed the Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty with a French- 
man who diplomatically represented the new 
nation. Other diplomatic representatives did not 
arrive in Washington in time and were unhappy with 
the provisions of the treaty. 

IN REPORTING to the Senate, Secretary of State 
John Hay noted that "...we shall have a treaty very 
satisfactory, very advantageous, to the United 
States and, we must confess... not advantageous to 
Panama." 

The U.S. was granted in perpituity the exercise of 
all rights and powers it would possess if it were the 
sovereign in the Canal Zone. This is perhaps a subtle 
but vital distinction from the U.S. actually being the 
sovereign. 

It is not "our canal". For this very remarkable 
concession, the U.S. paid Panama $10 million, with a 
1230,000 annuity, later raised to $430,000 (1936) and 
to $1,930,000 (1965), which is the 



should be flown together in selected locations in the 
Zone, but no flags should be flown at the schools, due 
to political sensitivities.) 

When a group of Panamanian students entered the 
Canal Zone to raise their flag, it was torn in the 
ensuing scuffle. The Panamanian students fled from 
the Zone, destroying property on the way, and the 
riots were on, resulting in 21 Panamanian and four 
American deaths. 

The deeper cause of the riots was rising 
nationalistic sentiments associated with effectively 
having a foreign country dividing their country, and 
over which they had no control. It is true that 
Panama abrogated their rights by treaty, but times 
have changed in 72 years. Perhaps we can un- 
derstand the feeling if we had let some nation take 
permanent control of the Mississippi River at the 
turn of the century. I feel confident we would have 
renegotiated the treaty, or more probably have 
kicked them out, long ago, 

The Canal is important to the entire world, and 
particularly to Latin America, since roughly 80 per 
cent of the imports and exports of Peru, Chile an? 
Ecuador pass through the Canal. 

FURTHERMORE, Panama indirectly benefits 
through U.S. purchases and payments of wages to 
Panamanians, which amounted to about $167 million 
in 1971. It is obviously in the best interest of all 
parties to maintain smooth operation of the Canal. 

it seems to me that Panama has very legitimate 
grievances that could be resolved, which would 
make for significantly better long-term relations and 
assure the continuity of efficient canal operation. 
These include the very low annuity paid for im- 
mensely valuable rights, the "in perpetuity" clause, 
the lack of ability to enforce Panamanian laws and 
government in the Canal Zone — a part of Panama, 
the holding of large areas of land by the U.S. that are 
unused, and the lack of Panamanian enterprises in 
the Zone. 

Furthermore, Panamanians would like to hold 
more of the important jobs in operating the Canal. 
Contrary to the sentiments expressed in the 
editorial, it would be very difficult for the U.S. to 
maintain operation of the Canal and fight a guerril _ 
and negotiation is certainly a better route. 



AS INDICATED in the editorial, current 
negotiations were sparked by an incident in 1964 that 
brought long-submerged frustrations to a boil. 

Contrary to the editorial contention of 
Panamanian "maliantes," the flag -raising incident 
was sparked by American students trying to raise 
the American flag at Balboa High School, in defiance 
of the Zone Governor's request. (The official U.S. 
position was that American and Panamanian flags 



AS WE START our Bicentennial, we norte- 
americanos must begin respecting the rights and 
dignities of our less powerful neighbors to the south 
and realize that our future is intimately linked with 
theirs. 

We need much less of the arrogant rhetoric of the 
editorial and a greater spirit of conciliation in 
grievances and resolving them.

For years the U.S. tried to force 
Colombia into signing a treaty 
whereby the U.S. would be 
flowed to build and control a 
transisthmian canal through 
Panama.

"ON JAN. 22, 1903, U.S. 
Secretary of State John Hay 
persuaded Tomas Her ran, 
Colombian charge d' affairs in 
Washington, to sign a treaty 
giving the U.S. rights to build, 
operate and control a canal in 
Panama. This was ratified by the 
U.S. Senate in March 1903, but was 
rejected by the Colombians in 
August. 

On Nov. 3, 1903, a revolt in 
Panama created an independent 
nation. On Nov. 6, the U.S. 
recognized the new republic and 
on Nov. 18, Hay signed with 
Phillippe Jean Bunau-Varilla, 
who had become Panama's 
minister to the U.S., a treaty 
which made possible the building 
of the Panama Canal." (Robert J. 
Fleming Jr., major general in the 
AJ.S. Army, governor of the Canal 
, Zone, president of the Panama 
Canal Co. - 1967) 

SAMUEL Flagg Bemis, sterling 
professor emeritus of diplomatic 
history and inter-American 
relations, Yale University, 
t writes: "To secure a canal zone 
through the (Panama) Isthmus, 
President Theodore Roosevelt 



suppressing a secession of 
Panama in 1903 and negotiated a 
new treaty with the new state of 
Panama. 'I took the Canal Zone,' 
he later boasted. It was a violation 
of the treaty of 1046 with New

Treaties of this nature have for 
years been repudiated by the 
world community. As a matter of 
fact, this particular treaty was 
unanamously denounced by the 
U.N. Security Council as invalid in 
1974, but it took a U.S. veto to 
prevent it from becoming a U.N. 



J. Fred Rippy, professor of 
American history, University of 
Chicago, notes: "The eagerness of 
the U.S. for means of water 
Communication across the isth- 
mus of Panama ... was realized 
at the expense of Colombia. A 
revolt in Panama in 1903 aided 
and abetted by the U.S. govern- 
ment, deprived Colombia of both, 
the canal route and Panama." 

ONE MORE account: "After 
the Colombia Senate refused in 
1903 to ratify the Hay-Herran 
Treaty, which allowed the U.S. to 
build a canal through the isthmus, 
indications were given that the 
U.S. would approve, if not actively 
assist, a Panamanian rising. An 
American warship was standing 
off Colon on Nov. 2, 1903, when a

By Jan. 1964, this treaty had not 
been honored by the U.S. in most 
of the Canal Zone. A group of 
Panamanian workers and 
students tried to raise a 
Panamanian flag in the Canal 
Zone.

WHEN THE treaty was signed 
in 1903, Panama received $10 
million. Starting in 1913, Panama 
received (250,000 annually, later 
upgraded to $430,000 in 1936 and to 
$1.9 million in 1965.

(only tolls). In economic terms 
and quoting R.J. Fleming again, 
"The Panama Canal Company 
consisting of the Canal Company 
and Zone government is self- 
supporting and operates at no 
expense to the U.S. taxpayer.

WIXOM said his committee had 
decided to sponsor the day to help 
the zoo and increase membership 
of the committee. 

Terri Casey, fourth grade 
teacher, said the children in her 
class were very concerned about 
the zoo and the welfare of the 
animals, particulary after the 
tragic death of two leopards last 
weekend. 

"We are looking for sponsors 
and support," she said, adding 
that money collected by the 
children in pledges would go for 
improvement of the zoo.

THE INCREASE in 
was the result of 240 freshmen 
trying out, Hewett said.

"The purpose of Howdy Week is 
to separate those who work from 
those who don't," Hewett said. 
"Usually we'll lose 30 or 40 
students this way. This year we 
lost only four." 

K -State is the only volunteer 
band in the Big Eight. Other Big 6 
Bands receive class hour credits 
for participation. It is also 
possibly the largest band, 
depending upon the size of 
Oklahoma University band, 
Hewett said. 

Funds for the band come from 
the sales of K Block tickets. The 
Pep Coordinating Council allots 
money from the $2 ticket sales to 
the cheerleaders and the band. 



HEWETT CAME to K-State 
seven years ago. At that time the 
band was all male and had only 
67 members. One of the first 
things Hewett did was to 
membership to women. 

"At the beginning we took 
anyone who could hold an in- 
strument and march without 
falling all over the field," Hewett 
said. 

The band is planning a weekend 
trip this year. On Nov. 1, they will 
play at the University of Kansas 
game in Lawrence, and on Nov. 2, 
they will play at the Kansas City 
Chiefs game in Kansas City. The 
band might possibly travel to the 
Colorado game Nov, 22, if they can 



"THE AVERAGE budget for a 
Big 8 band is $60,000," Hewett 
said. "We operate on a budget of 
$9,800." 

At certain times in the school 
year the band receives one-sixth 
of the profits from Manhattan 



The K State band was the first 
recipient of the Budweiser award 
which they received a year ago. 
The award is given to "out- 
standing" bands in the nation. 



THE BAND is sponsoring a 
marching contest Oct. 17, the Iowa 
State game, for 12 high school 
bands. The contest begins at 8:30 
a.m. and there will be a different 
band marching every 10 minutes, 
Hewett said. This is the third year 
the contest has been held, but is 
the first time its been held on a 
home game day. By having the 
contest an a home game day, 
Hewett said, it will hopefully 
create interest in both K-State and 
the band. 

Band Day is Oct 4. "We're 
allowed to invite 6,500 people," 
Hewett said. "We invite every 
high school in Kansas and then 
pick them on a 
serve basis."

ate residence hall meal plan- 
ning. 

"We just started using this 
method this fall," Helen Mc 
Manis, unit dietician at Derby 
Food Center, said "We tried it on 
a very limited basis this summer, 
but this is the first time for full- 
scale computerization," 

The operation took a lot of time 
to prepare. The first step, stan- 
dardization of all recipes, 
required several years of work, 
she said, 

"It wasn't an overnight 
change," McManis said. "After 
the recipes were standardized and 
all ingredients coded in, the 
computer will print out amounts 
needed for any number of ser- 
vings desired. After that, we get a 
for

Some of the "bugs' 
print-out grocery order for 
chopped spinach instead of leaf, 
and an order for frozen green 
beans instead of canned. 

"These are really minor 
problems and not the computer's 
fault. What is put in is what comes 
out, of course. If an odd item isn't 
coded, it simply won't be on the 
grocery order. So the lists need to 
be checked .closely at first," 
McManis said.

A computer system like the one 
at K- state is relatively rare. 



'Usually computers are used in 
hospitals, but not many university 
food services have computer 
systems," McManis said. "We are 
unique in that we don't cycle our 
menus. The computer has over 
1,000 recipes coded into it." 

The entire system cost less than 
the original estimate, and was 
much less than the available 
"packaged" units on today's 
market, she said. 

"Our system is just as good if 
not better than some used in big 
industries around the country."

"JUST because meat has 
darkened or turned brown doesn't 
mean it isn't good," Harrison 
said. But, she explained, the 
shopper looks for bright red meat 
and ignores the darkened meat. 

"This is a loss to the retailer, 
which makes it a loss to the 
consumer," Harrison said 

Harrison said when a meat 
carcass is first opened, the 
pigments in the meat are purplish- 
red. When exposed to air, the 
pigments turn bright red. As the 
meat pigments oxidize, the meat 
turns brown. 

SOMETIMES a consumer 
might buy a bright red pound of 
hamburger and cut it open to find 
the center brown. He mistakenly 
thinks old meat has been added, 
Harrison said. 

The meat turns brown in the 
center because no air gets to it 
This explains why meat should be 
loosely in the 



HARRISON'S third project is to 
determine what effects dry or 
moist heat cooking have on meat 
flavor. 

With the help of assisting 
graduate students, she has just 
finished research comparing top- 
round roast cooked in a slow 
cooker to roast oven-cooked in a 
film bag in a pan. This was 
compared with a roast over- 
cooked in an open pan by dry heat, 
Harrison said 

"We've found if we cook by 
moist heat (to a certain internal 
temperature), it (die roast) looks 



"The consumer doesn't realize 
the plastic wrap used to wrap 
is porous, otherwise the 



science professor, and assisting 
graduate students are studying 
the effect light, temperature and 
oxygen treatment have on 
stability of meat color. 

HARRISON said once they 
learn what treatment com- 
binations are best, they can 
recommend them to meat 
retailers who can then keep their 
meat looking fresher longer. 

Kropf and Harrison are also 
studying what levels of fat are 
desirable in hamburger. 

"It's law that 30 per cent fat is 
the maximum amount of fat that 
you can have in beef sold as 
ground beef or hamburger," 
Harrison said. Law cannot 
determine what fat level is most 
desirable for freezing, cooking 
and eating, however. 

"We make our own ground beef 
so that we know how much fat is in 
it," Harrison said The meat, with 
the differing amounts of fat, is 
frozen and then cooked to i 
the losses are, she said.

less rare in the center than by dry 
heat. Some people don't like the 
red," she said 

If a person compensates for the 
red, cooking the meat longer by 
dry or moist heat, the meat will be 
less juicy, Harrison said. 

COOKING by dry heat, as op- 
posed to moist heat, will mean less 
cooking loss ~~ — less cost per 
serving to the consumer, Harrison 
said she learned through her 



treatment on lamb and on beef -rib 
roast. She and her associates 
usually use top-round because it 
is less expensive, easier to handle 
and is traditionally recommended 
for moist heat cooking, Harrison 
said. 

She explained what happens to 
the research data. 

"We get requests from meat 
industries on data, though they 
don't always tell us how they are 
going to use it We can make 
recommendations to homemakers 
on basic data." 

Harrison, who is also a con- 
sultant for the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board, has been 
researching on red meats far over 
25 years. She received The Borden 
Award, the highest award the 
American Home Economics 
Association gives to its resear- 
chers, July 23 in San Antonio, Tex.

Jtalian wine taxed 
- by angry French 
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PARIS (AP) - France slapped 
an import tax on Italian wine 
Thursday, a unilateral action 
running against the Common 
Market's free trade covenants. 
'Hi© move thr* us tc nccl to disrupt 
European unity. 

Hie tax, announced by Premier 
Jacques Chirac, followed a 
meeting of Common Market 
agricultural officials in Brussels 
Wednesday which ended in 
deadlock. 
Italy, West Germany, the 



they were opposed to the French 
action, with the Italians calling 
the tax illegal. 

THE FRENCH protective levy 
is being imposed because Italian 
wines, notably vin ordinaire or 
inexpensive table wine, have 
become markedly cheaper on the 
French market through a 34 per 
cent depreciation of the Italian 
lire against the French franc over 
the last 12 months, 

The French tax is based on a 
sliding formula of 1.13 francs (26 
cents) for 100 litres (26.4 gallons) 
of wine, depending on its alcohol 



imported into France has 12 per 
cent alcohol, the tax is 13.56 per 
cent. It would be greater or 
correspondingly less, however, 
for stronger or weaker wines. 

The decrease of French sales 
led to violent protests by growers 
in the southern region called Le 
Midi. They have dumped Italian 
wines from tanker trucks, burned 
cars, disrupted traffic and 
snouioereQ nties in continuing 
displays of anger. 

The French asked the Common 
Market for a compensatory 
arrangement that would level off 
Italy's price advantage and other 
steps to decrease production. But 
some Market members, notably 
West Germany, have said that 
these measures mean taxing other 
Europeans to pay for excess 
French wine production. 

Judge to rule

Vickers instructed attorneys for 
the plaintiff Southeast Kansas 
Landowners Association Thur- 
sday to submit within three weeks 
a brief outlining what they con- 
sider the key issues of law in a suit 
brought against the Kansas 
Turnpike Authority seeking to 
block construction of the turnpike. 

After submission of all the other 
briefs and answers, Vickers said, 
he would expect to have a decision 
in the case in about 60 days.

Doctor says food colors 
make youths hyperactive 

WASHINGTON (AP) - A medical researcher told Congress Thursday 
hyperactivity among children "has reached epidemic proportions" and 
said he felt artificial food colors and flavors are contributing. 

Dr. Ben Feingold, chief emeritus of allergy at the Kaiser- Per manente 
Medical Center in San Francisco, said his treatment of several hundred 
hyperactive children who disrupt their families and school classrooms 
has demonstrated that about 50 per cent can be helped if synthetic ad- 
ditives are removed from their diets. 

Feingold estimated five million or more American children are 
hyperactive, characterized by uncontrolled fidgetiness, short attention 
span and low threshold of frustration that makes learning difficult. 

HE SAID hyperactivity among children "has reached epidemic 
proportions,'' and that the rise during the last ten years parallels the 
increase in soft drinks and synthetic flavor sales. 

Schools are resorting to more use of drugs to control the behavior of 
hyperactive children, turning many of them into zombies, he told the 
Senate Health subcommittee. 

Synthetic flavors and colors have no nutritional value and are added to 
food purely for cosmetic purposes, Feingold said, and "if these 
chemicals were omitted from our food supply, nothing would be lost." 

The allergist said that eliminating the additives from the diets of 
hyperactive patients resulted in marked improvements within a few 
weeks and sometimes within days. But any infraction of the diet, such as 
taking a candy bar or a stick of gum, resulted in a recurrence of 
hyperactivity within a few hours that persisted for one to four days, he

"Mediacracy," a newly-coined 
word used by author Kevin 
Phillips, oozes with connotations 
Government by typesetters, 
tyranny by news commentators. 
George Orwell's "1984" a decade 
too soon. 

In the hands of Solzinetzin 
this book might have had such 
impacts. But Phillips is a 
scholarly chap and gee, guys, you 



writes. 

The ideas in "Mediacracy" will 
be much discussed in the closing 
years of this century. Not because 
this thickly-written book is highly 
readable. It isn't. But the points 
this study touches upon are im- 
portant ones and worrisome 

PHILLIPS foresees the collapse 
of the two national political 
parties. In the eyes of voters, he 
claims, they've come to be 
meaningless mishmashes of 
views. Both parties fall short of 
expressing the deeply felt :

In his methodical study, Phillips 
projects an American voterate 
largely alienated from its 
government. The reason Phillips 
finds for this is public tiredness 
with the 1 let 's-reform- society" 
gameplan of modern government. 

Phillips cites 1974 polls which 
rank economic issues ahead of 
welfare-poverty-minority issues 
in public concerns. While the

through a lot of charts, graphs and 
historical background.

directly to reader needs. Phillips 
should have been more up-front 
about his views. By being too 
scholarly in his approach he bogs 
down Better he should earn his 
niche in scholarly circles for being 
too flashy than lose the interest of 
his readers. 

PHILLIPS IS capable of writing 
clearly and to the point. Earlier 
this year, he wrote a guest column 
in TV GUIDE which threw pun- 
ches at the Eastern establishment 
network news programs. His 
article provoked, inspried and 
invigorated. Either he has two 
writing styles or the TV GUIDE 
editors are whizzes at punching up 
lifeless copy. 

The juicy title will probably 
entice some bookstore browsers to 
buy the book. It's not a book to 
recommend to every reader. 
"Mediacracy" is a lot like "War 
and Peace" in that, while some 
people actually go ahead and read 
it, many others wait for the 
adaptation. Most likely the book 
will be put on some University 
course reading lists. Then you'll 
have to read it.

Los Angeles is no city of angels 
in Roman Polanski's film 
"Chinatown." Corruption in 
politics, business and morals fill 
this movie, which is much more 
than just another detective 
thriller. 

Set in the 1930 s, Polanski's film 
ties together the elements of 
typical detective, mystery and 
love stories. There is Jake Gittes 
(Jack Nicholson), a sophisticated, 
shrewd private eye who walks a 
narrow path with the local law 
enforcement officers. Although he 
was once a cop, he frequently 
aggrevates his ex partner from 
Chinatown who is investigating 
the same case he is. 

Then there is the beautiful but 
mysterious lady who seeks his 
help. Evelyn Mulwray (Faye 
Dunaway) appears to be an in- 
nocent, rich, young thing in need 



GITTES is employed to find who 
Hollis Mulwray is having an affair 
with. Actually this is a ploy set up 
by unknown sources. The real 
Mrs. Mulwray becomes rather 
irate when the scandal hits the 
papers and she hadn't known 
about the investigation. 

In the meantime, Mulwray, 
water commissioner for L.A., is 
murdered; to avoid publicity, 
Mrs. Mulwray actually does hire 
Gittes. In trying to locate 
Mulwray's killer, Gittes finds 
himself in the midst of a sea of 
corruption, which undermines all 
of Los Angeles. 

THE CORRUPTION Stems 
from a drought which is plaguing 
the city and the surrounding 
orange groves. Water is scarce in 
both places and mysteriously 
disappears from the reservoirs at 
night. Farmers are being forced 
to sell their land to people who will 
profit when a new water bond is 
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son-in-law was having the affair 
with. 

Pursuing these related 
assignments, Gittes runs in to 
some not too friendly characters. 
He is beaten, knifed, shot at and 
makes a hasty get away with Mrs. 
Mulwray. This violence reminds 
Gittes of his days in Chinatown. 

Old memories seem to be cat- 
ching up with him, even though he 
is now working with the 
"respectable" upper class. 
Corruption and violence have no 
respect for boundaries of nature 
or society. 

THE THEME that corruption 



isn't something which can be 
escaped seems to be Polanski's 
purpose in the movie. Everyone in 
the film wallows in corruption: 
politicians have their price, the 
greedy want more power and even 
nice girls have secrets which they 
would rather leave untold. 

The film climaxes with the 
revelation of the extent of 
corruption in the city. 
"Chinatown" leaves the viewer 
with a sense of emptiness, despair 
and shock at the widespread and 
rotting canker on society. The 
"Forget it Jake, it's Chinatown," 
attitude emphasises the apathy 
shown toward corruption and its 
acceptance by society. 

Although the costumes and 
scenery depict an era past, the 
theme is modern. Corruptness 
often hides behind the image of 
something proper and best for the 
country. Huston's portrayal of the 
power-wielding millionaire 
strikes a semblance of a modern 
tycoon, aloof and respectable, yet 
suspect of shady deals. 



DUNAWAY, whose acting is 
composed and clean is excellent in 
her interpretation of a character 
whose life is a riddle unwinding 
throughout the film. She moves 
with intensity and reserve until 
near the film's end. In an 
emotional scene which seems to 
almost move in slow motion, 
Gittes slaps her in to admitting the 
terrors of her past. Suddenly, her 
reserve changes into a frantic 
woman on the run. 

-TO SOMEONE who has been 
brought up with "Mannix," 
"Kojak" and "Cannon" the 
determined, handsome and clever 
Gittes is a welcome change. In 
contrast to today's television 
shows "Chinatown" 's plot 
i t totally unfold until the

Gittes can be followed as he 
makes appropriate connections, 
but the suspense in "Chinatown" 
makes it a challenge for any 
detective or mystery buff.

Day care lacks funds 

Manhattan day care centers are full and only a few openings remain in 
nursery schools. 

Manhattan needs more day care centers and state licensed infant care 
facilities, Olive Hooper, director of Manhattan Day Care Center said. 
However, funds are needed to back them. 

Day care centers are needed for the children of K-State students at a 
price they can afford and suitable operational hours, according to Mary 
Holle, owner of Pooh Corner Nursery School. 

TO OPEN a day care center, one must meet state requirements. The 
state publishes a book to guide owners in setting up a center. 

The requirements include a cot of four-inch foam pad for each child, 
and a dishwasher or triple sink. Other requirements have to do with the 
building itself, such as having a specified number of square feet per child 
and a certain amount of light in each room. 

"It isn't hard to start a center if you are really interested," said La von 
Nelson, owner of Little People's Day Care Center. A representative from 
the state works with the centers, giving advice and seeing that the 
requirements are met. 

AFTER A center is issued a license, the state continues to visit twice a 
year. A county health nurse concerned with safety factors and a fire 
department representative visit the center periodically. A represen- 
tative from the welfare department also visits the centers to check the 
records 01 eacn cnua. 

Some schools charge by the hour, such as the Infant and Child Care 
Center on campus. Other centers, like the Pooh Corner Nursery School, 
charge by the month, while the Blue Valley Nursery School charges by 
the year. 

A sliding rate scale is used by some day care centers. For these cen-

THE DAY care center on campus is the only center that takes children 
of students exclusively. Children are taken only during the hours their 
parents, usually the mother, are in class. Some time is 
candidates working on doctoral dissertations, however.

"EACH CENTER has a difference in care and a difference in 
philosophy," Gordon added. Other day care center staff agreed that 
parents shouldn't send their child to a center just because it says "we 
keep kids."

Indian identities checked 
for possible AIM link 

WICHITA (AP) - Identities of six South Dakota Indians arrested 
Wednesday after a car loaded with weapons exploded on the Kansas 
Turnpike are being double-checked to determine if one male could be a 
fugitive American Indian Movement (AIM) leader, federal authorities 
said Thursday. 

"At this time we are trying to ascertain if we have the correct iden- 
tities for these individuals," said Charles Harvey, special agent for the 



"WE ARE doing this because the physical descriptions we have match 
other people wanted in other areas," he added. 

Fingerprints and other evidence were being checked to establish 
identities of the six, who were to be arraigned Thursday in federal court 
at Wichita. 

The six adults were to be charged with possession of destructive 
devices and transportation of firearms in inter-state commerce with 
obliterated serial numbers, Harvey said. 



THE FEDERAL agent said it was not believed Dennis Banks, a 
fugitive* AIM leader from South Dakota, was in the car but he said, 
"There are other AIM leaders being sought in other areas." 

One woman injured in the car explosion was identified as 
Nichols, 20, of Pine Ridge, S.D., who was reported to be ] 
law wife, but she denied a connection with the AIM leader. 

Harvey said he could not elaborate on other possible AIM leaders who 
might be connected with the car explosion. 

Two other fugivitive leaders of the Indian group are Carter Camp of 
Ponca City, Okla., and Stanley Holder. Both were convicted in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, about two months ago in connection with the 1973 takeover 
of Wounded Knee, S.D., but fled before sentencing. 

FEDERAL agents said persons in custody from the car incident were 
the Nichols woman, who was released from a Wellington hospital after 
treatment for an arm wound, and Robert Lamonte, 24, Pine Ridge, who 
was in satisfactory condition at an Arkansas City, Kan., hospital with 
burns to the eyes.

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BUFFER ZONE, Sinai Desert (AP) - Landmine 
explosions and terrorist bullets — these are some of 
the dangers American civilians may face when they 
come to the Middle East to help enforce the latest 
Israeli-Egyptian truce pact. 

Under the accord worked out by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, still to be approved by the U.S. 
Congress, up to 200 American technicians are to 
operate electronic listening posts in the Sinai Desert 
in a new United Nations buffer zone. 

Five hundred Swedish U.N. soldiers have been 
manning part of the old buffer zone a few miles away 
for more than a year. The Swedish desert veterans 
say life might be tough for the U.S. civilians. 

"THERE ARE landmines all over the place," says 
a Swedish captain, bouncing through the sand and 
heat in a desert patrol car. Rows of deadly explosive 
charges, Israeli and Egyptian, lie a yard on each 
side of the car and stretch as far as the eye can see. 

At least five U.N. soldiers were killed in the Sinai 



last year by exploding mines, dc 
cleared by Polish army sappers. 

"Nobody knows how many mines there are in the 
buffer zone," says LL Col. Nils-Goran Staf of the 
Royal Guards, deputy commander of the Swedish 
contingent. "But there are millions of them." 

"We can avoid the mines — they are marked on 
maps," says a Swedish private. "But we can't map 
the scorpions or mice, and we have a lot of both" 
The Swedes haven't lost a man yet to a i 
but they keep their first aid kits handy. 

THE AMERICANS will be stationed seven to 11 
miles east of the present buffer, in the bleak Gidi and 
Mitla mountain passes, but the passes have their

Although the Wildcats have won 
their last four meetings with the 
Golden Hurricane to square the 
series record at 5-5-1, it won't be 
easy Saturday night.

Cattlemen request

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Representatives from several Midwest far- 
mers and cattlemen's groups told an Environmental Protection Agency 
hearing here Thursday that they favor state administration and 

■ to control pollutant discharges from 



The hearing, the third of a series, focused on ways to include two 
previously exempt categories, small feedlots of less than 1,000 head of 
livestock, and separate storm sewers in the National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES). 

The two exemptions were successfully challenged in court by the 
Natural Resources Defense Council (NRDC), The council argued that 
the EPA's interpretation of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
could not exempt an entire class, in this case, feedlots of under 1,000 
head, from permit requirements. 

The chairperson of the informal hearing, Albert Printze of the EPA's 
Washington office, said the hearings sought practical solutions to 
meeting the November, 1975 deadline to proposed new regulations. He 
explained that the agency is seeking a simple program that will deter 
mine who needs the discharge permits and how they can be issued.

State prairie park unlikely

ELMDALE — Establishing a 
Tallgrass Prairie National Park is 
« 'an unlikely possibility due to state 
opposition and financial problems 
of the National Park Service. 

This is what the 200 people at- 
tending the third annual Save the 
Tallgrass Prairie Conference 
were told this weekend. 

Leading environmentalists, 
state legislators, Interior 
Department officials, landowners 
and biologists gave speeches and 
led discussions at the 



Tallgrass Prairie, Inc. 

STP is a Kansas City- 
group that wants to see a tallgrass 
prairie park established in 



ment will attempt to establish a 
prairie park in Kansas. 

IN JULY, Rep. Larry Winn, 3rd 
district Kansas Republican, 
submitted a bill proposing the 
establishment of a Tallgrass 
National Prairie Park in Kansas. 

At the STP conference he said 
the landowner's opposition of the 
park is growing 

"We must face the sobering 
reality of just how far away our 
goal is. The action of the state 
legislature dealt crippling blows 
to our effort, if not fatal blows," 
Winn said. 

He noted, however, that 
nationwide interest in establishing 
a tallgrass prairie park is 
mounting. He said attitudes in 
America are shifting towards 
conservation and 



THE FIRST proposals for a 
prairie park were made in the 
1930's. Several studies and sur- 
veys were conducted by the 
National Park Service in 1959.

"I think we have taken pretty good care of the land for the last 100 
years," Rogler said. "I don't like it when we are accused of not taking 
care of it." 

"Ninety per cent of my land is tallgrass prairie," Rogler said. 



it (M.i kh WANTS the prairie preserved but disagrees with the 
proponents of a prairie park as the means of preservation. 

"We have many of the same goals. We all want the prairie saved," 
he said. "We agree on nine out of ten points. 

"If you want land you have to sacrifice some of the other things you 
might be enjoying. If you live in the city then you must sacrifice the 
freedom and joys of the land. 

"The prairie park people are asking the federal government to just 
take the land and give it to them. My grandfather fought for this land, 
my father fought for it and I am still fighting." 

ROGLER WILL resist any acquisition of his land. 

"Why would I want to sell my land? I love it. I want to keep my land." 

Rogler's grandfather left Germany to escape compulsory military 
service He traveled by foot from Council Bluffs, Iowa to an area near 
tf Matf ield Green where he began to carve a living by hand. 

- All he had was a gun and a few tools," Rogler said. "He had been a 
cabinet maker in Germany and knew very little about farming " 

Lumber was brought in from distant settlements to build a home. The 
original dwelling still stands. 

Cattle gradually became the mam enterprise. The bottom land was 
used for planting winter feed and the hills were used for grazing.

Rothermel refutes 
budget accusations

Charges that the K-State men's 
athletic department is over- 
spending its budget are 
premature, Brad Rothermel, 
assistant athletic director and 
business manager, said Sunday. 

Rothermel was responding to an 
accusation made by Kerry 
Patrick, student Intercollegiate 
Athletic Council member, that the 
athletic department has overspent 
its budget "in the thousands of 
dollars." 

The Sept. 10 budget control 
statement for the athletic 
department shows that the 
department has already spent 
$3,000 of an $8,000 telephone and 
telegraph budget and $1,500 for 
office equipment even though 
there was no money budgeted in 
this area. Thi 
until July. 

Rothermel said 
Patrick's concern about depart- 
ment spending, but said the 
department should be able to live 
within its budget when everything 
is totaled up. In fact, Rothermel 
said, the department may even 
spend less than expected. 
"We may overspend in some 
but we're also going to 



underspend in some areas such as 
travel," he said. "When we total 
everything up, the overspending 
and underspending should at least 



ROTHERMEL stressed that 
while it is impossible to predict 
athletic department income for 
the next few months, indications 
are that the department 
conservative in its 
projections. 

"We've already 
projections in all areas of season 
ticket sales," Rothermel said. 
"We projected that we'd raise 
$222,000 and we've raised $120,000 
to date, which is far ahead of 
where we'd normally be. With the 
good start by the Big Eight we 
could have one or two conference 
teams appearing on national 
television. If our team continues 
to do well, we could sell out for 
Oklahoma and Nebraska, which 
we hadn't expected to da" 

As of Sept. 10, $227,500 was 
budgeted for public season ticket 
sales, and $229,000 worth of tickets 
had been sold; $22,500 was 
for faculty and staff 
ticket sales, and $23,800 
worth have been sold. Revenue

A female friend of Gourley' 8 picked up the pack and gave them 
to Gourley, who ran after the man. 

The assailant turned to face the victim when Gourley reached 
him. Gourley then reportedly doubled up and fell to the ground. 

FRIENDS said Gourley then got up and walked back to them, 
before collapsing again. At that time they saw the stab wound and 
called an ambulance.

GENEVA, Switzerland — Egyptian and Israeli 
delegates met for about two hours Sunday in their 
talks on implementation of the new Sinai accord, 
and then recessed until Tuesday. 
A U.N. communique said the generals were 
continuing discussions on the northern area." 
This includes the buffer zone where a force of some 
200 Americans is to man an early warning system 
under the accord signed here last week. 

The fact that again no reference was made to the 
"southern area" as a subject of discussion seemed 
to indicate that both delegations did not yet 
complete consultations with their governments on 
the issue which figured in earlier discussions. 
Israeli press reports have spoken of difficulties. 

WASHINGTON — The Postal Service announced 
Sunday that its plan to upgrade first-class mail 
service eliminating the need to buy domestic 
airmail stamps, will go into effect Oct. 16. 

The cost of mailing a first-class letter weighing 
less than an ounce now is ten cents, with each 
additional ounce costing nine cents. Airmail 
stamps are now 13 cents. 

The Postal Service is expected to begin action 
this week that will increase the cost of mailing a 
first-class letter to 13 cents after Christmas. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Sectarian warfare bet- 
ween Moslems and Christians spread to the streets 
of the Beirut suburbs Sunday, and police reported 
six persons killed and more than 25 wounded in 
fierce mortar and machine-gun battles. 

Residents said six corpses were found in alleys 
during fighting in the eastern suburbs of Sinnel Fil , 
Nabaa and Borj Hammoud. Witnesses said 
Palestinian guerrillas were shooting against 
Christian militiamen of the Lebanese Phalange 
party. 

Reports from northern Lebanon said Tripoli and 
nearby Akkar were quiet but still explosive after 
two weeks of war between private militias that has 
killed at least 130 persons. 

CAIRO — Egypt's People's Assembly called 
Sunday on President Anwar Sadat to sever 
relations with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and end the 15-year friendship treaty 
with Moscow, the Middle East News Agency 
reported. 

The special four-hour meeting of the assembly, 
which serves as Egypt's parliament, was held 
mainly to counter criticism of the Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement for a further disengagement of forces 
in the Sinai Desert. 

Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy told the 
legislators that the United States is committed to 
open negotiations in October seeking a similar 
agreement between Israel and Syria for the 
Israeli-occupied Golan Heights, according to the 
news agency. It said Fahmy added that there is "a 
commitment on the highest American level that 
Israel will not attack Syria" and an over-all 
Mideast settlement will include rights for the 
Palestinians. 

NEW YORK — Negotiators for the striking 
United Federation of Teachers and New York 
City's Board of Education indicated Sunday 
agreement may be near to a new labor contract to 
end a week-long teachers' walkout. 

"We are near a conclusion, closer than we ever 
were," said Albert Shanker, president of the UFT, 
whose 65,000 members struck the 1.1 million-pupil 
school system last Tuesday. 

Nearly two million students were at home and 
125,000 teachers off the job at the end of last week 
in a wave of teachers' strikes across the nation. 
The optimistic report from New York was one of 
only a few hopeful signs to emerge over the 
weekend.

Month to month crisis financing cannot go on 
forever. Neither a workable solution nor magic 
remedy is in sight for New York City's woes but 
default may not be as bad as it sounds if the city's 
banks can survive. 

Finally, the federal government, both Congress 
and the President, should keep their hands clean.

HEW reevaluates welfare 



WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
program to consolidate and 
simplify welfare programs, 
saving billions of dollars, is under 
study, Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary David 
Mathews said Sunday. 

Appearing on the CBS broadcast 
"Face the Nation," Mathews said 
his position on welfare is 



generally similar to that of his 
predecessor, Caspar Weinberger, 
who called for elimination of most 
welfare programs and their 
replacement by a single, income 
maintenance plan. Mathews said 
his department is discussing with 
the domestic council a general 
outline of plans to integrate and 
simplify the nation's welfare 
programs.

While certain buildings on the 
K-State campus have been 
designated as no-smoking areas, 
the decision to smoke or not to 
smoke still seems to be left to the 
class and instructors. 

"We were told that smoking was 
not allowed in Thompson Hall 
because the wooden floors present 
a fire hazard," said Louis 
Riseman, assistant professor of 
geology. He said that even though 
he doesn't have the problem of 
students smoking in class, he does 
object because he is allergic to the 
smoke. 

"When students smoke, they are 
infringing upon everyone's rights, 
no matter where they are," he 



LAST SPRING, the 
Legislature passed and 
into law a bill whicl 
smoking in a public area where a 
no-smoking sign was displayed 
punishable by a $25 fine. The 
problem on the K -State campus is 
not the existence of the bill, but 
how it should be enforced, or if it 
should be enforced at all. 

"We (instructors) aren't cops," 
said Robert Under, professor of 
history. "That makes it very hard 
for us to enforce the law." 

George Mann, senior in physical 
science, agreed that the law would 
be hard to enforce. Mann, a 
smoker, said that although he 



tries to obey the no-smoking signs, 
fining those who didn't follow 
them would be a difficult task. 

How could you catch everyone?" 
he said.

$25 fine is too strict, and that a 
warning would be more ap

Participation apathy blamed

The lack of participation by both 
faculty and students has led to the 
decline and probable restruc- 
turing of Student Governing 
Association's Teacher-Course 
Evaluation (TCE). 

According to Pat McFadden, 
chairperson of the SGA academic 
affairs committee, lack of par- 
ticipation is "the biggest problem 
we face and the hardest one to 
solve." 

McFadden, however, admitted 
that the tack of knowledge about 



use of the TCE 
to the problem. 



IN A REPORT released this 
summer concerning academic 
affairs, it was noted that TCE 
improvement rested in the areas 
of a format change, more 
publicity and a change of in- 
formation given in the evaluation 
itself. 

"The thing on TCE right now is 

that we are brainstorming, trying 
to come up with ways to make it 
more important to students,"

Coeds report 
attack incident 
early Friday 

Two unidentified men attacked 
two K -State coeds walking home 
from Aggieville early Friday 
morning, but ran off when the 
occupants of a passing car 
stopped and jumped out, campus 
police said. 

The women, both freshmen 
residents of Boyd Hall, told police 
they were walking west on Pet- 
ticoat Lane toward Boyd when 
they were jumped from behind. 
One was shoved to the ground and 
the other was grabbed around the 
neck from behind and dragged off 
the sidewalk, they told police. 

POLICE said the two occupants 
of a passing car saw and heard the 
girls struggling and screaming, 
and jumped out of the car. The 
assailants ran between Van Zile 
and Putnam Halls and escaped. 

It was the third incident in- 
volving assault on the K-State 
campus in three weeks. 



Oser review his record, which 
included previous convictions for 
burglary and carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. 

Down came the gavel. "You are 
sentenced to serve 150 years in the 
state penitentiary," said Judge 
Oser. 

Unless he is pardoned or his 
sentence is commuted by a parole 
board, Johnson can expect to 
serve at least 75 years in the 
Angola state prison. 

State judges also are able to 
deny "good time" for 
offenders, forcing them to 
their full terms. 

The campaign to put career 
criminals behind bars for a long 
time was launched by Dist. Atty. 
Harry Connick, the former 
assistant U.S. attorney who 
replaced Jim Garrison nearly 13 
months ago. 

SINCE then, nearly 200 con- 
victed felons have been sentenced 
under the Multiple Offender Act, 
which has been on state books 
since 1850. 

Under that law, judges can hand 
down stiffer sentences for each 
felony conviction a defendent has 
logged in the past five years. 

Armed robbery normally has a 
99-year maximum sentence. But 
with two previous felony con- 
victions in five years, Johnson, 
under the act's complicated 
formula, could have received 196 
years in prison. 

"I can see giving a first offender 
a break," said First Asst. Dist. 
Atty. William Wessel. "But I'd 
think twice about giving a second 
offender a break. I also see no 



reason not to lock away a third 
offender, he's a proven failure." 

"We think the state ought to 
warehouse prisoners, "he said. By 
that he referred to locking away 
prisoners like merchandise in a 
warehouse with virtually no hope 
of rehabilitation. 

"Rehabilitation is a myth that 
just hasn't worked, and every 
effort to make it work has added 
to the problem," Wessel added. 

BUT A federal judge recently 
ordered an end to warehousing in 
Louisiana and called for massive 
reforms at the state penitentiary. 
He also ordered state officials to 
stop sending prisoners to Angola, 
which has about twice as many 
inmates as it was designed to hold. 

Meanwhile, 89 prisoners at 
Angola filed a $14 million lawsuit 
against the state, claiming they 
had been deprived of their liberty 
unconstitutionally under the 
Multiple Offender Act. 

Wessel said the program was 
proven effective after 22 convicted 
heroin pushers were sentenced to 
life in

The reorganization of the 
courses listed and a few question 
changes in the evaluation forms 
are other changes being planned. 

McFadden has been working 
with Donald Hoyt and Dick Owens 
of the Office of Educational 
Resources (OER) in formulating 
the TCE changes. 

The evaluation process is the 
responsibility of OER, according 
to McFadden. 

"They supply the forms, 
compute the results and then send 
the results back to the instructor." 

Evaluation of instructors is 
carried out on an "entirely 
volunteer basis" by the instructor. 

However, even if an instructor 
volunteers to be evaluated, he 



does not have to release the 
results for publication. A waiver 
must be signed by the instructor in 
order that the result* 
in the TCE booklet 

McFadden indicated, 
however, that about 75 per cent of 
those evaluated do release the 
information. 

"The whole concept is really 
impressive to many outside K- 
State. It's a kind of pilot program 
that is far ahead of many, at least

'Cats start season with win

The K-SUte Wildcat* helped take a little of the 
pressure off new Head Coach Ellis Rainsberger by 
defeating Tulsa 17-16 Saturday night. 

For a while it looked like the same old story for the 
'Cats: mistakes and fumbled scoring opportunities 
But with 9:59 left in the game Roscoe Scobey ram- 
med over from the one-yard line to give the 'Cats a 
16-14 lead Bill Sinovic kicked the extra point which 
proved to be the 



the second half we started putting some pressure on 
their quarterback.

While the defense was starting to put pressure on 
Tulsa's passing game, Joe Hatcher, K -State's 
quarterback, was able to find Stan Ross in the end 
zone for a 35-yard touchdown pass and K -State took 
the lead again, 10-7. 



The winning touchdown drive started on the It- 
State 26-yard line with fullback James Couch and 
slotback Mike Harris running and ramming their 
way for most of the yardage. 

HARRIS, a transfer from the University of 
Tampa, gained 67 yards on three carries and took the 
ball to the one-yard line in the first quarter only to 
have the ball fumbled on the next play. Tulsa 



WHEN TULSA got its hand on the ball they started 
marching down the field and, with the aid of a 15- 
yard personal foul, were on the 10-yard line with 34 
seconds left in the third quarter. From there, Blount 
passed to Largent for a touchdown and Tulsa went on 
top, 14-10, going into the fourth quarter. 



The game was marred by six K-State fumbles but, 
according to Rainsberger, this was to be expected. 

"We made a lot of first-game mistakes but we 
overcame them with hustle and outstanding effort," 
Rainsberger said. 

"We need to improve in all areas before we start 
league play, but I would have to say this was a total 
team effort," he added. 

The Cats scored first with a 26-yard field goal by 
Sinovic early in the second quarter. But the lead 
proved to be short-lived as the Tulsa team, on the 
arm of Jeb Blount and the receiving of Steve 
Urgent, scored with only 54 seconds left in the half 
and took a 7-3 lead to half time. 

THROUGHOUT the first half Tulsa was getting too 
much time to pass the ball, according to Dick Selcer, 
defensive coordinator.

Even after Scobey put in the 
there still was some action left. 

The Wildcats' John Andrews intercepted a Tulsa 
pass at the two-yard line with 2:44 left in the game 
and it looked like the Wildcats had the game won. 
But on the second play after the interception Scobey 
was tackled in the end zone for a safety and the 
margin was cut to one point, 17-16. 

K-STATE got a free kick from the 20-yard line and 
elected to punt. Sinovic boomed a 57-yard punt to the 
Tulsa 24-yard line. 

Tulsa started the long march up the field and had 
the ball on their own 45-yard line with a second down 
and one. But with 41 seconds left to play, defensive 
tackle Alton Carson hit Blount just as he threw the 
ball and linebacker Carl Pennington intercepted the 
ball on the Tulsa 46-yard line. From there the 'Cats 
ran out the clock to take home their first victory of 
the 1975 season. 

The win broke a Tulsa string of 12 straight vic- 
tories at home. Head coach F.A. Dry had never lost a 
home game since taking over the Tulsa team in the 
middle of the 1973 season.

"THE MILK used is high 
quality because it comes from one 
herd" Roberts said. "We are able 
to control what our cows eat." 

Roberts explained that when 
milk from several herds is mixed 
the quality is lower because of 
different feeds. 

"There is no middle man or 
retailer so we can sell for about 
Ave cents less," Roberts said. 

The milk is sold to the dorm food 
services and this profit plus the 
profits from the Dairy Bar are 
used for replacing equipment and 
upkeep of production.

"ONCE we had a student use 
salt instead of sugar," Roberts 
said, "but it never got out of 
class."

"We make 25 to 30 different 
flavors of ice cream and rotate 
them," Roberts said.

Old crackers destined for needy 



CLEVELAND (AP) - Twenty 
tons of crackers stored more than 
a decade to feed survivors if 
World War III occurred are 
destined for the hungry abroad 

Packed in seven-pound tin cans, 
the biscuits have been stacked 
deep in the interior of a steel 
factory since the early 1960s when 
Civil Defense was on everyone's 



RECENTLY the steel company 
asked to have the storage area 
cleaned out, so the city began 
looking for a charity in need of 
food, said Ina Keegin, a city of- 
ficial. 

"The local charities didn't seem 



attracted by the thought of 10- 
year-old crackers," Keegin said 

The relocation task fell to 
James Zmgales, the city's public 
property officer. The only 
response the city received to its 
offers came from CARE, the 
international aid agency. 

"Only CARE had facilities to 
check the condition of the 
crackers," Zingales noted. A 
sample was dispatched and a 
laboratory returned a report with 
high marks for the shipment's 
quality. 

CARE then launched a search 
for a sponsor to ship the crackers, 
said Louis Samia, a deputy 
executive director of the agency. 



The Lions Club responded and put 
up about $1,000 to have the 
crackers trucked to Philadelphia. 

They may be sent to Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic, where 
lack of rain has left about 600,000 
persons suffering from hunger. 

The other possibility is the north 
African republics of Chad and 
Niger, where CARE has been 
fighting a five-year drought.

Turkey removes ban, 
licenses poppy farms 

AFYON, Turkey (AP) — The Turkish government is confident it has 
succeeded in preventing Turkish opium poppies from finding their way 
into illicit heroin markets, so it plans to license 100,000 farmers to grow 
poppies again this year for medicinal uses. 

Officials said farmers will be allowed to plant 50,000 acres in seven 
provinces, the same amount planted last year after Turkey ended the 
two-year opium-cultivation ban it had imposed under pressure from the 
United States. 

At the same time, the government plans to continue the so-called 
poppy-straw system of harvesting, used for the first time last year, 
&t which prohibits lancing of the poppy pods to extract the raw opium 
» within. 

POPPY FARMERS in Turkey had been producing raw opium gum by 
slashing the pods when they ripened in mid-summer. Heroin is a 
derivative of this raw opium, and so are morphine and codeine used in 



However, officials say, the medicinal derivatives also can be ex- 
tracted from the dried husks of the poppy pod, from which heroin cannot 
be produced. It is the dried husks which the government now buys, at 
$1.50 per kilo, or 2.2 pounds. 

When peasants cart pods to the government office, they are inspected 
for the deep gash that would be left by forbidden lancing to extract raw 
opium. The cracked pods are put through sieves to check whether they 
were crushed by the farmers to hide the gash, officials say. 

SOURCES in this west-central poppy -growing region say smugglers 
are ready to offer $700 a kilo for raw opium to farmers willing to risk 
arrest and prison. But Osman Koseoglu, a narcotics agent for 13 years 
who carries old scars from clashes with smugglers, : 
no incidents of illegal lancing around here.

Job security, which deals with a possible teacher surplus if 
enrollment goes down, is one of the main concerns of the American 
Association of University Professors. 

The AAUP is a national professional organization of teachers 
and research scholars in all disciplines at institutions of higher 
learning in the United States. AAUP has had a chapter at K -State 
for at least 30 years, according to Corwin Bennet, president of the 
AAUP at K-State. 

"The purpose of the organization is to represent the faculty, the 
tenure, academic freedom of the faculty, and salary of 
professor s," he said. 

"Some people are worried about us forming a union. At some 
colleges the AAUP is a labor union, but not here." 

Bennet said that for the first time at K -State, a survey is being 
conducted among the faculty concerning how well they like their 
jobs and other questions pertaining to tenure, academic freedom 
of the faculty and salary. 

"Of the 500 responses we have rece 
their jobs very much Bennet said. 



Convert becomes saint 



VATICAN CITY (AP) - As 
thousands of Americans knelt on 
the cobblestones of St. Peter's 
Square Sunday Pope Paul VI 
proclaimed Elizabeth Ann Seton, 
a convert to Roman Catholicism, 
their first nativeborn saint. 

The huge square was filled with 
pilgrims, most of them 
Americans, as Pope Paul 
declared Mother Seton "among 
the saints in the universal church' ' 
and urged : 

"REJOICE, we say to the great 
nation of the United States of 
America. Rejoice for your 
glorious daughter... be proud of 
her. And know how to preserve 
her fruitful heritage." 

Shortly afterward, an Italian 
parachuted into the square 
carrying a replica of the statue of 
the Madonna that stands atop the 
Milan cathedral. The pontiff and 
thousands of others cheered. 



TWO AMERICANS who Vatican 
investigators said pulled 
miraculously back from death 
after prayers to Mother Seton 
attended the ceremony. 

The 30-minute canonization 
ceremony, inserted near the 
beginning of the Mass, departed 
from traditional ritual to stress 
womens contributions to society 
and to emphasize, in Pope Paul s 
own words, "the complete 
femininity" of Mother Seton— wife 



and mother of five, widow and 
nun. Pope Paul had earlier 
declared the day "Women's Day.", 

SINCE IMS. Pope Paul has 
canonized 49 saints including 
Mother Seton. Forty of those were 
English martyrs. 

The names dropped in 1969 
included such favorites as St. 
Christopher and St. Nicholas, 
popularly known as Santa Claus. 



Rembrandt's work slashed 



AMSTERDAM, The 
Netherlands (AP) — Rembrandt's 
priceless 17th century master- 
piece "The Night Watch" was 
slashed and disfigured Sunday by 
a man armed with a serrated 
bread knife who fought off a 
museum guard and told bystan- 
ders that he "did it for the Lord." 

Officials said the assailant 
arrived just after the Sunday 
afternoon opening of the Rijks- 
museum, went directly to the 
spacious chamber where "The 
Night Watch" hangs, and began 
slashing at the lower center 
section of the 14- by 11-foot 
painting. It was the second knife 
affack on the painting in this 
century. 

A G.UARD grabbed his arm, but 
the heavily built assailant held 
him off and moved across the 
masterpiece to the right, slashing 
with the knife. He hit it in more 
than a dozen places, leaving a 
section some seven feet wide 
severely defaced. Knife marks 
were more than two feet long. In 
the center section, a piece of 
canvas measuring about 12 by 2Vi 
inches was ripped off. 

P J. Van Thiel, the museum's 
acting director, said the damage 
was not irreparable but would 
take from four months or longer to 
restore. "We must conclude the

They had forced their way into the embassy 16 hours earlier, grabbing 
the ambassador and two aides and threatening to kill them and blow up 
the building if Egypt didn't scrap the disengagement pact it signed with 
Israel. 

Arab diplomats, negotiating with the terrorists by exchanging 
messages under the door, told them Algeria had agreed to provide a 
plane for them and the ambassadors of Algeria and Iraq volunteered to

SAN JOSE, Calif. — A frantic gunman seeking to 
flee aboard a hijacked airliner was shot and killed 
by a police marksman Monday after two hours of 
violence that left one of his four hostages critically 
wounded. 

The would-be hijacker was felled by a single 
bullet as he emerged, gun in hand, from an empty 
jetliner with a captive as a shield. Minutes before, 
police sharpshooters had fired into the cockpit and 
shot out the tires of the Continental Airlines 727 as 
it sat on a floodlit runway at San Jose Municipal 
Airport. 

The gunman was identified by police as Fred 
Salomon, a 24-year-old San Jose man also listed on 
police records as Fred Soloman. Officers said his 
arrest record dated back to 1968, when he was 
convicted of assault with a deadly weapon. 

TOPEKA — Four telephone customers from the 
Topeka area accepted an invitation by the Kansas 
Corporation Commission and appeared Monday as 
witnesses from the general public in the hearing of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Company's ap- 
plication for a $21.8 million a year rate increase.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — The U.N. General 
Assembly opens its 30th annual session today, and 
an attempt to oust South Africa from the assembly 
looms among its sharpest issues. 

The 75 nonaligned countries that form a 
majority of the 138 U.N. members have in- 
structions from the Lima nonaligned foreign 
ministers' conference of Aug. 25-30 to "work for 
the expulsion of the Pretoria regime" and the 
granting of U.N. observer status to so-called South 
African liberation movements. 

The ministers described the white-minority 
South African government as "a full-fledged 
fascist regime bent on perpetuating the ruthless 
dominations of the indigenous population" — a 
reference to the country's black majority. 

DUBLIN, Ireland — Marian Hart, the 83-year- 
old "flying granny" who flew solo across the 
Atlantic over the weekend, was grounded Monday 
by a bad cold. 

The sprightly Washington, D.C. aviatrix had 
earlier said she planned to go to the Middle East 
when she left Dublin, but she gave no indication of 
plans to leave. 

She told newsmen from her Dublin hotel room 
that she caught a chill when she took a spin over 
the Irish capital Sunday evening. 
|r She dismissed her transatlantic flight as "just 
another little trip." 

WASHINGTON — The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration recommended Monday that radiation 
shields be used routinely by children and men and 
women of reproductive age when they undergo X- 
ray examinations. 

The FDA issued proposed guidelines for doctors 
and other health professionals on the use of 
shields, usually made from lead-impregnated 
rubber, which are placed over women's ovaries 
and men's testes when those areas are X-rayed. 

Although the use of gonadal shields has been 
recommended for years because of possible 
genetic damage from radiation, the FDA said a 
1JT70 study by the U.S. Public Health Service in- 
dicated that shields are rarely used.

LSD hysteria 

Recent uncoverings of unauthorized LSD ex- 
periments conducted by the Army and the CIA come 
as no surprise. 

The experiments, conducted mostly in the 1950s, 
tested the use of LSD in intelligence operations and as 
an alternative to nuclear warfare — a weapon that 
would incapacitate enemy forces temporarily. The 
experiments eventually involved 7,000 servicemen and 
civilians. 

Media and Senate investigations were prompted by 
the linking of Frank Olsen's death-plunge from a 10- 
story window to CIA experiments. Olsen had been 
surreptitiously given LSD ten days earlier. 

INVESTIGATION found many subjects were given 
drugs without knowledge of them, or their effects. 
Some were coerced. 

The CIA and the Army are guilty of serious 
disregard for human life and medical ethics. The 
charge is a familiar one. 

But in their investigations, the news media is guilty 
of perpetrating the LSD hysteria and, in an attempt to 
excite readership, is capitalizing on sensationalism. 

The National Observer begins its story of the illicit 
experiments, quoting three former subjects. For 
example: "I was in a state of panic. .My arms were 
two white rivers with black threads. They were my 
veins. I realized I could end this hell by cutting my 
veins. I tried to kill myself." 

THE NEW YORK TIMES reports testimony given in 
a subcommittee hearing, all of which is sensational : 

A researcher allegedly tried to jump out of a third- 
story window in an experiment. One wife said her 
husband, after an Army test, became depressed and 
threatened to shoot himself. A retired officer said he 
had flashbacks, periods of amnesia and developed 
epilepsy. 

Evidence that LSD is solely responsible is at best 
specious. LSD is an emotionally-charged topic, 
clouded by myths and inconclusive data. 

Those experienced with it consider the allegations 
misrepresentative and extreme . And in lieu of the $8.5 
million claim brought against the Army by Olsen's 
daughter, one must question the subcommittee 
testimony.

Cadavers keep class lively

Anatomy students adjust 
quickly to the shock of working 
with human cadavers, according 
to Byron Burlingham, associate 
professor of biology. 

The anatomy class is only 
required for physical therapy 
majors, but recommended for 
other majors such as: pre-med, 
pre-denistry and pre-nursing, 
Burlingham said. 

The students have to make a 
psychological adjustment while 
working with cadavers, 
Burlingham said, and look upon 
the work scientifically. 

"It was a little apprehensive 
when I first got in the dissection 
lab, but there wasn't anything 
repulsive about them," said 
Michael Shull, who graduated last 
spring and is taking courses while 
applying for medical school. 

THE HUMAN BODY classes 
also make use of the cadavers, but 
on a limited scale. 

"We've only looked at them 
once so far and we only use them 
when we're beginning a 
system or something. We 



them to reinforce the textbook," 
Chris Regier, junior in medical 
technology said. 

The cadavers have their effect 
on the Human Body students, too. 

"The thought of a dead body 
was repulsive, but seeing it wasn't 
so bad," Mike Michel, senior in 
pre-dentistry said. 

"The smell is the worst part. 
Also, it wouldn't have been so bad 



if I hadn't had to look at the 
faces," Regier said. 

THE HUMAN ANATOMY 
students become accustomed to 
working with dead bodies with six 
hours a week spent in lab. 

"I consider I'm dissecting a 
body, not a person," Shull said. 

K-State gets four cadavers a 
year from the KU Medical Center.

program. McClain said the 
Varsity Company expects 
students to work a 12-hour day, six 
days a week, for ten weeks.

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Gas costs prompt 
cab fare increase

Bell Transportation Company, 
Inc. is the number-one taxi ser- 
vice in Manhattan. Subsidized by 
the city, it is the only taxi-cab 
service in Manhattan. 

The city commission granted a 
20 cents per fare rate increase 
Sept. 9 at a special meeting after 
two months of consideration. The 
"flag drop,'' the automatic charge 
per fare is 80 cents. 

After this initial fee, each one- 
fifth mile costs the rider 10 cents. 
For example, transportation from 
FarreU Library to West Loop 
shopping center would cost about 
$1.60. 

That's if the taxi does not have 
to wait for the passenger. Each 
minute of waiting time costs the 
passenger 10 cents. 

If two people are headed for the 
same destination, the second 
person is charged 25 cents. 
No dogs are taken as passengers 
caged, with seeing-eye 



"WE RUN. on the 

t cars in 24 hours and each car 
burns about 15 gallons of gas, said 
Ira Reaves, manager of 
Manhattan's Bell Taxi service. 
"That comes out to about 120 
gallons a day," Reaves said. 
"Right now we're paying 51.9 
cents per gallon, but we're ex- 
pecting it to go up any day now. 
Every time the gas truck pulls in 
to refill our bulk tank, we hold 
our breath." 

"We felt we needed the 20 cents 
increase on our flag-drop to help 
make up for the rise in gas prices. 
We also needed it to even out the 
cost of calls we get from places 
like Westloop that only need to go 
a few blocks," Reaves said. "By 
the time we drive out there and 
back it's six miles. If the rider 
only goes a few blocks, it isn't 
covered by the 60 cents flag-drop. 
The 90 cents charge brings us 
closer to breaking even." 

Bell Taxi runs into 
problems involving 



"ANY TIME a taxi gets a 
speeding ticket, the driver pays 
the fine," Reaves continued. "If 
the ticket is due to an unrepaired 
car, something like a noisy 
muffler, the company pays the 
fine. But not too many of those 
tickets come up. Our cars are 
required by law to be inspected by 
the city each week. If they don't 
pass, we've got one week to get it 
in shape. After that, it's groun- 
ded."

"Each full-time driver is put on 
a lOhour shift," said Reaves. "He 
gets 40 per cent of the fares he 
takes in. Out of that 40 per cent 
comes their taxes. The average 
driver ends up with about $15 a 
day and works six days a week." 

There are two women working 
as taxi-cab drivers for Bell. 

"Both women have had at least 
one or two flats on their cars," 
Reaves said. "If there's no one 
handy to go out and help them, 
they change it themselves. Far as 
I know, they have done it as well 
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EMERGENCY calls involve 
cases ranging from expectant 
women in labor to drunken men in 
a stupor. Sometimes the taxi 
accepts calls ordinarily handled 
by an ambulance if an emergency 
vehicle is unavailable. 

"I don't believe we've ever had 
any trouble from K-State 
students," Reaves said "Oh, 
maybe a little good fun after a ball 
game, but never anything serious. 

"Last year, after K-State beat 
KU in a ballgame, Aggieville was 
celebrating it pretty big and I 
made the mistake of driving 
through there. About 12 girls all 
climbed on the cab and wouldn't 
get off. Not in the cab, on it. They 
were all over, front, back, even on 
the roof. They wouldn't get off 
until I drove them around the 
block," Reaves said.

Safeway operates 1,950 retail 
food stores in 27 states and the 
District of Columbia. It is the 
largest chain in terms of 
which is 1973 totaled alma 
billion. 

Safeway officials were ordered 
to appear at the FTC headquar- 
ters on Oct. 21 to answer the 
complaint. If Safeway contests it, 
the case will go before an ad- 
ministrative law judge.

NlI *traffic fatalities in the past five years have 
focused attention on several hazardous stretches of 
McDowell Creek Road, and plans are underway for 
its improvement. 

Construction is expected to begin early next year.

"As far as the U.S. Senate is concerned, the people 
of New Hampshire have chosen someone else, and as 
I said before, I accept that decision," said the five- 
term congressman who had entered the first cam- 
paign as a heavy favorite. 

Durkin, a former state insurance commissioner 
who relishes his reputation as a hardswinging 
campaigner, had spoken out against President Ford 
and economic policies he said were worsening New 
Hampshire's unemployment and energy problems. 

THE SPECIAL ELECTION offered the first clues 
to 1976 voter attitudes and sounded the last echoes of 
the 1974 campaign. On both counts, the message

Across the state, Durkin increased the vote he had 
tallied in the Nov. 5 election while Wyman's count 
held steady or declined.

MOSCOW (AP) - A top State

Robinson gave no details of the 
talks. But he said Soviet officials

American grain market. 

The Russians, who apparently 
suffered harvest setbacks this 
year because of severe spring and 
summer droughts, purchased 9.8 
million metric tons of U.S. grain in 
July.

WASHINGTON — Despite President Ford's plea 
for fast action, congressional approval of the Sinai 
peace accord may be delayed another two weeks 
as various members of House and Senate press for 
full disclosure of related U.S. commitments. 

Secret agreements include a U.S. promise to 
supply Israel with advanced F16 jet fighters and 
possibly Pershing missiles, congress persons said. 

However, Ford said at a news conference 
Tuesday that this country has made no firm 
commitment to supply the fighters and missiles. 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. - A federal judge ruled 
today that Lynette 'Squeaky' Fromme can 
publicly discuss anything she desires, except the 
charge that she attempted to assassinate 
President Ford. 

U.S. District Judge Thomas MacBride modified 
his gag order during a hearing at which Fromme 
also asked to serve as her own attorney . He said he 
would consider that request after she entered a 
plea on Friday. 

MacBride also reduced bail for Fromme from $1 
million to $350,000, rejecting the defense attorney's 
request to release her without bail. 

WASHINGTON — The State Department 
reportedly reached a compromise agreement with 
members of Congress Tuesday to assure 
congressional approval of a proposed sale of Hawk 
air defense missiles to Jordan. 

Aides of Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., said the 
senator was assured that a written message will be 
delivered to President Ford Wednesday stating 
that the 14 Hawk batteries, which carry more than 
500 missiles, will be nonmobile. 

Case led Senate objectors to the Hawk sale 
initially on grounds that mobile weapons might be 
sent close to the Israeli border to cover offensive 
operations against Israel. 

CLEVELAND — Engineers from the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
have placed a giant, experimental windmill into 
operation after indications it may be a practical, 
supplemental energy source. 

Ronald Thomas, head of the wind power office at 
NASA's Lewis Research Center here, said 
preliminary results of studies conducted by two 
contractors "look very encouraging ... It appears 
that windmills have the potential to be a practical 
source of energy." 

If the machines being developed by Lewis 
Center pan out, huge, twin-bladed windmills with 
vanes spanning 190 feet may be going up in many 
parts of the country within a few years. 

KANSAS CITY — A former Kansas City coun- 
cil person, Sal Capra, was found innocent Tuesday 
of federal charges that he used the mails to file 
false Missouri state sales tax returns.

Refuse Kleppe 

President Ford is still hacking away at America's 
conservation programs. 

This time he has nominated former Rep. Thomas 
Kleppe, North Dakota Republican, to be Secretary of 
the Interior . 

The Department of the Interior oversees nationally- 
owned public lands and natural resources, most 
notably the National Parks and historical monuments, 
and is responsible for conservation of land, water, fish 
and wildlife. 

Obviously, the Interior Secretary should be the top 
conservationist in the country. 

HOWEVER, Ford has nominated Kleppe, a man 
with a conservative voting record and no en- 
vironmental background whatsoever. 

Kleppe served two terms in the House of 
Representatives. In 1970, President Nixon persuaded 
him to run for the Senate, challenging incumbent 
Quentin Bur dick. 

He lost the Senate race, despite appearances by 
Patricia Nixon, Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew. 

Kleppe is not qualified to be Secretary of the Interior 
at a time when the department desperately needs a 
leader experienced in environmental matters. 

THE NATIONAL PARK SERVICE is in serious 
financial trouble. And due to Ford's lid on federal 
spending, no increased funding has been received. 

Though the number of visitors to National Parks has 
jumped 27 per cent, service staff has been cut by more 
than 17 per cent. Without a knowledgeable leader who 
has an environmental conscience, the National Park 
system will be seriously impaired. 

Before his Senate campaign, Kleppe disclosed his 
holdings of $1.13 million in IBM and stock amounting 
to $273,600 in Cardinal Petroleum, Inc., of which he 
was a director. Prior to his career in government, he 
was a member of an investment firm. 

Considering his background and interests, Kleppe 
will likely be more sensitive to "economic develop- 
ment" desires of big business than the preservation of 
natural resources. He could easily become one of 
Ford's puppets, leaving America's resources open to 
careless exploitation by the mining interests, which 
the President seems to favor. 

Congress should refuse to confirm Kleppe and 
demand a responsible conservationist for such a vital

Kansas ranks high 
in pupil suspensions 

WICHITA (AP) — Kansas school districts ranked 13th in the 
nation during the 1972-73 school year in the percentage of students 
suspended from classes, a report released Tuesday in Washington 

The report, prepared by the Children's Defense Fund (CDF), 
said school districts in Kansas suspended 5 1 per cent of enrolled 
students. 

The CDF said at least 9,230 students were suspended in Kansas 
school districts in the 1872-73 year according to data submitted by 
the districts to the U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare's Office of Civil Rights. 

THIRTEEN STATES suspended more than five per cent of their 
student populations and Kansas was ranked 13th, the report said. 

The Washington group, supported by private foundations, said 
more than one million students were suspended in school districts 
that enrolled 53 per cent of all students. 

Student suspensions have "become a crutch" for school 
authorities to avoid issues of ineffective school programs and poor 
communications with students, parents and the community, the 
report charged 

The CDF called for an end to "wholesale use" of suspensions, 
citing the report's findings that less than three per cent of the 
suspensions were for destruction of property, drug abuse or 
criminal activity. 

More than 63 per cent of the suspensions were for nonviolent 
offenses and another 24 per cent were for truancy and 
the group said.

Insurance group raises

Sifers, who was reported out of 
town and could not be reached 
said in the letter dated 
Friday that unexpected increases 
in physicians' fees had depleted 
the Blue Shield cash reserve from

daughter Karen be allowed to die. 

Karen Ann Quinlan, 21, has been 
hi a coma since April 15 and only a 
hospital's respirator stands 
between her and death. Her 
father has filed suit in Superior 
Court here asking permission to 
disconnect the machine. 

Quinlan, his wife Julia and two 
younger children, all devout 
Roman Catholics, disapprove of 
euthanasia — mercy killing — and 
believe Karen already is dead 
except for the functions provided 
by the machine. 

THE 50-year-old Quinlan 
said of his decision Tuesday, "I 
was the last to hold out because 
both my wife and my other 
: critically ill in the 



past and the Lord always an- 
swered my prayers before. But 
after a lot of prayers I became 
convinced this is what God's will 
was, that Karen was being called 
by Him." 

Mrs. Quinlan said, "She is just a 
vegetable. She is not alive." 

The Quintans, who live in 
Roxbury Township, sought the 
counsel of Catholic priests at their 
parish, Our Lady of the Laje, in 
nearby Mount Arlington. Paul 
Armstrong, Quinlan's attorney, 
said priests concurred in their 
decision. 

ARMSTRONG said his research 
showed Catholic doctrine dif- 
ferentiates between acting to take 
a life and removing devices that 
"artificially" sustain life in a 
hopeless case. 

In the court papers filed last 
Friday, 



have determined the young 
woman has suffered irreparable 
brain damage during her five 
months in a coma. 

Quinlan's suit has brought to 
court the question of defining life 
and death. Morris County 
Prosecutor Donald Collester Jr. 
said he has intervened in the case 
because if Karen is alive, shutting 
off the machine to end the life 
would be a homicide. 

Doctors at St. Clare's hospital in 
Denville, where the young woman 
has lain comatose since being 
admitted, have 
Karen's illness.

Coal tested for future use 



Once thought obsolete coal 
remains the fuel of the future. 

As oil and natural gas reserves 
become depleted, a K-State 
research team is studying the 
possibilities of using coal as an 
alternative fuel. 

Thomas Lester, assistant 
professor of nuclear engineering, 
and Randy Seeker, graduate 
student in nuclear engineering, 
are searching for an efficient and 
non-polluting way to use the 
nation's coal resources. 
A $20,000, three-year grant was 
^ded Lester and Seeker on 
I by Northern Natural Gas 
^any, Omaha, Neb., to help 
conduct the study. The grant, 
administered by the K-State 
Engineering Experiment Station, 
includes a fellowship for Seeker to 
complete his PhD. at K-State. 

"To utilize coal more ef- 
fectively, Lester said, "We need to 
know much more about the 
burning characteristics and 
subsequent pollutant formation of 
pulverized coal."

Increased bicycle accidents 
cause of concern to RCPD 



explained that coal is 
pulverized, ground into a powder- 
like state, then blown into fur- 
naces used for 
electrical energy. 

Under Lester's guidance, 
Seeker is examining the ignition 
character isitics and the pollution 
factors of the coal. Lester said 
that it may aid furnace 
manufacturers and other 
producers of combustion systems 
in the development of better 
furnaces and boilers. 

"The research should lead to a 
better understanding of nitric 
oxide formation from pulverized 
coal combustion/' Lester said. 
"Nitric oxide, is the culprit in 
smog formation. If we can un- 
derstand its chemistry, then 
hopefully we can take positive 
steps to reduce or eliminate its

During the last eight weeks 
there have been 11 reported 
bicycle-vehichle accidents in the 
Manhattan area, ten resulting in 
injury and one in death. 

Bicyclists have no protection 
when they ride, said Alvan 
Johnson, assistant director of the 
Riley County Police Department. 
When bicycles are involved in an 
accident, injuries almost always 
result, he added. 

TO COUNTERACT these ac- 
cidents the RCPD is initiating a 
two-prong approach. One part is 
bicycle safety programs 
presented by both the fire and 
police departments. The other 
part is issuing traffic tickets to 
bicyclists who fail to obey traffic 
rules. Tickets will also be issued 
for bicycles without city license 
tags beginning Sept. 28. 

"We would like anyone who 
rides a bike to voluntarily comply 
with the rules of the road," 
Johnson said. "Everyone should 
drive defensively and make every 
effort to avoid a collision or ac- 



ahead and watch the road. 
Bicyclists must ride on the far 
right side of the road with the flow 
of traffic, and always give 
pedestrians the right-of-way. 

THE RCPD further recom- 
mends that when riding in a 
group, bicyclists should ride in 
single file and, if possible, use less 
traveled roads, keep well behind 
moving cars and walk the bicycle 
across busy streets. 

Other suggestions by the RCPD 
include keeping both hands on the 
handle bars, except when 
signaling and obeying all traffic 
signs the same as automobiles. 

The police department also said 
the bicycle should be equipped 
with a rear reflector and a 
headlight that can be seen for 500

accidents is not exclusively that of 
the bicyclists or the motorists, 
Johnson added, but rests on the 
shoulders of both. 

Some rules of the road are 
recommended by the RCPD to 
help prevent bicycle accidents. 
These common rules are ride in a 
straight line, keep eyes straight

In New York City, the teachers, who now earn from $6,700 to 120,350 
annually, will receive a 1300 cost-of-living increase. In addition, those 
with 10 to 15 years' service would get a $750 longevity increase and those 
with 15 or more years a $1,500 increase. 

The pact also calls for the immediate rehiring of 2,400 of the 4,000 
regular teachers laid off by the Board of Education because of the $230 
million budget cutback imposed by the fiscally strapped city. 

The most controversial element in the pact is the shortening of the 
pupil's school day by one period twice in a week, in return for teachers 
giving up two free-time preparation periods a week. 
Class sizes, one of the key elements, would remain at the maximums

To consolidate or not to consolidate — that is the 
question surrounding Manhattan hospitals. 

The board of directors of The St. Mary Hospital 
and Memorial Hospital announced last 
that consolidation of obstetrical and 
services had been agreed to "in principle." 

The tentative plan is to consolidate obstetrics and 
care of newborn children at Memorial while St. 
^Mary's would handle all emergencies. 

The idea behind consolidation is to avoid 
duplication of expensive equipment and trained 
staff. Instead of having two services at both 
hospitals, each hospital will concentrate on a dif- 



" THERE HAS been hospital consolidation in other 
parts of the United States with a noticeable im- 
provement in the quality of care," Tom Faulkner, 
director of Memorial, said. 

Dan Broyles, director of St. Mary's, said some of 
the doctors would like to see obstetrical 
under one roof. 



doctors must go back and forth to both 
They want to go to one place where there is 
one uniform staff," Broyles said. 

Broyles said Manhattan needs fetal monitoring 
equipment, which costs about $15,000. 

"If a hospital is to spend the money for equipment 
like that it must have the entire market for ob- 
stetrics," Broyles said. 

IN 1973, Memorial and St Mary's jointly spon- 
sored a feasibility study that covered all hospital 
services. The consultants were provided by the 
Kansas Hospital Association. After a ten month 
study, consolidation of obstetrics and emergency 
services was recommended. 

Broyles said it will cost $50,000 to expand 
emergency services at St. Mary's and $300,000 will 
be needed to upgrade services at Memorial. 

St. Mary's currently has larger obstetrical 
facilities and handles more cases than Memorial. 
Last year Memorial delivered about 500 babies to St. 
Mary's 700. 

Because it is a Catholic hospital, however, St. 
Mary's cannot handle abortions or sterilizations. 
Due to these restrictions, obstetrics would be at 
Memorial.

The guards were taken to two area hospitals 
where one was reported in critical conditon. 

Robert McClay, deputy superintendent of the 
prison in this western New York community, said 
the prisoner "lost control of himself," stabbed four 
guards in a cellblock corridor and beat a fifth 
guard with a blunt instrument in the mess hall 
before being overpowered there with the help of 
other inmates. 

COLUMBIA, Mo. - A psychiatrist at the 
University of Missouri who has become an expert 
on an old form of encephalitis or inflammation of 
the brain says it may have made Adolf Hitler what 
he was 

Dr. John Walters finds that Hitler exhibited all 
the major diagnostic characteristics of having had 
Von Economo's encephalitis. 

He says it could account for Hitler's cruelty, 
fanaticism, viciousness, maliciousness, rages, 
fraud and deception — even his charisma. 

He quoted an earlier researcher as saying : 

"These patients have such power to convince 
and to impose their authority that they completely 
govern, control and dominate their comrades.

Police Chief Jerry Pitts said Knox was killed 
when hit by a car and hurled 50 feet during a heavy 
rain Wednesday. 

"The preliminary information is that it was an 
accident," said Pitts. 

In April 1972, Knox was hit by a car at the same 
intersection and received first-aid treatment. 

In 1970, she was injured while on duty in front of 
Brainerd Junior High School and hospitalized 
several weeks.. 

FORT WALTON BEACH, Fia. — Doctors are 
blaming a pesticide called nemagon for the death 
of a woman who died two days after spraying her 
lawn. 

Dr. Edmund Kielman, medical examiner for 
Okaloosa County, said nemagon in a spray used by 
Mrs. R.J. Clark, 53, of Fort Walton Beach had 
"devastated" her liver. 

"This woman was well before using this 
chemical for 34 hours, inhaling it as she used it in 
a spray form," Kielman said. "There is a warning 
on the can that warns buyers that the chemical 
may be fatal if swallowed or inhaled. The 
manufacturers are well aware of this." 

LOS ANGELES — Christina Onassis Andrea dis , 
fulfilling .her late father's plans to enter the 
American oil market, has cemented a partnership 
to buy a major California oil refinery, it was an- 
nounced Wednesday. 

The Greek-based Onassis interests and UCO Oil 
Co., largest independent oil marketing company 
on the West Coast, bought the 25,000-barrel-a-day 
Gulf Oil refinery at Hercules, near San Francisco, 
UCO officials said.

Brad 
Rothermel, assistant athletic director in charge of 
business affairs, provided figures which state that 
Iowa State's athletic department this fiscal year 
budgeted $190,000 from student fees; Oklahoma State 
budgeted $194,000; Colorado, $35,000 and the 
University of Kansas budgeted $147,000. 

K-State's athletic department receives no student 
money for its general operating budget. And yet, it is 
asked to compete with those schools without the 
financial base to do so.

Ford urges aid for Turkey 



WASHINGTON (AP) - A stepped-up drive to lift 
the U.S. arms embargo against Turkey began in the 
House on Wednesday, with President Ford saying 
rejection this time would threaten Western security 
in the North Atlantic. 

The House International Relations Committee 
approved, 25-9, a bill authorizing $185 million in arms 
sales to Turkey, plus arms sales needed for Turkey 
to carry out its North Atlantic Treaty commitments. 

Full House action is expected next week. 

THE COMMITTEE vote indicated a strong gain in 
support from the 16-12 tally by which the panel ap- 
proved a similar bill in July before the House voted it 

■ U.S. bases in its country. 



Ford told the committee by letter: "It cannot be in 
our interest to risk further weakening Turkey's ties 
with the Western alliance system." 

CONGRESS CUT off all U.S. military aid to 
Turkey effective last Feb. 5 in an effort to force 
Turkey to negotiate a Cyprus peace, but Ford con- 
tended the embargo has become "a major im- 
pediment" to those negotiations. 

Congress cut off the aid because of Turkey's use of 
American weapons in its invasion and occupation of 
Cyprus. 

The House has repeatedly voted against U.S. aid to 
Turkey and the bill approved by the 
Wednesday is similar to one it rejected in July. 



At the end of a five-day private 
hearing in high court, Judge 
Heilbron said she was announcing 
her decision in open court because 
of the controversy the case has 
provoked over whether English 
law adequately protects the rights 
of children. 

She said the operation was 
"neither medically indicated nor 
necessary, and it would not be in 
the girl's best interests for it to be 
performed." The girl's behavioral 
condition had improved, and the 
operation would "deprive her of a 
basic human right — that of a 
woman to 
Heilbron said. 

THE JUDGE praised the 
"courage, persistence and 
humane concern for this young 
girl" shown by Mrs. Dubberley 
and her colleagues and described 
the girl's mother as "excellent, 
caring and devoted." The mother 
had "courageously faced various 
problems over her daughter" and 
had consented to the operation on 
medical advice, the judge said. 

Doctors said the girl suffers 
from a rare condition called 
"Soto's syndrome, " which results 
in large bone growth, behavioral 
problems and often some degree 
of mental retardation. However, 
Mrs. Dubberley had said she did 
not consider the girl retarded, 
though she is somewhat clumsy 
and of below-average intelligence. 

The case has similar parallels to 
one in the United States. 

THE U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity reported two years 
ago that U minors may have been 
involuntarily sterilized by a

Flying license options many

private airplane pilot's license, 
according to Ken Weyand, editor 
and publisher of the Suburban 
Pilot Newspaper based in Kansas 
City.

Weyand explained that if flying 
instruction is spread out over two 
to three years, flying an hour or 
two a week, a portion of each 
flying hour will be spent 
relearning previous instruction. 

A private pilot's license in 
Kansas requires approximately 40 
hours of flight instruction and 
costs approximately $1,000. 

"Plying is a Walter Mitty type 
thing, " Weyand said. "I was eight 
when I took my first airplane ride 
and later spent a lot of time 
talking about airplanes and trying 
to convince my parents it was the 
easiest way to go. 

"Flying is a three-D art," 
Weyand said. 

It is also more useful 
ever before, he said, 
citing efficiency. 

TWO THINGS, he explained, 
make light plane travel efficient: 
the 55 m.p.h speed limit and the 
curtailment of some short-haul 
airline routes due to increased 
fuel costs. 

Of 12,000 U.S. airports, Weyand 
said, only approximately 400 are 
served by regular airline routes. 

There is a big misconception 
that aviation includes only 
airlines, he said. 

General aviation is a large 
industry, especially in Kansas. 
Weyand mentioned agricultural 
flying, aircraft training, patrol 
and police work as well as 
flying.

And as 
J»ual. there is no right time to turn on the heat in campus 
buddings. 

Case Bonebrake, director of the K-State Physical Plant, said his 
office hears from many University employes who want the heat 
turned on in their building. 

Bonebrake said because the temperature fluctuates so much 
during the fall and spring, he does not have a set day to turn on the 
heat or air conditioning. 

"Somebody is hot, somebody else is cold. I resist the requests as 
long as I can, and then I give in to it," Bonebrake said. 

"WE WILL not respond to requests (to turn the heat op) except 
from the dean of a college," Bonebrake said. 

"If we responded to ail the secretaries that called, we'd be 
turning it off and on at the same time. The point is, you can't 
please everybody," Bonebrake said. 

All buildings on campus are heated by steam. Larry Hedman, 
physical plant plumbing foreman, said steam is released to each 
building seperately upon orders from Bonebrake. 

Once the steam is turned on in a building it is regulated by 
thermostatically-controlled valves.

Five teams strike

The National Football League 
players' strike grew to five teams 
Wednesday with the addition of 
the Detroit Lions and the New 
York Giants, threatening to 
disrupt the start of a season only 
four days away. But the team 
owners announced their firm 
intention that "there will be 
games played in the NFL this 
weekend." 

THE LIONS and Giants joined 
the New York Jets, Washington 
Redskins and New England 
Patriots in announcing their 
decision to strike. Sunday, the 
first of 14 weekends of regular- 
season games, was growing 
dangerously close if some of the 
games were to be played. 

Meanwhile, sources said W.J. 
Usery, head of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Ser- 
vice, left Washington late Wed- 
nesday afternoon and flew to New 
York, where he was to go into 
immediate meetings with the NFL 
Management Council. 

JIM YARBROUGH, Detroit's 
player representative, made the 
Lions' strike announcement 
following a 2Vhour player 
meeting. "We, as a team, decided 
(hat as long as the New England 
Patriots are locked out of their 
training camp, we consider our 
team locked out," the statement 
said in part "We will re-evaluate 



our position daily in hope that 
meaningful progress will be made 
in our negotiations for a 
bargaining agreement." 

Team co-captains Lem Barney 
and Charlie Sanders said the 
players would try to find a place to 
train and would be ready to play 
Sunday's opener against Green 
Bay at Milwaukee if a settlement 
is reached. 

QUARTERBACK Craig Morton 
read the Giants' statement, which 
said, in part: "We realize the 
action we take today affects our 
families, friends, coaches, their 
families and our loyal fans. But 
we feel our proposals are ex- 
tremely fair and our main desire 
is to play football. We take our 
actions in the hope that the 
Management Council and the NFL 
Players Association can reach 
some sort of agreement as to 
pension, insurance and 
pay."

Planetarium lost in space

The planetarium, located in 
room 407 Car dwell Hall, is a 
conglomeration of various 
lighting arrangements and in- 
strument apparatus used to 
demonstrate sky and space 
scenes, according to Mike Boss, 
assistant director of the 
planetarium. 

Its purpose is to educate the 
visitor while provoking his senses 
with the sights and sounds of the 
universe, he said.

EVANS SAID that they have

The free facility is offered by 
the Physics Department. It is 
open to Man's Physical World Lab 
classes, astronomy classes and 
groups who wish to schedule a 
program on weekdays. 

Another improvement in the 
planetarium has been the addition 
of slide projectors and sound 
equipment from the physics 
department, Evans said Boss has 
been developing taped programs 
that would not have to specify a 
particular projectionist. 

SOME OF the shows to be of- 
fered this year are: UFO's and 
exposing some of the various 
hoaxes about them, Exo-Biology 
which is concerned with the 
Mariner Craft sent to Jupiter. 
This is also a program designed 
for Man s Physical World classes. 

Two shows which are being 
considered are a program on 
Stone Henge, and Project Viking 
going to Mars, an overture of 
pictorial landing, Boss said. 



According to Boss two of these 
will possibly be ready for 
presentation by the end of the 
month. The presentation staff still 
must be trained and various slides 
made before the shows will be 
ready.

When someone mentions square dancing, do visions of red checked 
shirts and dresses or scenes from B-grade movies come to mind? 

Square dancing is often thought to be something old married couples 
and drunk cowboys do for recreation. Earl Baugher, assistant professor 
of agricultural engineering and adviser to the K- La ires, the University's 
square dance club, proved to this reporter and about 100 other beginners 
out of the crowd of 200 Sunday night that a lot of concentration is 
required to avoid crashing into someone else on the dance floor. 

Arriving at the KSU rooms in the Union promptly at 7:30p.ra (the club 
meets there every Sunday), all confidence vanished as soon as the ex- 
pert dancers took the floor.

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Hughes doesn't show; 
still alive, lawyer says

NEW YORK (AP) - Billionaire 
recluse Howard Hughes did not 
show up in court Wednesday to 
prove he is still alive. 

But a lawyer for Hughes' 
Summa Corp. did, and he said the 
attempt by two shareholders In 
the Air Liquidation Co. to have 
Hughes declared legally dead 
smacked of blackmail. 

"Inference is plain that the 
plantiffs believe if they make 
en ouch of a nuisance of mem- 
selves, someone will pay them to 
go away," lawyer Chester Davis 
said in moving for dismissal of the 
suit. 

State Supreme Court Justice 
Bernard Nadel, who signed an 
order giving Hughes until next 
Wednesday to prove he is still 
alive, reserved decision on the 
■* Davis motion. 

A SPOKESPERSON for Summa 
Corp. in Los Angeles has said the 



industrialist is alive, but Davis did 
not deal with the question. 

"Any extended comment on the 
claptrap submitted in support of 
the application (to declare Hughes 
dead) would dignify it out of 
reason," Davis declared. 

He said the court lacks 
jurisdiction and a ruling for the 
plaintiffs "would turn the Judicial 
process into a theater of the ab- 
surd." 

The suit was brought by Victor 
and Ellen Kurtz of Manhattan, 
who seek damages from Air 
Liquidation, 

Their lawyer said the objective 
in seeking a court declaration that 
Hughes is dead is to make it 
possible to go into court in 
Delaware, where Summa Corp. 
and Hughes Air Corp. are in- 
corporated, and request the ap- 
pointment of an administrator 
who would become the defendant 
in a damages suit.

Man's best friend 
stops mail service 



WICHITA (AP) — Residents of a two-block area of south Wichita have 
ff learned the hard way that the U.S. Postal Service is not going to the dogs. 

For the past 18 days the area has received no mail. The reason is 
Duchess, a man-sized Great Dane with a knack for terrorizing mailmen. 

The matter is no laughing matter for 24 residents in the area, who must 
pick up mail at a Post Office substation about a mile away. 

Paul Arlington, manager of safety for the postal service, said 
deliveries in the two-block area will not be resumed until Duchess' 
owner, Will Koehn, signs a pledge to keep his dog confined. 

"UNTIL THE guarantee is forthcoming, we will not send our people 
into the area to be injured," Arlington said.

THE OVER-ALL increase in 
personal income, which includes 
wages, salaries, government 
benefits and other payments to 
individuals before deduction of 
taxes, amounted to $1.5 billion for 
August, That worked out to a 
monthly increase at an annual 
rate of $18 billon and pushed 
personal income to $1,256.9 billion 
at an annual rate. 

Private wages and salaries, 
which had stumped during the 
recession while government 
salaries and benefit payments 
provided what impetus there was 
to personal income, rose at an 
annual rate of $10.7 billion. That 
was the largest dollar increase 
since the government began 
keeping the statistics in 1949. In 
relative terms, the increase 
amounted to 6.8 per cent and was 
the largest since December 1959, 
when it was 1.9 per cent. 

Manufacturing alone con- 
tributed $5.4 billion to that in- 
crease, primarily due to a strong 
performance by the machinery, 
electrical equipment, tran-

PERSONAL INCOME is 
currently 7.7 per cent ahead of 
where it was a year ago. 

The balance of payments ac- 
counts, meanwhile, showed a $1.6 
billion surplus for the three-month 
period ending in June. 

The category measures money 
flows in and out of the United 
States for such things as trade 
settlements and short-term loans, 
as well as long-term investments. 

The latest quarterly surplus 
compared to a $673 million deficit 
in the first three months of the 
year and was the first surplus 
since the amount of money 
flowing into the country exceeded 
the amount flowing out by $1.7 
billion in the first three months of 
1974. 

The shift was attributed 
primarily to the record $3.3 billion 
surplus in the trade accounts 
during the quarter.

False figures fool troops, 
CIA analyst tells House 

WASHINGTON (AP) - A former CIA intelligence analyst testified 
Thursday that the 1968 Vietnam Tet attacks caught U.S. forces by sur- 
prise because top officials contrived phony enemy strength figures "to 
fool the American press, the public and the Congress." 

The analyst, Samuel Adams, said U.S. forces were unprepared for the 
Communist offensive that took 3,886 American lives because officials 
ordered false figures to indicate the Viet Cong was running out of men. 

Testifying before the House Intelligence Committee, Adams released 
cables from former U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker and the U.S 
Vietnam commander at the time, Jim Abrams, to support his assertion. 

THE CABLES showed both Bunker and Abrams wanted official 
estimates of the Viet Cong force kept below 300,000 — despite intelligence 
estimates of 600,000 — to show, in Bunker's words, that U.S. forces were 
"grinding down the enemy." 

Adams said he was a CIA analyst for 10 years and its only analyst on 
Viet Cong strength figures during the two years preceeding the Tet of- 
fensive. He said he resigned the day of the Tet offensive, calling the Viet

Consolidation 
still a hassle 
for hospitals

WASHINGTON — The Senate Intelligence 
Committee suggested Thursday that a cache of 
deadly shellfish poison, hidden away illegally by 
CIA agents five years ago, now be used for medical 
research. 

Chairperson Frank Church, Idaho Democrat, 
wrote CIA Director William Colby that if adequate 
safety precautions are possible, the toxin should be 
turned over to "properly supervised research 
facilities." 

Earlier, Edward Schantz, a University of 
Wisconsin chemist who first developed the toxin 
for the Army, testified that it could put to good use 
in the medical community, possibly in the 
production of a local anaesthetic. Other scientists 
have said it could help in researching a cure for 
muscular dystrophy. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — A cease-fire was 
proclaimed Thursday between warring Christians 
and Moslems, but gunfire and explosions shook 
Beirut after nightfall. 

Lebanese residents said the truce was being 
observed in some suburban combat zones and 
ignored in others, with the tempo of fighting 
picking up at dark. 

A government announcement said all sides 
agreed to cease fire at 4 p.m. — 10 a.m. CDT. 
Beirut Radio said an afternoon lull marked a 
"tangible improvement in the security situation," 
but later broadcasts said the truce was "not 
complete."

Dworkin says IQ 
more than intellect 



One of the main problems with 
IQ tests is they don't seem to 
measure only intelligence, Gerald 
Dworkin, associate professor of 
philosophy at the University of 
Illinois, said Thursday. 

Speaking to about 200 people in 
Denison Hall auditorium, 
Dworkin said other factors, such 
as social and cultural background, 
also tend to be measured in the 
same tests. 

DWORKIN, who is noted mainly 
for his work in philosophy and 
law, said that while IQ tests do 
tend to correlate with success, 
other factors, such as personality 
characteristics, energy and 
aggression, also play a part in 



The best IQ test, from the point 
of predicting future success, 
would also include school grades 
and measure the child's parents 
social and economic status. 

Dworkin said there have been 
correlations between childrens' 
IQ levels and their parents suc- 



WHEN IQ tests were first 
developed, he said, they were 
based on no set definition of in- 
telligence.* 

"Binet (who developed the first 
IQ test) was trying to sort out the 
mental defectives," he said. Later 
he was trying to rate all children 
as either defective, average or 
superior. 

But Binet did not have to defend 
his abstract definition of in- 
telligence to the world. Instead, he 
could point to how well the test 
worked, he said 

"Rarely did a bright child, as 
judged by the adults around him, 
score poorly, and rarely did a poor 
scorer seem otherwise bright," 
Dworkin said

Jordan rejects missile offer 



AMMAN, Jordan (AP) - 
rejected conditions set by President Ford for the sale 
of Hawk antiaircraft missiles as "insulting to 
national dignity" and indicated it may buy Soviet 
SAM missiles instead 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifai's office announced he 
had informed the U.S. Ambassador that Jordan 
would "regretfully decline to sign the Hawk missile 
contract under the conditions and limitations con- 
tained in President Ford's message to Congress." 

In that message, Ford assured congressional 
critics that the 14 missile batteries in the proposed 



that the Hawks could not be moved within range of ' 
Israel or used by an Arab alliance against Israel. 
The missiles have a range of 35 miles. 

"Jordan regards these limitations as unique and 
insulting to Jordan's national dignity," Rifai's 
statement said. 

It specifically rejected Ford's pledge that the 
Hawks would be used only as "defensive and non-

The NCAA is trying its darndest to screw college football. 
A federal court has struck down an Alabama judge's ruling that 
college football traveling squads may have 80 players instead of being 
# limited to 48. Now it's back to the NCAA's 48- player limit rule. 
' This 48-player rule is, to say the least, decidedly unfair. 

The visiting team has enough of a disadvantage trying to win on an 
opponent's home field without being limited to 12 fewer players. It 
makes it just that much harder to win away from home, particularly for 
teams which are not blessed with athletes who can, if needed, play 



THE 4s-player limit means visiting teams will be able to take only 
two strings on offense and defense and a few specialty players. The 48- 
player limit will probably mean teams wiU take only one kicker. So what 
happens if a team's kicker gets hurt, as happened with Wichita State two 
weeks ago? Most teams do not have another player who could step in and 
do a quality job of kicking. 

And what about all those players who work their butts off in practice 
aU week and then don't get to travel on the road simply because there 
isn't room for them? It will certainly be a 
fine athletes if they must sit at home and listen 
while their teammates play without them.

Old house recycled

A stone house over 100 years old 
is being recycled by a K-State 
associate professor of ar- 
chitecture. 
F. Gene Ernst began the project 
with the help of his 
family and friends. 
"Houses are particularly 
to recycling as can- 
to business or industrial 
Ernst said. "We are 
not restoring the house in the 
sense of a museum piece. Instead, 
we are adapting it to 1975 
lifestyles." 

i, located on McDowell 
oad near Manhattan is

THIS HOUSE has been here at 
least 100 years and could probably 
be here another 200 years," Bosch 
said. 

Evidence of the age of the 
structure was found on an en- 
velope used to brace a door hinge. 
The three-cent postage mark was 
dated 1876. There are other signs 
which mark the era in which the 
house was built. Tree trunks were 
used as supports for the main 
floor. 

A project of this sort is not an 
easy one, Bosch admitted. There 
are many problems to overcome 
both structurally and mentally. 

"We had to be convinced," 
Bosch said. "UFM (University for 
Man) helped convince us. You 
also have to get the right people to 
do the work. We were lucky that a 



Ernst, along with his father and 
son, Steve, has done nearly all the 
designing and construction. 

"YOU ' ALWAYS have 
problems," Ernst said. "Any 
mistake that was made in the 
original building will be magnified 
when you rebuild. When we had to 

keep respect for the old building." 

Steve admitted that the job is 
difficult at times, but he believes 
it is a good experience. 

"It made us appreciate what the 
people who built it at first had to 
go through," he said. "They had to 
lift those stones into place." 

Steve conducts a class about 
stone houses for UFM. The class 
views houses in the area and 
discusses the possible rebuilding 
of the structures. The summer 
session had the opportunity to 
follow the growth of the Bosch 
home. The fall session will view 
the house Oct. 11. 

THE BOSCHS are pleased with 
their decision to rebuild the stone 
house but have suggestions for 
those who might be considering 
such a project. 

"They should take the UFM 
course first," Bosch said. "They 
should also get someone who is 
capable to do the job."

Emergency services may soon be 
available at only one Manhattan hospital. 



obstetrical services to be at Memorial and 
emergency care at the St. Mary hospital. A 
study done in 1973 by consultants from the 
Kansas Hospital Association recommended 
the trade-off. 

While both hospitals have agreed to a 
combined effort "in principle," only the 
plans for emergencies are beginning to be 
implemented "in practice." 

SINCE July 3 the two hospitals have been 
alternating weekends for emergency ser- 
vice. The experiment has received some 
so far. 



"It's easier to go to one hospital," Dick 
Kinsman, director of the Riley County 
Ambulance Service, said. "That way we 
aren't spread so thin." 

Kinsman described consolidation as 
"great" and said it wouldn't mean 
eliminating the patient's right to a choice.

ACCORDING to Dan Broylea, director of 
St. Mary's, the Manhattan hospitals handle 
about 1,000 emergencies each month. For it

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While dollar value rises. 



NEW YORK (AP) - "If there's 
one area of the economy that's 
working well, it's the dollar, ' says 
bank economist Irwin KeUner. 

Since this spring, the dollar's 
value in foreign exchange 
markets has swung sharply up- 
ward, climbing by more than 10 
per cent against some world 



Last week the dollar staged an 
impressive rally in Europe, rising 
to record levels for the year in 
each of the last three trading 
days. 

Basically, the dollar's new 
strength after five years of un- 
stabUity comes from a general 
belief that the U.S. economy is 
more firmly on the road to 
recovery from the recession than 
the economies of 
dustralized 



effect consumers will feel from a 
stronger dollar is how much 
further a buck will go in paying for 
a meal in Paris, a hotel room in 
London, or a leather bag in Rome. 

Because of the improved stature 
of the dollar against major world 
currencies, the price of foreign 
goods and services for traveling 
Americans has dropped in the 
past four or five months by 10 per 
cent, 15 per cent or more. 

And economists like KeUner say 
they believe the dollar will im- 
prove further in the next six

This is good news for American 
business as well as for travelers. 
A strong dollar has brought 
several quarters of balance of 
payments surpluses, which may 
ultimately contribute to lower 
inflation rates, more jobs and 
cheaper prices for imported 



THE 1971 agreement, following 
what Charles Coombs of the New 
York Federal Reserve called "an 
crisis of the dollar," 
the effect of devaluing the 
U.S. currency by 8.57 per cent. 

The devaluation, plus an up- 
trend in U.S. interest rates, 
temporarily halted the dollar's 
slide and held it fairly steady 
against most currencies 
throughout 1972.

PRETORIA, South Africa (AP) 
- South Africa, the world's 
biggest gold producer, announced 
a 17.9 per cent devaluation of its 
currency effective today. This 
move will strengthen its balance 
of payments position, hard hit by 
the dropping price of gold on 
world markets. 

It marked the largest single 
devaluation of the Rand (South 
Africa's unit of currency) since 
world War II and together with a 
devaluation of 4.7 per cent in June 
means the Rand's value has 
dropped by 22.6 per cent in four 
months. The devaluation means 
that the Rand, which as of Friday 
was worth $1.40, will now be worth 
only $1.15.

BOSTON — Boston teachers voted over- 
whelmingly Sunday to def y a court injunction and 
go on strike against public schools today. 

The chairperson of the Boston School Com- 
mittee, John McDonough, said classes would be 
held for the city's 76,000 pupils. 

A meeting of the Boston Teachers Union, which 
has nearly 5,000 members, was held at Hynes 
Auditorium Sunday as negotiators for the union 
and the city school committee continued talks with 
a mediator at a downtown motel. 

Union President Henry Robinson said the key 
issue was not wages but the demand of the school 
committee that teachers work longer hours. 

TOPEKA — A 13-year-old Topeka boy died in a 
hospital early Sunday after inhaling deodorant 
fumes from a paper bag, police said. 

The death of Byan Counseller, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Rex Counseller, was the second such death 
here this year, Charles Chiles, a detective in the 
police juvenile division, said. 

Bryan was spending the night with a friend, who 
was quoted by Chiles as saying they left the house 
to inhale the spray from a can of Secret deodorant. 

The youth reportedly collapsed and was taken to 
a hospital, where he was pronounced dead. 

Earlier this year, a Topeka youth collapsed in a 
bathtub and died after sniffing the fumes from a 
can of Ban deodorant, Chiles said. 

WASHINGTON — The Washington Post 
reported Sunday that E. Howard Hunt told 
associates he was once ordered to assassinate 
columnist Jack Anderson, but the order was 
cancelled at the last minute. 

In a story by Bob Woodward, quoting reliable 
sources, the Post said Hunt told associates that the 
order came in 1971 or 1972 from a senior official in 
the Nixon White House. 

"I just didn't believe that it would be possible 
that the Nixon administration, that even with some 
of the remarkable things that we've heard, some of 
the remarkable things that we didn't think would 
be possible, I didn't believe that anyone would 
seriously suggest murder," Anderson said Sun- 
day. 

WASHINGTON — A pair of telephone con- 
versations involving Lee Harvey Oswald were 
tape recorded by the Central Intelligence Agency 
less than two months before the assassination of 
President John Kennedy, according to informed 
sources. 

The sources said the conversations were 
recorded Sept. 27 and 28, 1963, in the course of the 
CIA's routine monitoring of phone calls to and 
from the Soviet and Cuban embassies in Mexico 
City. 

Oswald, who was identified by the Warren 
Commission as the sole killer of Kennedy on Nov. 
22, 1963, was in Mexico City attempting to obtain a 
visa to travel to the Soviet Union via Cuba. 

Oswald's trip to Mexico City has been con- 
sidered by some to indicate that he was part of a 
foreign conspiracy, a proposition which the 
Warren Commission rejected.

Our business, too 

The Collegian's relationship with K-State's Physical 
Plant and Director Case Bonebrake has never been a 
particularly amiable one. Nor will the relationship 
improve if Bonebrake s basic philosophy of "keep 
your nose out of our business" continues to prevail. 

An incident Friday yielded this familiar i 
when he was asked about repairs needed at a 
faculty. 

Bonebrake was openly hostile to the idea that the 
Collegian had any business becoming involved in his 
business. 

"I don't think the Collegian has any right interfering 
in the business of Physical Plant," he said. "If 
students have complaints, let them come to me — my 
door is open." 



WE ARE GLAD to hear that Bonebrake 
input from students who have complaints. 

But we also know that a simple call or visit to 
University officials may be quickly forgotten. A 
general awareness by the student body, which results 
from reading a newspaper, is what is usually required 
to get results. 

Although the question brought to Bonebrake may 
have been an insignificant issue, it's the principle of 
whether the Collegian has the right to make Physical 
Plant's business our business that is important. 

To be sure, it is our business. The press has not only 
the right, but an obligation to maintain a check on 
different departments and agencies in not only the 
University community, but the outside world as well. 

THE COLLEGIAN is a student newspaper dedicated 
to protect the rights of students as well as to keep them 
informed about what is happening at K -State. 

The press many times will apply the pressure 
necessary to motivate officials to correct certain 
discrepancies. Last year, when a letter to the editor 
complained of the condition of the desks in a 
University classroom, workers from Physical Plant 
appeared that same morning to fix them. 

Perhaps the desks would have been fixed if the 
student writing the letter had called on Bonebrake. Or 
nany times happens in bureaucratic 
the complaint would have been 




MORE LIKELY, it took the pressure from the press 
to bring about the change. The Watergate scandal is 
the ultimate example of the press serving as the 
proverbial watchdog over bureaucracy. 

There wouldn't be a Physical Plant if there wasn't a 
K-State comprised of real-live students — students 
who have the right to know why things are or are not 
being done. 

The Collegian is an important channel through 
which students can obtain this information. It's our 
business to know other people's business. 

So in the case of whether we have the right to make 
Physical Plant's, or any other department's, business 
our business, the answer remains, as it has always 
been, yes.

Nature trail to aid the blind

When most people think of 
nature they recall images of green 
trees, red roses and orange 
sunsets. To these people nature 
trails are an ordinary part of 
summer camps and family 
vacations. 

But most handicapped people 
can't take part in such activities. 
That is, until recently. 

Thanks to the Midway SOS 
Association for the Handicapped 
and Manhattan Boy Scout Troop 
76, the blind may now see through 
their fingertips at the new Braille 
Nature Trail, seven miles east of 
Manhattan on Highway 24 at 
Hidden Lakes, formerly known as 
Camp Burr for Boy Scouts. It will 
be dedicated Sept 28. 

"THE TRAIL is a dream come 
true for me," Dona Hackerott, 
president of the association, said. 
She has been blind for 32 years. 

Hackerott said a lot of museums 
won't let blind people touch ob- 
jects. The trail is a chance for the 
blind to be with nature and enjoy 
themselves, she said. 

"By touching we see and that's 
how we learn. It helps us to 
visualize things in our minds," 
Hackerott said. 

The trail has signs that describe 
plants, shrubs and trees in both 
print and braille. The markers are 
connected with rope to guide the 
blind.

In May, 1975, the trail was 
reborn when a Boy Scout, Victor 
Redding, decided to adopt it as his 
Eagle Scout project. 

"I wanted to build something

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Careless canning 
causes botulism 

With the increased interest in 
home canning, the chances of 
contracting botulism have in- 



Botulism is a kind of food 
poisoning caused from eating 
spoiled food, such as improperly 
home canned food, and is usually 
fatal. 

There were six cases of 
botulism reported in the United 
States in 1974, all were caused by 
spoiled home canned foods. 

FAULTY LIDS, a factor in 
causing spoilage of canned foods, 
have not yet been reported in 
Manhattan, according to area 
grocers. 

"There are signs to watch for in 
checking for spoiled canned 
goods, but it's possible for food to 
be spoiled without showing the 
signs,'' Ruth Prescott, gradute in 
Home Economics education, said. 

If the container shows any 
bulging in the Jar rings or lids, or 
shows signs erf leakage after a long 
period of storage, this may in- 
dicate the seal has broken and the

Peers counsel offenders

on probation for drug 
related offenses may find 
themselves talking to one of their 
peers at the Drug Education 
Center instead of a probation 
officer, 

A program which began in July 
allows a student who is on 
probation to be counseled at the 
DEC office in the University for 
Man house, 61S Fairchiid. They 
are counseled by peer counselors 
trained by DEC in para- 
professional skills. 

Knsty Mickelson, coordinator 
of the adult probation office, 
considers the program valuable 
because there is no comparable 
program in existence In 
Manhattan. 

"It is important that they 
(probates) are in contact with a 
campus-related organization and 
other students," she said. 

Every person who has been 
placed on probation is seen by 
Mickelson. If the offense was drug 
related or it is determined that 
they have a drug problem, even if 
they are not charged with a drug 
offense they will be referred to the 
Drug Education Center for 



The probates choose whether 
they will participate in the DEC 
program when they are referred 

"I won't force them," she said. 
"That would be a mistake. They 
by choice. " 



MICKELSON said that the 
traditional counseling done by the 
probate office is structured. The 
little square rooms next to the 
courts can inhibit a 



theory holds true for at 
least one student who is presently 
being counseled by Mary Gallon 
at the Drug Center. 

"The probation office has a 
more formal atmosphere," he 
said. "Here it's more relaxed. You 
can talk your stuff out." 

Mickelson is reluctant to 
recommend the program to 
everyone because it depends on 
the person.

"Because of the lack of 
knowledge in the area of drugs by 
the county probation office," 



"I felt that they were 
effectively with or 
a drug 
problem." 

"People in the drug culture 
learn how to hustle," 
plained. "Unless you 
that and can determine 
they are telling the truth you can't 
deal with them." 

"The people here have had 
contact with the drug culture and 
understand more about what is 
behind a drug problem." 

PERSONS chosen as counselors 
must have taken the S.P.E.E.D. 
course, have had contact with the 
drug culture and be able to 
identify with persons ex- 
periencing drug problems. 

"We are very selective," Leslie 
said. 

The future of the program is 
uncertain because it is still in the 
early stages. Leslie and Mickelson 
said they believe the program will 
prove to be a benefit to the 
community as we 
directly involved.

...uninjured after another 
awry assassination attempt 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 45-year-old woman allegedly fired a shot 
at President Ford Monday, but the President escaped unharmed in the 
second assassination attempt against him in 17 days. Police said she had 
been picked up with a gun the day before by authorities and questioned 
by the Secret Service which had her on a "questionable list." 

She was immediately arrested. 

Ford was emerging from the St. Francis Hotel in midafternoon when 
the shot rang out from a crowd of onlookers. San Francisco police said 

THE SUSPECT, identified as Sarah Jane Hoore, was about 35 to 40 feet 
M away from Ford. She was said by police to be a known activist in a 
number of leftist causes in the Bay Area, including a massive food 
giveaway last year intended to help secure the release of * 
heiress Patricia Hearst. 

As the cheers of the crowd turned suddenly to screams, Ford 
rushed by Secret Service agents into his waiting limousine and sped to 
the airport. The presidential jet was airborne about 30 minutes later, at 
3:55 p.m. 

It was not known whether the President was wearing the bullet-proof 
vest he wore in New Hampshire in his first public outing after an attempt 
on his life in Sacramento, allegedly by a follower of mass-murderer 
Charles Manson.

Hospital consolidation 

Needless impasse 

Manhattan's St. Mary and Memorial hospitals have 
reached a deadlock over plans to combine obstetrical 
services for greater economy. 

While agreeing to eliminate duplicate emergency 
care, sensitive religious issues are halting con- 
solidation of obstetrics as recommended in 1973 by a 
consultant team from the Kansas Hospital 
Association. 

Their study found that even with its limitations, St. 
Mary's had the best obstetrics department. But 
because of the Catholic hospital's firm stance against 
abortion and sterilization, the plan called for a full- 
service obstetrics department to be at Memorial. 
Emergency care, then, would be concentrated at St. 
Mary's. 

The proposed trade-off was hardly fair. But much 
greater efficiency and economy was predicted for the 
patient. 

THE IMPASSE created now probably indicates 
Manhattan's hospitals will never fulfill these plans. 
And for the sake of the patient and the hospitals, it's 
too bad. 

Catholics associated with St. Mary's are standing by 
their beliefs and, consequently, in the way of more 
complete, efficient medical treatment. 

Their views on abortion and sterilization are 
beautiful. But not realistic. 

Everyone does not share those moral guidelines. 
Most have come to accept the fact that abortion does 
and will exist, no matter how idealistically we fight 
against it or plead for reason. 

Making it legal in the eyes of the court was simply a 
realistic decision for our time. The ultimate moral 
judgment should be reserved for the 



So the rejection of plans for obstetrics to be solely at 
Memorial is unfortunate stubbornness. Consolidating 
to have abortion and sterilization available at 
Memorial does not mean forfeiting moral beliefs. The 
guidelines can be strong as 



IT WOULD MEAN eliminating competition between 
the two hospitals, allowing each to invest in expensive, 
up-to-date equipment without duplicating services. 
Doctors would not have to shuttle between the two 
locations. And the patient should be able to receive 
quality medical care at lower cost. 

The world may be morally corrupt for tolerating 
abortion and sterilization. But if it's not done safely, 
legally, in modem hospitals, it will be done illegally in 
the back-streets. 

Then only rich women will buy safety. The poor will 
die on kitchen tables. 

The greater economy in combined services is an 
obvious asset to consolidation. But until the Catholic 
contingency casts off its blinders and faces reality, 
even if what they see be warped, the impasse will 
continue. And a seperate existence will go on.

TOPEKA - Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
finished Monday calling its nearly one dozen 
witnesses on its application for a $21.8 million rate 
increase in Kansas. 

The Kansas Corporation Commission then 
summoned the first of its three witnesses to 
present the state's side in the hearings which 
began two weeks ago and are scheduled to con- 
clude late Wednesday. 

G.T. Van Bebber, KCC chairperson, said the 
commission could finish hearing its own witnesses 
by Wednesday, but if not is considering resuming 
the hearings Oct. 6 to finish up. 

One of the company's final witnesses was 
Marvin Schulties, who testified about cost studies 
he made on Bell's request for doubling the cost of 
pay telephone calls from a dime to 20 cents, and for 
raising certain service charges such as in- 
stallation charges. Schulties supported the 
2 I doubling of a pay phone call. 

MORRISTOWN, N.J. — Attorneys arguing 
whether medical devices keeping Karen Ann 
Quinlan alive should be disconnected were given 
four weeks Monday to answer unprecedented legal 
and medical questions raised by the case. 

Superior Court Judge Paul Muir ordered the 
lawyers to return Oct. 20 to help him decide 
whether he should grant the "extraordinary 
relief" sought by the comatose woman's adoptive 
father, Joseph Quinlan of Landing, N.J. 

Quinlan filed suit 10 days ago asking the court to 
order St. Clare's Hospital in Den vi lie to disconnect 
the respirator that has kept his 21-year-old 
daughter alive since last April. Doctors have said 
the woman would die "within minutes" if the 
respirator were unhooked. 

The suit quoted doctors as saying the young 
woman already has suffered irreparable brain 
damage with no hope of recovery. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Snipers firing from 
rooftops prolonged Lebanon's bloody sectarian 
war Monday despite intensive political 
maneuvering to enforce a two-day-old ceasefire. 

An explosion of renewed street fighting in the 
eastern suburbs tapered off about mid-day, and 
Christians and Moslems traded bitter charges 
over who touched it off. But police said random 
eruptions of neighborhood warfare kept most of 
the capital's streets unsafe. 

SAN FRANCISCO — Amid reports that Patricia 
Hearst opposed some revolutionary tactics of her 
Symbionese Liberation Army associates, FBI 
agents searched on Monday for possible links 
between the SLA and terrorist bombings. 

The discovery of explosives in the apartment 
where SLA members William and Emily Harris 
were captured last Thursday, combined with other 
leads in FBI files, have raised anew the possibility 
that the SLA became the New World Liberation 
Front, investigators say. 

The NWLF has claimed responsibility for 23 
bombings and one arson since surfacing a year ago 
— three months after Harris said in a taped 
communique: "Let it be known that the Malcolm 
X combat unit of the SLA proudly takes up the 
banner of the New World Liberation Front." 

BOSTON — Teachers in Boston walked off the 
job Monday, compounding problems faced by the 
city's newly-integrated schools. The strike left 
many classrooms in the system of 76,000 pupils 
open but empty. 

The Boston School Committee ordered schools 
open Monday, despite the teachers' decision 
Sunday to strike. Only abut 500 of the 4,900 
teachers showed up and most pupils stayed home. 

The strike came at the outset of the third week of 
school, despite marathon weekend bargaining 
between the Boston Teachers Union and the school 
committee.

"The study is to consider all aspects of modern 
energy production including gas, oil, coal, wind and 
nuclear," said Young. 

The plant now has seven boilers and six are in 
operating condition. An explosion in 1971 severely 
damaged the seventh boiler. 

In normal operating conditions, one of the six 
boilers is shut down for repairs and cleaning. This 
leaves only five to produce steam at any given time.

EPA tests show increase 
in automobile fuel economy 



WASHINGTON (AP) - Pur- 
chasers of new 1976- model cars 
can look for better gasoline 
mileage than the auto industry 
has offered in years, the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) reported Monday. 

Industry-wide, the EPA said, 
the 1976 cars tested in the 
laboratory averaged a theoretical 
17.6 miles per gallon in simulated 
city-plus-highway driving, and the 
most economical of them did 
almost twice as well, turning in 
about 33 miles per gallon. 

The improvement, some 12.8 
per cent better than the 1975 cars 
and 26.6 per cent better than 1974 
models, brought the auto industry 
more than halfway toward 
President Ford's target of a 40 per 
cent increase in 
by 1980. 

AS USUAL, the best economy 
was generally delivered by the 
smallest cars, reflecting the basic 
law of physics that it takes more 
power and fuel to get a heavier 
weight moving. 

But for the first time in 
government testing, a U.S. -built 
car matched its foreign com- 
petitors on fuel economy. 

In test results simulating a 
combination of city and highway 
driving, the EPA reported, top 
mileage of 33 miles per gallon was 
delivered by the 98- cubic- inch 
engine Chevrolet Chevette, the 85- 
cubic-inch Datsun B-210, and the 
63-cubic -inch Subaru. All

gallon, were another manual shift 
Chevette, with an 85-cubic-inch 
engine, and the 79-cubic-inch 
Renault 5 manual-shift. 

Other high-economy models 
were put out by Peugeot, Audi, 
Austin, Triumph, Volkswagen, 
Ford and Toyota. 

THE EPA has been calculating 
theoretical gasoline mileage 
performance as a bonus from its 
laboratory testing of new cars to 
make sure they meet federal 
antipollution standards. 
A chart issued by the EPA 



mileage had declined from around 
15.5 miles per gallon in 1967 
models to 13.9 miles per gallon in 
1974 models. 

In 1975 models, average 
economy jumped to 15.6 miles per 
gallon and in the new 1976 models 
to 17.6 miles per gallon. 

The EPA figures indicated that 
increased sales of small cars 
would account for around one-fifth 
of this year's improved i 
while about four-fifths was 



complished by real improvements 
in the vehicles themselves. 

THE EPA tests samples of all 
new cars for their antipollution 
performance before certifying 
each model-line for sale in the 
United States, by driving them 
through a precise schedule of 
starts, stops and accelerations on 
the laboratory, simulating city 
and highway driving conditions.

Inflation bites animal tests

TTie coit of research animals is 



A research dog which cost 113 in 
1972 now wears an inflationary 
price tag of $67. 

James Cook, K -State professor 
of pathology and chairperson of 
the Animal Resource Fac 
cited several reasons for 
sharp price increase. 

Animal transportation costs are 
high. Kansas has no large animal 
supplier in the immediate area 
due to its low population density 
and must ship in the animals 
purchased, Cook said. 

Animals in shelters are also 
limited in number. Although these 
animals are usually the most 
reasonably priced, many animal 
shelters won't allow their animals 
to be used in research. 

THE TOPEKA Animal Shelter's 



can only be adopted, Cook said.

ANIMAL care regulations are 
defined through federal, state and 
county regulations. Space and air 
requirements are strictly 
specified. The K-State animal 
facilities are subject to periodic 
investigation by the two federal 
veterinarians in Kansas. 

When an animal arrives at K- 
State it is taken to the Animal 
Resource Facility. It is then 
tagged, vaccinated and observed 
for at least five days. Complete 
animal records are 
tained, Cook said. 



CRB resolves advertisement dispute 



An incident involving a K-State 
student and a local business has 
been resolved through the action 
of the Consumers Relations 
Board. 

Dean Brown field, sophomore In 
pre-design, filed a complaint with 
the board after being refused a 
rain check for a free cassette 
package being offered by Team 
Electronics. Brownfield also 
wrote a letter, published Sept. 16 
in the Collegian which explained 
the incident including a verbal 
assault by an employe of Team. 

Because the advertisement in 
which the offer was made did not 
include limitations it fell under the 
deceptive sales practices section 
of the Kansas Consumer 
Protection Act. After an in- 
vestigation the Consumer 
Relations Board sent a letter to 
Team explaining the situation. 
Team in turn telephoned the board 
informing them that the mistake 
was realized and a rain check 
would be given. The employe 
involved will be reprimanded 
when identified. 

"Those people who file a 
complaint will receive rain 
checks,'' Annette Thurlow, 
director of the board, said. 'They 
should file their complaint this 
week and have the coupon." 

THERE WILL be no formal 
complaint filed with the County 
Attorney because a mutual 
agreement between the consumer 
and the business was reached, 
Thurlow added. 

"This is their warning," she 
said. "If they continue to ad- 
vertise in this manner we will 
prosecute." 

The 28-member board will 
monitor advertisements placed by 
Team to determine whether they 
are complying with the law. 

At least two complaints a week 
are received by the board, 
Thurlow said They are then in- 
vestigated and a solution is

VIENNA, Austria - Saudi Arabia's oil minister 
said Tuesday night that his country will press for a 
continued freeze on oil prices or only a nominal 
increase in order to increase consumption and help 
Western economies out of their current recession. 

Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani spoke with 
newspersons on the eve of a meeting of 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries — 
OPEC — oil ministers. Reports have indicated an 
expectable price hike of about 15 per cent, or 
approximately $1.50 a barrel. 

SAN FRANCISCO - Attorneys for Patty Hearst 
contended today that the rebel heiress had been 
tortured and brainwashed by her terrorist ab- 
ductors and agreed that she should be examined 
by psychiatrists. 

U.S. District Court Judge Oliver Carter ordered 
that Hearst, who stood silent before him in her 
third court appearance since being captured 
Thursday, undergo a psychiatric examination to 
determine whether she is mentally competent to 
be cross-examined as a witness. 

Hearst's attorneys submitted an affidavit to the 
court in which they described the brutal abduction 
and captivity of Hearst. In the first 10 days of her 
imprisonment, the affidavit said, she was unable 
to eat and prevented from eliminating her body 
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WASHINGTON — The Secret Service is drawing 
up new protective procedures for President Ford, 
who insisted Tuesday he will not become a hostage 
of his office because of would-be assassins. 

"At least partial recommendations" will be 
submitted to the President before he embarks on 
his next trip out of Washington on Sept. 30, 
presidential counsel Philip Buchen, said. 

The assassination attempt prompted 
congressional leaders and the Treasury Depart- 
ment to move up by three months the date at which 
qualified presidential candidates receive 
bodyguards — to Oct. I. 

FORT WALTON BEACH, Fla. — Hurricane 
Eloise, spawning tornadoes to accompany its 
torrential rains and roaring winds, plowed a wide 
path of destruction inland Tuesday after smacking 
the Florida panhandle's coast with its best punch. 

The hurricane's 130-mile-an-hour winds carried 
slashing rains and frenzied surf as it struck a 40- 
mile stretch between Fort Walton Beach and 
Panama City before dawn. Eloise then weakened 
as its center moved into southeastern Alabama. 

The storm's collision with land flooded roads, 
shook buildings, ripped off roofs, uprooted mobile 
homes and shattered the windows of homes and 
businesses. 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Lynette "Squeaky" 
Fromme, accused of attempting to assassinate 
President Ford, was declared mentally competent 
Tuesday to stand trial and act as her own co- 
counsel. 

U.S. District Court Judge Thomas MacBride, 
who has scheduled the trial to start Nov. 4, said he 
agreed with the court-appointed psychiatrist that 
Fromme understood the charge against her and 
could "knowingly and willingly" waive her right to 
an attorney. 

PARIS — The French government said Tuesday 
it has won at least a temporary reprieve for a 
French woman archeologist threatened with death 
by her African rebel captors unless France gives 
them military supplies and money. 

President Valery Giscard d'Estaing's 
spokesperson announced two hours after the rebel 
ultimatum expired Tuesday morning that 48 hours 
of nonstop negotiations by radio with the rebels 
had led to the reprieve for 38-year-old Francoise 
Claustre.

No other form of violence causes so much grief as 
the murder of a national leader. Assassination strikes 
terror in the heart of the democratic process when one 
person, in a single act, destroys the will of many. 

The list of American leaders assassinated or shot at 
in the last decade seems endless — John and Robert 
Kennedy, Martin Luther King, George Wallace and 
now President Ford.

"We don't really have a name 
for the program," Mitts said. "It's 
a very individualized program. I 
guess you could call it 
teaching with 
teaching." 

THE CLASS is held in 
classrooms which are across the 
ball from each other. Each 
morning the third and fourth 
grades meet separately to take 
attendance. 

At this time each student also 
makes out his "daily sheet," 
which is an outline of the amount 
and type of work the child plans to 
accomplish that day. The teachers 
approve the daily sheets and 
make any necessary changes. 

A certain amount of work is 
required each day in 

titles, reading, 
ting and English. 
The classes then divide into 
different groups throughout the 
day. There is no separation of the 
two grades at this point and each 
child is put into groups according 
to his ability level, not his age. 

A STUDENT may be in an 
advanced reading group and a 
alow math group depending upon 
his level of learning in each of 

"The program gives each child 
an opportunity to excel at bis own 
level," Mitts said. "We try to 
allow enough time for 
to finish things." 



One of the rooms is set 
different cent< 
groups meet during the 
day.

"We set this program up by trial 
and error. Our boundaries aren't 
firm ones," Mitts said 

"This is the type of program you 
can't throw together, but add one 
ingredient at a time.

Very few people have any idea 
of the work neceaaary to bring an 
attraction to McCain /

"To begin with, it takes a lot of 
money. How much money is spent 
on an attraction depends basically 
on the box office," he said. 

PRICES for obtaining different 
attractions vary. A show that is 
well received at K-State may cost 
the auditorium less than a lower- 
priced attraction that draws only 
a fair audience. 

For example, Carlos Montoya 
cost 12,500 and Henry Fonda will 
cost 17,500. But Fonda will 
probably be a sell-out, said 
01 ling ton. 

"We may still lose a little, but 
the prestige of having Henry 
Fonda here is well worth the 
price," he said. 

Deciding on attractions is a 
matter of balance. 

"WE WEIGH the price against 
how much we possibly can get. If 
the time is right and the price is

Ollington said. 

Money isn't the only deciding 
factor in securing an attraction. 
The date and day of the program 
is also important. 

"I try to book things on football 
weekends — but I don't always 
make it.
